THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


At the Board’s organizational meeting, following the Annual ‘Town 
Election in March, Matthew Brown was elected Chairman. Other Board 
members are Alan R. Morse, Louise M. Castle, George F. McNeilly and 
George V. Brown, Jr., who was re-elected after one year’s absence from the 
Board. Arthur A. O’Shea was reappointed Executive Secretary. 

In addition to the execution of the ordinary and usual functions of 
local government, the Selectmen have devoted considerable time and 
effort to the many over-all community programs to which reference will 
be made in the appropriate sections of this report. 


TOWN OFFICE BUILDING AND POLICE STATION 


The new Police Station was nearing completion at the end of the year 
and it is expected that it will be ready for occupancy in February. 

As originally planned the Police Department will move into its new 
quarters early in the new year, at which time, the executive offices of the 
Selectmen will move into temporary quarters in the basement of the new 
Presbyterian Church, the Trustees of which kindly made these premises 
available to the Town. This gesture has simplified the program for con- 
tinuing Town operations with the least possible disruption. ‘The old Police 
Station will then be demolished and work on the new Town Office Build- 
ing will commence. ‘The Building Commission has arranged for proposals 
which will be opened the latter part of January. 


INNER BELT 


With the passing of another year the State Department of Public 
Works has yet to make a final decision as to the alignment of this pro- 
posed circumferential route. Some of the delay has been due to the exten- 
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sion of the Massachusetts ‘Turnpike which has precipitated grade problems 
at the point of intersection with the new proposed Inner Belt in the 
vicinity of Boston University Bridge. 


Massachusetts Commissioner Jack Ricciardi submitted to the various 
communities in the metropolitan area that were to be affected by the pro- 
posed Inner Belt, what were referred to as prcliminary plans which were 
radically different than the earlier studies that had been released in May 
of 1961, at which time, the route through Brookline was to be in “deep 
cut” in the vicinity of Commonwealth Avenue. The revised plans, how- 
ever, released in 1962 provided for an aerial highway carried on a steel 
structure approximately fifty feet above the grade of the highway. 


This plan resulted in a distinctly unfavorable reaction from the Board 
of Selectmen as well as the Planning Board and residents in the Cottage 
Farm area. As a result, the Selectmen met with Commissioner Ricciardi 
and formally indicated that the plans, as submitted, were not acceptable 
to the ‘Town of Brookline. It was suggested that if they were not changed 
the ‘Town would be disposed to exercise its veto power. However, the 
Board indicated its willingness to cooperate on a reasonable solution of the 
problem in that the Planning Consultants for Brookline recognized the 
over-all value of the Inner Belt to the metropolitan area. As a result of 
this conference the Planning Consultants made studies for alternate de- 
signs which, at the close of the year, were being studied at the engineering 
staff level in the Department of Public Works following which another 
meeting was to be arranged with Commissioner Ricciardi. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE 


The Massachusetts Turnpike Authority commenced the construction 
of the Toll Road into Boston in connection with which takings were made 
of all the property in Brookline in the triangle bounded by St. Mary’s 
Street, Mountfort Street and Commonwealth Avenue representing a total 
valuation of $385,100. This, of course, represents a serious loss of tax 
revenue to the Town. 


LEGISLATION 


Prior to the deadline for filing legislation the Selectmen introduced 
bills providing for the creation of a Department of Public Works and the 
consolidation of the Park and Recreation Commissions into a new entity 
to be designated as a Park and Recreation Commission. 


This legislation will permit greater coordination of the use of man- 
power and equipment and in the instance of the Park and Recreation 
Commission, it will place in one Board the jurisdiction for the conduct of 
all recreational programs thereby eliminating overlapping jurisdiction. 


These bills had the unanimous approval of the Board of Selectmen 
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as well as the Committee on Town Organization and Structure and it is 
believed that this legislation, if approved, will provide for more efficient 
operation. 

The cooperation of all the members of the General Court from 
Brookline is recognized and most appreciated. 


THE FARM PROJECT 


During the course of the year the litigation which had seriously de- 
layed the progress of this project was finally adjudicated in favor of the 
Town. The Selectmen and members of the Redevelopment Authority met 
in joint conference to afhrm a genuine desire to work in close cooperation 
for the speedy execution of this project which is so important to the ‘Town 
and which will substantially improve the tax base. 

The public housing unit on the High Street end of the Project was 
completed during the latter part of the year and is now fully occupied, 
priority, of course, being given to former residents of the Farm area who 
were required to be relocated. 


THE MARSH PROJECT 


The Selectmen have held many meetings with the Redevelopment 
Authority, Planning Board and the Planning Consultants with respect to 
the so-called Marsh Project for which preliminary planning funds had been 
approved by the Federal Government. ‘The Redevelopment Authority is of 
the opinion that the inclusion of the Brookline Avenue Playground within 
this area would be a distinct advantage. ‘The Selectmen, although agreeing 
to the wisdom of considering its inclusion, have, nevertheless, stressed the 
fact that alternate facilities must be available before any proposed legisla- 
tion would be acceptable to the General Court or to the ‘Town. 


A meeting was also held with the representatives of a group of busi- 
nessmen who are interested in developing this area with private funds. 
There has been no interruption, however, in the progress of the studies 
conducted by the Consultants for the Redevelopment Authority who, it is 
understood, would seek funds for the redevelopment of the entire area. 


COUNCIL FOR PLANNING AND RENEWAL 


‘This important Standing Committee of the Selectmen has continued 
to function actively during the year and has been most helpful in promot- 
ing a closer community relationship between the citizens of the Town, 
Selectmen and the Planning Board for the purpose of marshaling all ideas 
and public opinion in the interest of the over-all development of the 
‘Town. It was extremely helpful in publicizing throughout the community 
the provisions of the new Zoning By-Law, prior to its acceptance by the 
Town Meeting. ‘The Council was headed by Kingsbury Browne, Jr., who 
has devoted substantial time and effort to the work of this Agency. 
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NORTH BROOKLINE REHABILITATION PROGRAM 


Following a meeting with interested citizens in the North Brookline 
area the Selectmen appointed a North Brookline Improvement Committee 
for the purpose of undertaking a program of rehabilitation in the district 
north of Coolidge Corner. 

This program is designed to encourage the local residents in that area 
to embark on a voluntary program of home improvement involving a 
strict adherence to the minimum code of standards and to accept a Con- 
servation Code designed to upgrade the area which is studded with the 
older wooden frame houses which, in some instances, have been permitted 
to deteriorate. ‘The residents were encouraged to make improvements not 
only to the inside but to enhance the outside appearance as well. 


The Town has cooperated to the extent of giving closer consideration 
to the need for road surfacing, adequate fencing of the playgrounds and 
other matters under its general jurisdiction. The Town will continue to 
consult with the citizens in matters concerned with the improvement of 
the area. 


The program, itself, has met with the general acceptance of the resi- 
dents and the Selectmen are encouraged by the cooperation which must 
needs be exercised on a purely voluntary basis. Emil S. Skop assumed the 
post as Coordinator effective May 1, 1962. 


TRAFFIC CONTROL AND OFF-STREET PARKING AREAS 


Early in the year the new off-street parking facility at Fuller and 
Harvard Streets was opened. In addition, the new Kent Street parking area 
was opened in November. ‘This additional off-street parking area will assist 
considerably in eliminating some of the parking difficulties in the Harvard 
Square area. 


The Selectmen following the mandate of the Town Meeting have 
requested the Planning Board to undertake the supervision of a study of 
the over-all trafic problems of the ‘Town, more particularly, related in its 
first stage to the off-street parking problems in the Coolidge Corner area. 


The services of Bruce Campbell & Associates were engaged to make 
this study which was near completion at the end of the year but due to the 
technical studies involved could not be completed by December 1, as re- 
quested by the ‘Town Meeting. It is expected that this first phase of the 
Trafic Study will be ready for distribution prior to the Annual Town 
Meeting. 


LOWELL PLAYGROUND 


The problems encountered by Leatherbee & Co., developers of the 
Lowell Playground area, were resolved during the course of the year. ‘The 
Selectmen held several meetings with this group in consultation with the 
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members of the Planning Board and it was deemed in the best interest of 
the Town to amend the agreement with the developers to permit the con- 
struction of a hotel in place of one of the office buildings. An additional 
payment of $25,000 was paid to the Town in consideration of this change 
and it was agreed that the new hotel and the office building would be 
built simultaneously which would assure a tax income for the ‘Town as 
contemplated in the original contract. 


There is a stringent provision in the agreement which will provide for 
payments to the ‘Town in lieu of taxes if the buildings are not substantially 
constructed by September, 1964. 


DALE STREET CONSTRUCTION 


As authorized by Town Meeting the streets in the Dale Street area 
including Forest Street, Meadowbrook Road, Larkin Road, Whitney Road 
and Country Road were constructed under the Betterment Act. This im- 
provement has greatly enhanced the appearance of this neighborhood and 
has made it a most attractive area. 

While the construction was not totally completed at the end of the 
year the Contractor accelerated the work to the extent that all the roads 
would be passable and in condition to permit the free movement of snow 
removal equipment. 


DEPARTMENT HEADS 


There were many changes in Department Heads during the course 
of the year. 


Mr. Frank FE. Maurrrz, ‘Town Accountant of Hingham, was appointed 
Comptroller, effective February 15, 1962, to fill the vacancy occasioned 
by the appointment of Arthur H. MacKinnon to the position of State 
Director of Accounts. 


Mr. LAwrence J. CoLiins was appointed Director of Public Welfare, 
effective April 1, 1962, to succeed Clifford W. Cook who retired on 
December 31, 1961. 


Mr. Roserr J. Srewarr was appointed Building Commissioner, effective 
Apmil 1, 1962, to succeed Frank J. O’Hearn who retired. 


Pritt Cow1n, Esg. was appointed Town Counsel, effective April 16, 
1962, to succeed Daniel G. Rollins, Esq., who had served the Town as 
a member of the Board of Selectmen from 1940 to 1946, following 
which he served as ‘Town Counsel until 1962. 


Mr. Jon G. Cartson was appointed Superintendent of Streets and Town 
Engineer, effective October 8, 1962, to succeed J. Henry L. Giles who 
resigned these positions. 


‘These new officials assumed their duties with the best wishes of the 
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Board of Selectmen in the hope that they will administer their respective 
departments with the same degree of efficiency and dedication as has been 
the good fortune of the ‘Town for many years. 


To those who have left the service of the ‘Town, through retirement 
or otherwise, the Selectmen extend their appreciation for many years of 
faithful and conscientious service to the Town and with best wishes for 
their future endeavors. 


THE BROOKLINE WATER SHED 


‘The litigation pending before the Superior Court for damages result- 
ing from the taking by the Metropolitan District Commission of the lands 
in Needham and Dedham constituting the Water Shed, Pumping Station 
and Filter Beds, was finally adjudicated with a payment to the Town of 
the sum of $65,000. 


GENERAL COURT 


In accordance with the practice established a few years ago the Board 
met with the Brookline representatives of the General Court for the pur- 
pose of discussing legislation which would either directly or indirectly 
affect the welfare of the ‘Town. 


COMMUNITY RENEWAL PROGRAM 


‘The Board, after meeting with the Redevelopment Authority, agreed 
to direct the preparation of an application for funds to conduct a Com- 
munity Renewal Program. This application is being drafted by the Resi- 
dent Planner and the Associate Director of the Brookline Redevelopment 
Authority under the general supervision of the Executive Secretary. 


SANITATION 


The Board has been confronted with a very critical situation in that 
the dumping facility, adjacent to the new incinerator, has almost reached 
capacity with the result that landscape gardeners, as well as the Forestry 
Department, have no place to dispose of tree trunks and diseased Dutch 
Film trees, which, under the provisions of law, must be destroyed. 


The situation has been further aggravated due to the fact that the 
State authorities have revoked the permit for burning on the dump, which 
practice was to be discontinued, anyway, following an agreement with the 
residents of the area. This land when originally acquired was to have been 
available for approximately 25 years but due to the disposal of tree trunks, 
following two major hurricanes, the dump has reached its capacity much 
sooner. 


Although the Board is attempting to find alternate facilities beyond 
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the limits of the Town the situation is somewhat difficult due to the fact 
that the City of Boston and other communities are faced with the same 
over-all problem. 


SECTIONAL MEETINGS 

The Board instituted a new policy of holding a meeting in various 
sections of the Town whereby the citizens might have an opportunity to 
discuss their local problems. 

The first of these meetings was held at the Baker School on October 
29, 1962, and the second one on December 10 at the Lincoln School. 


GYMNASIUM 

The Municipal Gymnasium on ‘Tappan Street was severely damaged 
by fire on December 25. It is a little early to determine what the future 
plans are with respect to its reconstruction. 

The suggestion has been made that it might be remodeled better to 
suit the present recreation needs or that it might be so altered that it 
might serve the dual purpose of a gymnasium and to provide for the ex- 
panded classroom requirements of the High School. 


RECOGNITION 

The Board extends its sincere congratulations to ‘Timothy J. Burke 
who has attained his 91st birthday. Mr. Burke has been a member of the 
Water Board for over 62 years during which time he has served as its 
Chairman for 38 years. 

It is believed that this constitutes a record in public service and is 
without precedent, at least, in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Russell Hastings, Chairman of the Planning Board, resigned effective 
July 1, 1962, and the Board would like to record publicly its appreciation 
for the outstanding service rendered to the ‘Town by this dedicated citizen. 
Under his guidance the new Zoning By-Law was developed and was 
adopted by the Town Meeting.

‘THIRTY-FIRST ARTICLE 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell to John Han- 
cock Mutual Life Insurance Company, for such price and upon such terms 
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and conditions as the Selectmen shall determine, a certain parcel of ‘Town- 
owned land situated on Gerry Road and containing 24,000 square feet 
more or less, as shown on a plan entitled “Plan Showing Land which John 
Hancock Life Insurance Co. wishes to Acquire from the Town of Brook- 
line’, by H. F. Bryant & Son, Inc., Engineers, dated November 18, 1959, 
copies of which are available at the office of the Town Engineer. 


Negotiations were entered into with representatives of the John Han- 
cock Life Insurance Company under the authority of this article but the 
Town was unable to obtain an easement over Gerry Road which would 
provide unlimited access to the ‘Town-owned land in the rear of the Baker 
School. For this reason no action was taken. 


FortTIETH ARTICLE 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to take such legal 
steps as to them seem appropriate to secure for the Town such funds as 
may become available to the Town or to any of the boards, commissions 
or departments thereof, from the Trustees under the will of D. Blakeley 
Hoar, late of Brookline; and, to accomplish the foregoing, will authorize 
the Selectmen to assent to appropriate decrees of the Norfolk Probate 
Court and to receive such funds on behalf of the Town or such boards, 
commissions and departments; and will authorize the Selectmen to set up 
such funds as a separate account or accounts and to determine the method 
of payment therefrom; and will authorize the Selectmen generally to act 
for the Town with respect to said Trust; and will authorize the Selectmen 
to use such funds as may be distributed from the principal of said trust 
fund for the development of the land behind the Baker School, consisting 
of about 25 acres, as a bird sanctuary and as a memorial to the said D. 
Blakeley Hoar; or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Following conferences held with the Trustees under the will of D. 
Blakeley Hoar, the Trustees filed in the Norfolk County Probate Court a 
petition for instructions as to whether they may pay the ‘Town of Brook- 
line the sum of $25,000 from the principal of the Trust to improve cer- 
tain land in back of the Baker School as a memorial to D. Blakeley Hoar 
and as a bird sanctuary, and whether they may properly pay $25,000 or 
any other sum from accumulated income to certain beneficiaries of the 
will, viz., the Town of Brookline, the School Committee, the Trustees of 
the Public Library, and Beth Horon Lodge A.F.&A.M. Town Counsel 
entered his appearance and answer for the ‘Town and ‘Town Departments. 
Negotiations are in process to obtain agreement of the Trustees and all 
beneficiaries as to the disposition of the principal and income involved 
preparatory to moving for a court decree. 


Consideration is being given by ‘Town officials to the location and 
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extent of the area to be used for the proposed bird sanctuary and the type 
of walks to be constructed therein. 


1961 
ANNUAL MEETING, MARCH 21 


'TWENTY-THIRD ARTICLE 


To see if the ‘Town will raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000) for the improvement and reconstruction of 
Washington Street in Brookline Village between Walnut Street and Pond 
Avenue, including the intersection of Washington Street and Brookline 
Avenue, and will authorize the Treasurer to borrow the whole or any part 
of the same. 


This article, which provides for the widening of Washington Street 
adjacent to the Farm Project, has been delayed for two reasons, first, the 
State, due to pressures and priorities imposed on the Engineering Staff of 
the Department of Public Works, has been unable to prepare the neces- 
sary contract plans. 

Secondly, they were reluctant to undertake this project until all 
demolition on the Farm area had been completed. It is hoped that this 
project will get underway during 1963.

ANNUAL MEETING, APRIL 10 


‘TWENTY-FIFTH ARTICLE 


To see if the ‘Yown will raise and appropriate the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) for the replacement of the present wooden 
stairs with permanent Portland cement construction and the walks with 
bituminous concrete at Winthrop Path, and the installation of catch 
basins and a surface water drain. 


It was not possible to prepare contract plans for this project during 
the year due to the necessity of assigning the entire engineering staff to 
the engineering details connected with the laying out and construction of 
the streets in the Dale Street area. 


It is the expectation that this project will be completed in 1963. 


FORTY-SECOND ARTICLE 


‘To see if the ‘Town will raise and appropriate eighty thousand dollars 
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($80,000) for the alteration and widening of the westerly side of Pond 
Avenue from Washington Street to Allerton Street under Chapter 90 
Highway Construction. 


‘The State Department of Public Works, on a mutual understanding 
with the Redevelopment Authority, will not undertake the preparation 
of contract plans for this particular project until the completion of the 
widening of Washington Street for which funds were made available at 
the Annual Meeting in 1961. 


‘THIRTY-THIRD ARTICLE 


‘To see if the ‘Town will appropriate, or appropriate from the Sale of 
the Lowell Playground Fund the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) 
to be expended by the Park Commissioners for regrading and installation 
of drains at the Amory Playground, said improvement being based upon 
plans approved by the Park Commissioners and the Recreation Commis- 
sion, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


‘The Park Commissioners advise that plans for this particular project 
were prepared by Metcalf and Eddy but that the proposals which were 
received, following an invitation for bids, ranged from $18,000 to $50,000 
which were substantially in excess of the appropriation available. 


‘The Park Commissioners advise that the new specifications are being 
drawn and it is hoped that this project will be completed in 1963. 


THIRTIETH ARTICLE 


To see if the ‘Town will raise and appropriate, or appropriate from the 
Sale of the Lowell Playground Fund the sum of fifty thousand dollars 
($50,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners for the development 
and improvements of the Municipal Golf Course, or will take any other 
action with respect thereto. 


This article provided for the extension of parking facilities with a 
separate exit on the West Roxbury Parkway for the purpose of eliminating 
a traffic hazard at the existing entrance and to provide for the elimination 
of the present No. 1 hole and the construction of a new No. 5 hole. 

‘The construction of the new hole on the golf course was completed 
during the year but the work of extending the parking facility was delayed 
until 1963 because of the priorities established in the E:ngineering Depart- 
ment in favor of the construction of streets in the Dale Street area.

Report of the Executive Secretary 


ArtHur A. O'SHEA 
Executive Secretary 


In compliance with the vote of the Town Meeting, I respectfully 
submit this, my fourth report on the activities of the Executive Secretary. 


Perhaps the most significant impact upon our fiscal program resulted 
from the revaluation of the real property of the Town by the Board of 
Assessors in accordance with its practice of so doing every five years. ‘The 
valuations of the Town were increased from a figure of $190,941,900 in 
1961 to $216,899,900 in 1962. This has substantially improved the tax 
base of the Town in relation to the inflationary trends of our economy. 


It will be recalled that in my report in 1960 it was observed that 
assessments tend to be sluggish and that the real estate tax appeared to 
be inadequate as a source of revenue in the presence of strong economic 
growth and noticeable price inflation. Accordingly, when the tax base 
is adjusted to reflect the inflated values of property then this source of 
revenue more nearly approaches the current cost of government operation. 


It is to be noted, however, that real estate taxes although representing 
a substantial portion of our revenue are, nevertheless, inadequate in and of 
themselves with the ever increasing demand for additional government 
services and programs, particularly those made available to local govern- 
ments by virtue of so-called “permissive legislation’”’ enacted by the Gen- 
eral Court. For this reason local communities are constantly looking to 
the State Government for financial assistance to provide additional funds 
to meet increased costs of operation. 


In times such as these when the two major political parties have 
committed themselves to a “built-in” inflation amounting to approxi- 
mately three per cent per year it would appear to be advisable to adjust 
real estate values on a yearly basis rather than to wait for the five-year 
cycle when the resulting adjustment is keenly felt by the taxpayer who has 
not anticipated a possible substantial increase in his tax bill. 


During 1962 the Massachusetts ‘Turnpike Authority made a taking of 
all the property in the triangle bounded by Commonwealth Avenue, 
St. Mary’s Street and Mountfort Street representing an assessed valuation 
of $385,100. ‘This incursion on our taxable areas could be serious were it 
not for the fact that Brookline has been in a more or less enviable position 
in the last three or four years due to the substantial building programs 
involving high-rise apartment buildings representing impressive tax revenue 
to the ‘Town. This position will be further enhanced with the advent of 
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the new construction projected for the Farm Project and the hotel-office 
building complex proposed for the Lowell Playground site. 


‘The geographical area of the ‘Town is approximately six and one- 
quarter square miles or 4,362 acres. It will be noted in Figure 2. that 
as of the close of 1962 only 60.49% of this area is subject to taxation after 
excluding streets, ways, park and recreation areas, State-owned property 
and property under control of charitable or religious organizations. In 
other words, only 60.49% of our land area is providing the major portion 
of the revenues required to meet the cost of local government. 


In accordance with the mandate of the ‘Town Meeting all budgets 
have been reviewed and the Executive Secretary has made the following 
reductions in the operating budget as follows: 


1962 $246,018 
1963 203,770 


most of which reductions were sustained by the Selectmen and the Advis- 
ory Committee in addition to cuts which were made by those respective 
Bodies. 


As suggested in my 1960 report the Advisory Committee has recom- 
mended, and the ‘Town Meeting has adopted, controls which prohibit the 
transfer of funds from the 100 Group for Personal Services and the 500 
Group for Capital Expenditures to other appropriations. 


The appropriations for the 500 Group (Capital Expenditures) are 
restricted to those items which have been specifically approved by the 
Advisory Committee and although appropriations in this group cannot be 
transferred to other areas of the budget, a provision has been made where- 
by alternate items may be purchased upon the express authorization of the 
Board of Selectmen for justifiable reasons. 


These new controls have been of assistance to the Department Heads 
in keeping their appropriation expenditures within the limits approved by 
Town Meeting and has eliminated the year-end rush to dissipate any un- 
expended appropriation balances. It will be agreed that purchases which 
are not sought until the year’s end can well be deferred until the follow- 
ing year in instances where no emergency exists. 


‘The substantial amounts returned to the Treasury at the end of the 
year have been due in substantial measure to the effectiveness of these 
controls. For example, the following amounts were returned to the Sur- 
plus Account as of December 31, 1962: 


100 Group (Personal Services ) $180,849.72 
200 to 400 Group (Materials ) 145,471.87 
500 Group (Capital Expenditures ) 52,884.89

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Every effort has been made to approach insofar as possible a “pay as 
you go” policy. For example, the Putterham Library, costing $325,000, 
was paid for out of surplus funds, thereby saving all interest costs. ‘The 
additional sum of $100,000 was added to the statutory payment for the 
construction of the Runkle School and the term of borrowing reduced 
from 20 to 15 years. 


These practices, it is certain, are reflected in our credit rating. It is 
the policy of the Selectmen, in fact, to recommend that the Town finance 
any capital improvement from surplus revenues when sufficient funds are 
available. 


In 1963 the Town Meeting will be requested to transfer the sum of 
$125,000 from surplus revenue to a Stabilization Fund to the end that 
if an addition to the High School is authorized in 1964 the Town will 
benefit by an increased contribution from the State of $100,000 toward 
this school construction. 


It will be recalled that in 1960 and again in 1961 the tax rate was 
reduced $1.50. This reduction was the result, in a large measure, of 
budgetary refinements and scrutiny. The tax rate was further reduced in 
1962 by $4 which was due in large part to the revaluation of property in 
addition to effected economies. 


Indicated in Figure 1. is a table showing the 1962 tax rates for various 
communities in the metropolitan area as well as the dollar increase in the 
tax rate for these communities for the period beginning in 1956 and end- 
ing in 1962, 

Perhaps the most substantial increases in the operating costs of local 
government are reflected in expenditures for public schools as indicated in 
Figure 3. in which it is shown that the expenditure of $2,008,085 in 1952 
was almost doubled with the expenditure of $3,945,590 in 1962. In other 
words the expenditures for school purposes increased in this period 96% 
as against the percentage increase of 61% for all departments of the Town 
as indicated in Figure 4. 


It is extremely difficult, of course, to keep pace with the rising cost of 
government when the spending program at both National and State levels 
is designed to stimulate the Gross National Product. This spending pro- 
gram is reflected all the way down to the local government which may ~ 
share in the stimulated programs. 


There is always a latent danger which accompanies free spending in 
that there is a tendency to expand capital programs without due regard 
to the fact that maintenance costs will recur annually. It would appear 
that the word “economy” has lost its significance in the last decade or so. 


Pensions are increasing substantially from year to year but it should 
be borne in mind that these expenditures are relative. In other words as the 
salary pattern increases, the pension cost is increased proportionately. It 
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is only where the relationship is disturbed by the broadening or liberal- 
izing of coverage as in the so-called “Heart Act” where, under certain cir- 
cumstances, members of the Police and Fire Departments who retire or 
die as a result of heart disease or hypertension are presumed, in the ab- 
sence of conclusive evidence to the contrary, to have incurred their dis- 
ability during the course of their employment whether or not outside 
work might have been involved. 


Close attention has been focused upon the developments in the field 
of automation and electronic equipment. Up to this point no system has 
been evolved that can be adopted by the Town without extraordinary and 
unwarranted expenditures. It is hoped that before the new Town Office 
Building has been completed, however, that a resurvey of the field may 
indicate some systems that would be beneficial. Most of the equipment 
must be leased at extremely high rental costs and examination, thus far, of 
the various systems indicates that, while the end result is attained in record 
time, the “make ready” and preparation required is time consuming. Up 
to this point we have not been convinced that there would be any saving 
in personnel costs, 


We have, however, installed new equipment in the Assessors’ Depart- 
ment so that the tax commitments are now prepared in a few hours as 
compared with the previous time of several weeks with the result that 
substantial savings and interest costs have been possible by reducing the 
amount of money required to be borrowed in anticipation of taxes. 


Regulations have been adopted providing for better control for outside 
travel to insure that expenditures for this purpose are within legal limits 
and for authorized expenses. These regulations, which have afforded 
adequate control, are submitted herewith: 


OUTSIDE TRAVEL 


General Statement of Policy 


Funds for Outside Travel or more particularly travel outside the State are 
provided that Department Heads may attend conferences of professional or govern- 
mental organizations. Such meetings have long been recognized as a valuable source 
of information. It is expected that Department Heads will obtain the maximum 
benefits of such technical meetings that they might bring back to the Town 
information which may assist them in more effective and efficient administration 
of their respective departments. 


This memorandum is intended to serve as a source of reference for expendi- 
tures by Department Heads for Outside Travel that there might be a uniform 
policy thereby assuring fair and equitable treatment. 


1. Procedures 


Prior to the submission of budget data departments upon the request of the 
Executive Secretary shall submit an estimate of the amounts that would be re- 
quired for out-of-state travel. Such information should give the location of the 
conference, as well as the official dates of such meetings, and must bear the 
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approval of the Board or Commission in charge of the department. On the basis 
of the appropriation by Town Meeting tentative allocations will be made by the 
Executive Secretary. It is to be noted, however, that such allocation does not 
constitute a grant of a specific amount of money but rather an estimate of the 
amount that might be required. Payments of expense vouchers will be approved 
only on the basis of vouchers submitted which must be supported by appropriate 
transportation, hotel, registration and other receipts. Expenses for travel for 
Department Heads within the School system will be within the limitations spe- 
cifically appropriated for the purpose by the Town Meeting, but approval for 
payment of such vouchers by the Comptroller will be guided by the general ‘Town 
policy. 
2. Advances 

Where necessary the cash advances within reasonable estimates will be 
approved by the Executive Secretary and the Comptroller, subject to the sub- 
mission of detailed expense voucher and subsequent appropriate adjustments based 
on authorized allocations. 


3. Itemized Vouchers for all Expenditures 


Itemized vouchers of expenditures must be submitted for approval by the 
Executive Secretary within seven days after return prior to their audit by the 
Comptroller. 


4. Reimbursable Expenses 
It shall be the Town policy that reimbursement shall cover only those 
individual expenses of an employee attending a conference as follows: 
a. Transportation 
The maximum allowance shall be the direct round trip cost of airplane 
travel as supported by vouchers. If jet air service is used employee shall be 
limited to tourist accommodations. If private automobile is used the prevailing 
approved rate per mile shall be used in computing the allowance which shall 
not exceed the round trip cost of direct air travel as indicated above. 


As municipalities are not subject to the imposition of the Federal 
transportation tax be sure to obtain either from this office or the Comp- 
troller an appropriate exemption certificate to be used when purchasing 
transportation tickets as any such tax charge cannot be reimbursed by the 
Town. 


b. Meals 


An allowance for meals will be approved except in instances where they 
are provided gratis by airlines. As the amounts will vary depending upon the 
city visited each voucher will be considered on an individual basis, but it is 
to be noted that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts provides a maximum 
allowance of $10 a day for three meals (such a daily allowance would of 
course be increased to include the expense of the convention banquet unless 
it is included in the registration fee. ) 

c. Hotels 


The charges for hotel accommodations will be approved on the basis 
of convention or reasonable rates. 

In the instances where the wife of the Department Head accompanies 
him the Town will reimburse to the extent of two-thirds of the cost of the 
accommodations for a double room on the European plan and for one-half 
of the cost of such accommodations on the basis of the American plan. 

d. Registration Fees 


Registration fees are reimbursable upon the presentation of appropriate 
receipts. 
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e. Taxis 

Taxi fares are reimbursable to and from Brookline and the airport or 
railroad terminal, as the case may be. Similar taxi service within the con- 
vention city is likewise reimbursable. 
f. Gratuities 

It is expected that the usual reasonable gratuities for restaurant and 
hotel service is likewise reimbursable. 
g. Telephone 

In the event it becomes necessary to communicate with your office 
during your absence it is suggested that you reverse the charges. 


Note: Expenditures for alcoholic beverages, tobacco, valet and laundry service, 
entertainment and recreation, such as golf fees, will not be approved. 


5. Conclusion 

As previously indicated all expense vouchers will be considered on an indi- 
vidual basis consistent with the above stated policy to the end that all Department 
Heads will be considered alike. 

It is not the intention of this memorandum to curtail the necessary and 
reasonable expenditures incident to authorized travel outside the State. 

It is to be further noted that in accordance with the vote of the Board of 
Selectmen all Department Heads under the jurisdiction of the Selectmen are to 
notify the Executive Secretary in writing when they are to leave Town for con- 


ventions, vacation, or any other reason.

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Figure 5. indicates that the number of employees within the Classi- 
fication Plan has been reduced from 832 in 1952 to 796 in 1962, although 
the number of School Department Employees, included under instruction- 
al services, has increased from 319 in 1952 to 388 in 1962. 


During the year the usual research and analysis programs have been 
conducted and periodic meetings with Department Heads have been held 
for a review of such matters as excessive sick leave, excessive overtime, 
disposal of old records, purchasing procedures, control of coffee breaks 
and administrative problems which are common to more than one de 
partment. 


Every effort is being made to insure a sound fiscal position for the 
Town, not only with respect to the operating budgets, but to the projec- 
tion of capital improvements. It is interesting to note that expenditures 
for such capital improvements are well within the debt limit established 
by statutory formula and it is hoped that in the not too distant future we 
will have reached the peak of such expenditures and the substantial pay- 
ments for debt service will be considerably reduced. 


The objective of good government is the concern of every Citizen, 
Official and Department Head. If all branches work in close cooperation 
it cannot be otherwise than that the Town will maintain its traditional 
reputation for good government.

— To hear and act upon the reports of town 
officers and committees. 


Firtretu Artic.e. — To see if the town will authorize taking a sum of 
money voted for the appropriations heretofore made at this meeting and 
not voted to be borrowed, from any available funds in the treasury, and 
will authorize the Assessors to use free cash in the treasury in any available 
funds to that amount in the determination of the 1962 tax rate. 


Firry-First ARTICLE. — ‘To appropriate and raise by borrowing, or to 
appropriate from other available funds, such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles.

Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, by a Constable of said 
Town and written notices sent by mail by the Town Clerk at least seven 
days before the day of the meeting to the ‘Town Meeting Members elected 
and qualified to act in town meetings in Brookline under the provisions of 
Chapter 43a of the General Laws, as amended, accepted by the Town of 
Brookline, March 10, 1942, the Town Meeting Members so qualified met 
at the High School Auditorium in said Town on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
April, 1962, at half past seven in the evening.

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3. By changing the footnote associated with Pay Grade V applicable to

*This position is on the flat rate basis for Permanent employees and will 

receive the maximum of the grade, temporary or emergency employees will 


receive the minimum of the grade. 


Note: Changes are underlined. This change is recommended in order to 
establish a pay rate for temporary and emergency Laborers, (hired after 4.1.62) 
comparable, but still higher, than rates in neighboring communities. 

4. By removing the recording of “Dentist, P.T.’ from Grade VIII and 
entering it with the other part time classifications, without change in pay rate or 
working conditions, as follows: “Dentist (P.T.) (15 hours) $94.50 per week” 

5. Voted: That effective July 1, 1962 or on any other date set by the State 
Welfare Compensation Board, all Civil Service classifications in the Brookline 
Welfare Department shall remain in the Brookline Classification Plan as at present 
and shall remain in the Brookline Pay Plan as far as the General Provisions of the 
Plan are concerned; the rate of pay and administration thereof, however, for 
Brookline Welfare Department employees and supervisors shall thereafter be 
governed by the minimum and maximum pay grades and the granting of step rate 
increases as determined and published by the State Welfare Compensation Board. 

6. Voted: That the driving of sidewalk tractors be assigned as a work opera- 
tion for a Motor Equipment Operator #2 (Pay Grade VIII - $94.50) instead of 
for a Motor Equipment Operator #1 (Pay Grade VII - $91) as at the present 
time: that Laborers ($86) when assigned to this work shall be temporarily trans- 
ferred to pay Grade VII as Motor Equipment Operators #1. $91; that Motor 
Equipment Operators #1 ($91) when assigned to this work shall be temporarily 
transferred to Pay Grade VIII ($94.50) as Motor Equipment Operators, #2. 

7. Voted: That the General Provision of the Pay Plan relating to ““I’empo- 
tary Promotions” be changed to read as follows: 

When an employee has been temporarily assigned to a position in the Classi- 
fication Plan in a higher pay grade, for five consecutive work days or more due 
to the temporary absence of the regular incumbent, steps shall be taken ac- 
cording to Civil Service and Town Rules and Regulations to temporarily 
promote or assign the employee to that position so that he will receive the 
prescribed rate of pay for the job to which he is temporarily transferred or 
promoted, retroactive to the first day of transfer or promotion. 

(Note: Changes are underlined. ) 

8. Voted: That for the purpose of clarification the following be added to 
the present Paragraph 4, General Provisions of the Pay Plan relative to Vacations:

Voted: That paragraphs 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 of the General Provisions of the Pay 
Plan relative to Holiday Pay Treatment be corrected to read as follows: - (Changes 
being underlined) 

(5) Legal Holidays 

The following legal holidays shall be deemed paid holidays except when they 
fall on a Saturday: January Ist, February 22nd, April 19th, May 30th, June 17th, 
July 4th, Labor Day, October 12th, November 11th, Thanksgiving Day, and 
December 25th. A legal holiday falling on a Sunday shall be celebrated on Monday. 

(6) Paid Holiday Falling within the Regular Monday to Friday Schedule 

An employee who works on any of the above paid holidays falling within his 
regular Monday to Friday schedule shall be paid his regular days pay plus straight 
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time for hours actually worked, subject to the established rules for the payment of 
overtime. 
(7) Legal Holiday Falling Outside the Regular Monday to Friday Schedule 
An employee who works on any of the above legal holidays falling outside of 
his regular Monday to Friday schedule shall be paid straight time for hours actually 
worked subject to the established rules for the payment of overtime. 


(8) Paid Holiday for Those Working on a Rotating Schedule 
An employee who works on a rotating schedule shall be granted during a 
calendar week the same holiday pay treatment as is granted during that week to 


employees working on the regular Monday to Friday schedule. 
(9) Paid Holiday for Those not Working on a Monday to Friday Schedule 


An employee who does not work on a Monday to Friday schedule shall be 
granted during a calendar week the same holiday pay treatment as is granted during 


that week to employees working on the regular Monday to Friday schedule. 


10. Voted: That the following practices be adopted replacing Paragraph 12 
of the General Provisions of the Pay Plan: 


SERIOUS ILLNESS IN IMMEDIATE FAMILY 


In case of serious illness of husband, wife, child, parent of either spouse, or 
person living in the immediate household, of an employee subject to these rules, 
employee may be granted sick leave with pay not to exceed seven working days 
within a calendar year, at the discretion of the appointing authority. 


BEREAVEMENT LEAVE 


11. Voted: ‘That upon evidence satisfactory to the appointing authority of the 
death of the husband, wife, child, parent of either spouse, brother or sister, or per- 
son living in the immediate household, of an employee subject to these rules, the 
employee may be granted a leave of absence with pay to the extent necessary but 
not to exceed four working days. 


12. Voted: That the following be added to the present rule covering Over- 
time Payments as included in the General Provisions of the Pay Plan: 


Daily overtime actually worked in excess of the regular scheduled work day, 
whether such work day consists of 8 hours, as in the case of employees in the Labor 
Division, 7% hours, as in the case of employees in the Administrative Division, or 
otherwise, shall be paid for at the rate of time and one-half, computed on a daily 
basis; such overtime hours worked not to be included in the computation on a 
weekly basis. 


REEMPLOYMENT PAY TREATMENT FOR EMPLOYEES UNDER 
THE CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLANS 


13. Voted: (a) That a former employee of the Town who is reemployed in 
his former classification after continuous separation from the services of the Town 
for three years or less shall receive the salary attached to the step rate or maximum 
salary rate for the classification held at the time of separation. 


(b) ‘That a former employee of the Town who is reemployed in his former 
classification after continuous separation from the Town for more than three years, 
shall receive the minimum salary rate for said classification which is in force at the 
time of reemployment unless a higher rate of pay is approved by the appointing 
authority and the Personnel Board. 
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PROMOTIONAL PAY TREATMENT 


14. Voted: (a) Reallocation of an Entire Classification 


When an entire specific job classification is reallocated from a lower pay 
grade to a higher pay grade in the Pay Plan, all the incumbents of the 
classification shall be assigned to the same wage step in the higher pay 
grade which they now hold in the lower pay grade. 


(b) Promotion of an individual to a Different Classification in a Higher 
Pay Grade 


(1) When an incumbent of a specific job classification is promoted 
from a classification in one pay grade to a different classification 
in the next higher pay grade in the Pay Plan, he shall be assigned 
to the wage step of the next higher pay grade which is more than 
fifty cents above his present wage rate. 


(2) If the promotion necessitates an advancement in pay of more than 
one consecutive pay grade, the rate of pay shall be arrived at by 
ascribing to the employee the rate in the next higher pay grade 
which is more than fifty cents above his present rate, and then 
ascribing to him the corresponding rate in the next higher pay 
grade until the pay grade is reached which includes the classification 
to which he has been promoted. 

At thirty minutes after eight o’clock the Special ‘Town Meeting was 
called to order by the Moderator. 


On motion it was: 


Voted: To adjourn the Special ‘Town Meeting until after the comple- 
tion of Article Four (4). 


A motion made by Francis T’. Norton to amend the Pay Plan so that 
the maximum flat rate of wages of all employees in the Classification and 
Pay Plans be increased by seven percent (7% ) effective April 1, 1962, was 
defeated. ‘The vote was taken by count, one hundred eighteen (118) 
voting in the affrmative and one hundred nineteen (119) voting in the 
negative. 


A motion by Sumner Z. Kaplan to amend the rate to six percent (6% ) 
was defeated. ‘The vote was taken by count, one hundred seventeen (117) 
voting in the affirmative and one hundred twenty-two (122) voting in the 
negative. 


On the original item 15 as printed, it was unanimously: 


GENERAL INCREASE 


15. Voted: To amend the Pay Plan as follows: 


(a) That the maximum and flat rate wages of all employees in the Classifi- 
cation and Pay Plans be increased by three percent (3%) effective April 
ih AB Tey 


(b) That the new salary grade maxima and flat rates be rounded off to the 
next higher half dollar. 
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(c) That the new salary grade minima be established six steps below the 
new maximum for each grade. 


(d) That comparable adjustments be made in the pay rates for those posi- 
tions which are in the Classification Plan but are not included in 
Grading. 


At nine fifty o’clock the Special ‘Town Meeting was reconvened.

Section 1. Purpose and Interpretation 
(a) The purpose of this By-law is declared to be the promotion of the public

conserving the value of land and buildings, 
lessening congestion of traffic,

ARTICLE 2— DEFINITIONS 


Section 2.0 


For the purposes of this By-law, the following words and phrases shall have the 
meanings given in the following clauses, unless a contrary intention clearly appears. 


Section 2.01 Accessory 

(a) Accessory building: a building devoted exclusively to a use accessory to the 
principal use of the lot. 

(b) Accessory use: a use incident to, and on the same lot as, a principal use. 


Section 2.02 Building 

A combination of any materials, whether portable or fixed, having a roof, to form a 
structure for the shelter of persons, animals or property. For the purpose of this 
definition “roof” shall include an awning or any similar covering, whether or not 
permanent in nature. The word “building” shall be construed where the context 
allows as though followed by the words “or part or parts thereof.” 


Section 2.03 Campus 

The land owned and occupied by an educational institution for its academic and 
accessory purposes, consisting of a lot occupied by the main academic buildings, or 
of lots adjacent to each other or separated from the land occupied by the main 
academic buildings only by a street. 


Section 2.04 Dormitory 


A building designed or occupied as a residence for students or staff of charitable, 
educational, or philanthropic institutions, owned or operated by or for such institu- 
tions. 
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Section 2.05 Drive-In Uses 
A retail or consumer service use of land or a building in which the business trans- 
acted is conducted by a customer or client from within his automobile. 


Section 2.06 Dwelling 

(a) Dwelling, Attached: A building designed or occupied as a residence and 
separated from another attached dwelling on one or both sides either by a vertical 
party wall or walls or by a contiguous wall or walls without side yards. 

(b) Dwelling, Detached: A building which is designed or occupied as a residence 
and is substantially separated by side yards from any other structure or structures 
except accessory buildings. 

(c) Dwelling, Multiple: A building or structure designed or occupied as a res- 
idence by more than two families, but not including groups of three or more at- 
tached dwellings; an apartment house. 


Section 2.07 Dwelling Unit 
A room or group of rooms forming a habitable unit for one family with facilities 
used or intended to be used for living, sleeping, cooking, and eating. 


Section 2.08 Erect 

To construct or reconstruct or excavate, fill, drain, or conduct physical operations 
of any kind in preparation for or in pursuance of construction or reconstruction, or 
to move a building or structure upon a lot. 


Section 2.09 Family 

One or more persons, including domestic employees, occupying a dwelling unit and 
living as a single, non-profit housekeeping unit; provided, that a group of five or 
more persons who are not within the second degree of kinship to each other, as 
defined by civil law, shall not be deemed to constitute a family. 


Section 2.10 Fraternity or Sorority House , 
A building occupied by a group of students of either sex of a school or college as 
their residence during the academic year. 


Section 2.11 Gross Floor Area 


The sum of the areas of the several floors of a building, including areas used for 
human occupancy in basements, attics, and penthouses, as measured from the ex- 
terior faces of the walls. It does not include cellars, unenclosed porches, or attics 
not used for human occupancy, or any floor space in accessory buildings or in the 
main building intended and designed for the parking of motor vehicles in order to 
meet the parking requriements of this By-law, or any such floor space intended and 
designed for accessory heating and ventilating equipment. 


Section 2.12 Height of Building 


The vertical distance of the highest point of the roof beams in the case of a flat 
roof, or of the top of the rafters at the ridge in the case of a sloping roof, above 
the level specified in Article 5, Section 5.30. 


Section 2.13 Home Occupation 
(a) An activity customarily carried on by the permanent residents of a dwelling 
unit, inside the dwelling unit, requiring only customary home equipment, and not 
involving: 
(1) The sale of articles produced elsewhere than on the premises, and 
brought to the premises for the purpose of sale. 
(2) ‘The storage of materials or products outside of a principal building. 


(3) The making of external structural alterations which are not customary in 
residential buildings, 
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(4) The production of offensive noise, vibration, smoke, dust or other par- 
ticulate matter, heat, humidity, glare, or other objectionable effects. 


(b) Home occupations include but are not limited to: 


(1) Fine arts studios. 

(2) Dressmaking. 

(3) Teaching of not more than four pupils simultaneously or, in the case of 
musical instruction, of not more than a single pupil at a time. 


(c) Home occupations do not include such uses as: 


1) Barber shops 

2) Beauty parlors 

3) Commercial stables or kennels 
4) Real estate or insurance offices 


Section 2.14 Hotel 

A structure of more than 15 sleeping rooms in which a common eating facility is 
provided and in which sleeping accommodations are let for compensation. 
Landscaped Open Space 

(See Open Space, Landscaped ) 


Section 2.15 Lodger 


A person who rents space for living or sleeping purposes without separate cooking 
facilities and who is not within the second degree of kinship to the lessor. 


Section 2.16 Lodging House 

A dwelling structure containing no more than 15 sleeping rooms if common eating 
facilities are provided, in which sleeping accommodations without individual cook- 
ing facilities are let for compensation to four or more persons not within the second 
degree of kinship to the owner or operator, but not including dormitory, fraternity, 
sorority, or other buildings of charitable, educational, or philanthropic institutions. 


Section 2.17 Lot 

A parcel of land used or set aside and available for use as the site of one or more 
buildings and buildings accessory thereto or for any other definite purpose, in one 
ownership and not divided by a street, nor including any land within the limits of a 
public or private way upon which such lot abuts, even if the fee to such way is in 
the owner of the lot. A lot for the purpose of this By-law may or may not coincide 
with a lot of record. 


Section 2.18 Lot Area 


(a) The horizontal area of the lot exclusive of: 
(1) any area in a public or private way open to public uses, and 
(2) any water area more than 10 feet from the shoreline. 


Section 2.19 Lot, Corner 
A lot situated at the junction of two streets, each not less than 20 feet in width. 


Section 2.20 Lot Line, Front 

A line dividing a lot from a street; also, where the lot frontage on the street is less 
than the required lot width in the district in which it is located, any lot line or part 
of a lot line shall be considered to be a front lot line for purposes of calculating 
front yard requirements if a straight line drawn from a point on the lot line to and 
perpendicular to the street providing required access to the lot passes across any 
part of another lot to which it is contiguous. 


Section 2.21 Lot Line, Rear 


Except for a triangular lot, the lot line opposite or farthest from the street which 
provides required access to the lot. 
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Section 2.22 Lot Line, Side 
Any lot line not a front or rear lot line. 


Section 2.23 Lot Width 


The horizontal distance between side lot lines measured perpendicular to the mean 
direction of the side lot lines. 


Section 2.24 Nonconforming Building or Lot 


A building or lot that does not conform to a dimensional regulation prescribed by 
this By-law for the district in which it is located or to regulations for signs, off-street 
parking, off-street loading, or accessory buildings but which building or lot was in 
existence at the time the regulation became effective and was lawful at the time it 
was established. 


Section 2.25 Nonconforming Use 


A use of a building or lot that does not conform to a use regulation prescribed by 
this By-law for the district in which it is located, but which was in existence at the 
time the use regulation became effective and was lawful at the time it was estab- 
lished. 


Section 2.26 Occupied 


“Occupied” shall include the words “designed, arranged, or intended to be oc- 
cupied.” 


Section 2.27 Open Space, Landscaped 


The part or parts of a lot designed and developed for pleasant appearance in trees, 
shrubs, ground covers and grass, including other landscaped elements such as natural 
features of the site, walks and terraces, and also including open areas accessible to 
and developed for the use of the occupants of the building located upon a roof not 
more than 10 feet above the level of the lowest story used for dwelling purposes. 
Such space may not include lot area used for parking, access drives or other hard 
surfaced areas, except walks, and terraces as noted above, designed and intended for 
non-vehicular use. Such hard-surfaced walks and terraces may not exceed 50 per 
cent of the total required landscaped open space. 


Section 2.28 Open Space, Usable 


The part or parts of a lot designed and developed for use by the occupants of the 
lot for recreation including swimming pools, tennis courts or similar facilities, for 
gardens, or for household service activities such as clothes drying, which space is at 
least 75 per cent open to the sky, free of automotive traffic and parking, and readily 
accessible by all those for whom it is required. Such space may include open area 
accessible to and developed for the use of the occupants of the building, and located 
upon a roof not more than 10 feet above the level of the lowest story used for 
dwelling purposes. Open space shall be deemed usable only if at least 75 per cent 
of the area has a grade of less than eight per cent. 


Section 2.29 Parking Garage or Parking Area, Non-Residential 


A building, structure, lot or part of a lot designed or used for the shelter or storage 
of commercial or non-commercial motor vehicles used by the occupants or users of 
a lot or lots devoted to a use or uses not permitted in a residence district, in which 
space is available either to long-term or to transient or casual parkers. 


Section 2.30 Parking Garage or Parking Area, Residential 


A building, structure, part of a building or structure, lot or part of a lot designed or 
used for the shelter or storage of non-commercial motor vehicles used by the oc- 
cupants or users of a lot or lots devoted to a use or uses permitted in a residence 
district and in which no space is rented for casual or transient parkers. 
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Section 2.31 Profession, Recognized 

Architecture, engineering, law, medicine, dentistry, or other activity in which 
specialized services to clients are performed by persons possessing a degree from a 
recognized institution of higher learning demonstrating successful completion of a 
prolonged course of specialized intellectual instruction and study, and also possessing 
evidence of professional capability such as membership in a professional society 
requiring standards of qualification for admission. 

Section 2.32 Record Grade 

The elevation of the street at the property line as recorded at either the Norfolk 
County Registry of Deeds, at the Land Court of the Commonwealth, or in the files 
of the Town of Brookline. 

Section 2.33 Repair Garage 

A building or structure designed or used for servicing and repairing motor vehicles 
completely within an enclosed building. 


Section 2.34 Sign 

“Sign” shall mean and include any permanent or temporary structure, device, letter, 
word, model, banner, pennant, insignia, trade flag, or representation used as, or 
which is in the nature of, an advertisement, announcement, or direction, or is 
designed to attract the eye by intermittent or repeated motion or illumination. 
Section 2.35 Sign, Area of 

(a) For a sign, either free-standing or attached, the area shall be considered to 
include all lettering, wording, and accompanying designs and symbols, together with 
the background, whether open or enclosed, on which they are displayed, but not 
including any supporting framework and bracing which are incidental to the display 
itself. 

(b) Fora sign painted upon or applied to a building, the area shall be considered 
to include all lettering, wording, and accompanying designs or symbols together 
with any backing of a different color than the finish material of the building face. 
(c) Where the sign consists of individual letters or symbols attached to or painted 
on a surface, building, wall or window, the area shall be considered to be that of the 
smallest rectangle or other convex shape which encompasses all of the letters and 
symbols. 

Section 2.36 Sign, On-Premises 

A sign or other advertising device which advertises or indicates only the person oc- 
cupying the premises on which it is located, the merchandise for sale, or the activity 
conducted thereon. 

Section 2.37 Street 

A public or private way, alley, lane, court, or sidewalk which is open or dedicated 
to public use and parts of public squares and places which form travelled parts of 
highways. 

Section 2.38 Structure 

A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to give support or shelter, 
such as a building, bridge, trestle, tower, framework, retaining wall, tank, tunnel, 
tent, stadium, reviewing stand, platform, bin, fence, sign, flagpole or the like. The 
word “‘structure” shall be construed, where the context allows, as though followed 
by the words “or part thereof.” 

Usable Open Space 

(See Open Space, Usable) 

section.2.39.°.Use 

The purpose for which land or a building is arranged, designed, or intended, or for 
which either land or a building is or may be occupied or maintained. 
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Section 2.40 Yard, Front 

An open space extending across the full width of the lot and lying between the 
front lot line or lines and the nearest point of the building. 

Section 2.41 Yard, Rear 

An open space extending across the full width of a lot and lying between a rear lot 
line of the lot, or the corner of a triangular lot farthest from the front lot line, and 
the nearest point of the building. 

Section 2.42 Yard, Side 

An open space between a side lot line of a lot and the nearest point of the building 
and extending from the front yard to the rear yard. 

Section 2.50 Other Words and Phrases 


Words and phrases not defined in Article 2 but defined in the Brookline Building 
Code shall have the meanings given in the Brookline Building Code, unless a 
contrary intention clearly appears. 


ARTICLE 3— ESTABLISHMENT OF ZONING DISTRICTS 


Section 3.0 Division of the Town into Districts 

(a) The Town is hereby divided into zoning districts, as specified hereinafter. 
(b) Within each district there shall be uniform regulation of use of buildings, 
structures and land, of height and size of buildings and structures, of size and width 
of lots, of dimensions of yard and other open spaces, and of other requirements, as 
provided in this By-law. 

(c) Every parcel of land and every building or other structure in the Town, 
except as otherwise provided by law or by this By-law, shall be subject to the regula- 
tions, restrictions, and requirements specified for the district in which it is located. 


Section 3.1 Classification of Districts 


(a) There shall be four classes of residence districts, three classes of business 
districts, and one class of industrial districts, designated by initial letters, each of 
which is further subdivided into districts designated by numbers which for S, SC, 
and ‘I’ Districts indicate minimum lot area in thousands of square feet and for all 
other districts indicate maximum floor area ratio, as follows: 


(1) Residence Districts 
S — Single-Family

(3) Industrial Districts 
I — Industrial Services 
I— 1.0 


Section 3.2 Boundaries of the Districts 

(a) The location and boundaries of these districts are hereby established as shown 
on a map entitled, “Zoning Map Number Ten, Town of Brookline,” dated April 26, 
1962, bearing the signatures of the members of the Planning Board and on file in 
the office of the Town Clerk, which map, with all explanatory matter thereon, is 
declared to be a part of this By-law. 

(b) Any change in the location or boundaries of a district hereafter made through 
the amendments of this By-law shall be indicated by the alteration of such map, and 
the map thus altered is declared to be a part of the By-law thus amended. 

(c) Where a district boundary is indicated as approximately following, or parallel 
to, the center line or exterior line of a street, highway, railroad right of way, or 
water course, such a district boundary shall be construed as following, or as being 
parallel to, such center line or exterior line. Where a district boundary is indicated 
as approximately following a lot line, such line shall be construed to be said bound- 
ary. 

(d) Where a boundary line between districts divides a lot in single ownership 
upon the effective date of this By-law, or upon the effective date of any amendment 
changing the boundaries of one of the districts in which the lot lies, the regulations 
controlling the less restricted part of such lot shall be applicable to as much of the 
lot within the more restricted district as lies within 25 feet of the district boundary. 
(e) When a lot in one ownership is situated in part in the Town of Brookline 
and in part in an adjacent city or town, the regulations and restrictions of this By- 
law shall be applied to that portion of such lot as lies in the Town of Brookline 
in the same manner as if the entire lot were situated therein. 


ARTICLE 4— USE REGULATIONS 


Section 4.00 Applicability of Regulations 

Except.as provided by law or in this By-law, in each district no building, structure, 
or land shall be used or occupied except for the purposes permitted in the district 
in the Section of this Article applicable thereto. 

Section 4.10 Permitted Uses 

(a) A use listed in Section 4.30 is permitted as of right in any district under which 
it is denoted by the word “Yes”, subject to such requirements as may be specified 
in Section 4.30. 

(b) A use listed in Section 4.30 may be permitted if the Board of Appeals so 
determines and issues a special permit therefor as provided in Article 9 in any 
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district under which it is denoted by the letters “SP”, subject to such requirements 
as may be specified in Section 4.30, and such further restrictions as said Board may 


establish. 


Section 4.11 Uses Subject to Other Regulations 

Uses permitted as of right or by special permit shall be subject, in addition to use 
regulations, to such regulations of height, area, yard, setback, lot size and area, lot 
width, floor area ratio, provisions for off-street parking and loading, and to such 
other provisions as are specified in other Articles hereof. 


Section 4.12 Pre-Existing Special Permit Uses 

Any use existing on the effective date of this By-law which is classified as requiring 
a special permit in the district in which the land occupied by the use is located 
shall be deemed to have been granted a special permit subject to maintaining the 
character and extent of operations and structures existing on that date. Any ap- 
plication for change in use or structure shall be subject to the procedures specified 
in Article 9. 


Section 4.20 Limitation of Area of Accessory Uses 

(a) No accessory use or uses within a building shall occupy more than a combined 
total of 25 per cent of the floor area of the principal building, other than required 
off-street parking. 

(b) No accessory use or uses not within a building shall occupy more than a 
combined total of 25 per cent of the unbuilt lot area, or of the required rear yard 
area, other than required off-street parking. 


(c) No accessory use shall occupy part of the required front or side yards, except 
off-street parking as required in M-1.0, M-2.0, M-3.0, and M-4.0 Districts and in 
business and industrial districts, and as provided in Sections 5.44, 5.53, 5.63, and 
bwDs 


Section 4.21 Restrictions in Residence Districts 


(a) In any residence district, no accessory use shall be permitted which involves 
or requires any of the following: 


(1) ‘The employment of any person who is not resident in the dwelling 
unit, other than a domestic employee, except 


(1) Attendant or attendants to an accessory garage or parking space; 


(ii) Employee or employees of Uses 13, 14, 19, 20, 52, 58, 63, 64, 
66, 68 as permitted under Section 4.30. 


(2) The maintenance of a stock in trade, except for Uses 63, 64, and 68 in 
Section 4.30, or the use of show windows or displays or advertising 
visible outside the premises to attract customers or clients, other than 
professional announcement signs, except as provided for Use 64 in 
Section 4.30. 


Section 4.22 Temporary Accessory Uses 


(a) The Building Commissioner may grant a permit for a nonconforming tempo- 
rary building or use incidental to a building development and where reasonably 
required for such development. 


(b) Such permit may be issued for an initial period of not more than two years, 
and in the case of a building only upon application accompanied by a bond and a 
bill of sale to the Town to be effective in case the building is not removed prior to 
the expiration date of the permit. 


(c) Such a permit may be renewed by the Building Commissioner for successive 
periods of not more than two years each, 
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At forty-five minutes after eleven o’clock on motion it was:

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ARTICLE 5— DIMENSIONAL REQUIREMENTS 
Section 5.00 District Regulations 


The regulations for each district pertaining to minimum lot size, minimum lot area 
per dwelling unit, minimum lot width, maximum height of buildings, maximum 
floor area ratio, minimum usable open space per dwelling unit, minimum front yard 
depth, minimum side yard width, minimum rear yard depth, minimum setback 
distance of top of wall from any lot line, shall be as specified in this section, ““Table 
of Dimensional Requirements’, subject to the further provisions of Article 5. 
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GENERAL REGULATIONS 


Section 5.01 Lot Area or Yards Required 


The lot or yard areas required for any new building or use shall not include any 
part of a lot that is required by any other building or use to comply with any 
requirements of this By-law. No required lot or yard area shall include any property 
the ownership of which has been transferred subsequent to the effective date of this 
By-law if such property was a part of the area required for compliance with the 
dimensional requirements applicable to the lot from which such transfer was 
made. 


Section 5.02 Spacing of Non-Residential Buildings on the Same Lot 


Where two or more main buildings for other than residential uses are proposed to 
be built upon property in one ownership, front, side, and rear yards are required 
only at lot lines abutting other property. 


Section 5.03 Spacing of Residential Buildings on the Same Lot 


Where two or more main buildings to be used as family dwellings are proposed to 
be built upon property in one ownership, except as provided in Section 5.04, re- 
quired front, side, and rear yards shall be provided between each building and 
assumed lot lines shown upon the building permit application. The Board of 
Appeals, however, may by special permit, modify the yard dimensions between such 
buildings designed and intended to remain under the same ownership and manage- 
ment where it is demonstrated that there will result light, air, sunlight, and amenity 
of a standard no lower than would result from such requirements. 


Section 5.04 Residential Building on Rear of a Lot 


(a) Where a permitted main building, designed for occupancy by one or more 
families, is to be located on the same lot with and to the rear of another permitted 
main building, each such building shall be independently provided with all required 
front, side, and rear yards, and required lot area; and the distance between such 
buildings shall not be less than twice the required rear yard depth. Access to the 
street shall be provided as specified in Section 5.14. 


(b) Where an existing garage, stable, or similar detached structure on the rear 
of a lot with a permitted main building, is to be converted for the occupany of one 
or more families, the provisions of paragraph (a) above shall apply. The Board of 
Appeals, however, may by special permit modify the yard dimensions between such 
buildings intended to remain under the same ownership and management where it 
is demonstrated that there will result light, air, sunlight, and amenity of a standard 
no lower than would result from such requirements. 


Section 5.05 Conversions in SC Districts 


The requirements of minimum lot width, minimum front, side and rear yards, and 
maximum floor area ratio for conversion of a single-family detached dwelling in an 
SC District may be waived by special permit from the Board of Appeals, provided 
that all other requirements of this By-law for such conversions are met. 


Section 5.06 Underground Structures and Buildings 


The minimum yard regulations of this Article shall not apply to any part of a 
structure or building entirely beneath the surface of the ground at the natural grade 
level. However, any such portion of a building or structure which is used for 
human occupancy shall be included in the calculation of permitted gross floor area 
specified in Section 5.00. 


Section 5.07 Dwellings in Business and Industrial Districts 


(a) Dwellings in business and industrial districts shall conform to the minimum 
yard and minimum lot size or lot area per dwelling unit requirements of the M 
District with the same maximum permitted floor area ratio as the business or 
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industrial district in which the dwelling is located, except as provided in paragraph 
(b) of this Section. 

(b) Dwellings above the third floor in G Districts need not conform to the 
requirements of paragraph (a) of this Section, but any part of a building containing 
dwellings above the third floor in G Districts, shall be set back from the rear lot 
line in conformance with the requirements of Section 5.00 for Setback of Top of 
Wall without regard to the minimum height there specified for such setback. 


Lot Size, Area, and Width Regulations 


Section 5.10 Minimum Lot Size 

Where a minimum lot size is specified in Section 5.00 no main building or use 
shall be erected or established on any lot of lesser size, except as may be permitted 
by Section 5.15. 

Section 5.11 Minimum Lot Size in Subdivisions of 10 Acres or More 

(a) The minimum lot size for lots in a residential subdivision approved by the 
Planning Board after the effective date of this By-law may be 20,000 square feet in 
an §-40 District, 12,500 square feet in an S-25 District, and 7,500 square feet in an 
S-15 District, provided that the following conditions are met: 


(1) the subdivision is 10 acres or more in total area, including public or 
private ways, platted lots, and the permanent open space specified below; 

(2) the total number of lots does not exceed the number that would result 
if the total area of the subdivision were divided by the minimum lot size for 
lots in subdivisions of less than 10 acres; 

(3) land is set aside within the subdivision and either deeded to the Town as 
permanent open space or covenanted to be maintained as permanent open 
space in private or cooperative ownership, the area of such land to be not less 
than the difference between the total area platted in the subdivision and the 
total area which would have been so platted if all lots were of the minimum 
lot size for lots in subdivisions of less than 10 acres, as determined by the 
Planning Board in the review of the subdivision; 

(4) the land so set aside is shown on the approved subdivision plan and 
provided in such a manner that it is usable for recreation or other activities, 
and accessible to all residents of the subdivision or, where the land has been 
deeded to the Town, to the public. 

(5) the land so set aside is restricted by deed or covenant to be used only 
for recreational or other open space uses, with any buildings or structures 
limited to common use and not exceeding in aggregate gross floor area more 
than one half of one per cent of the area of said land. 


Section 5.12 Lot Area Per Dwelling Unit or Equivalent 

(a) Where a minimum lot area per dwelling unit is specified in Section 5.00 the 
minimum lot area for the first dwelling unit on a lot shall be the minimum lot size, 
and a minimum lot area shall be provided on such lot for each additional dwelling 
unit as specified in Section 5.00. 

(b) For residential structures not divided into dwelling units, such as hospitals, 
dormitories or lodging houses, each two guest-sleeping rooms and each two hospital 
or five dormitory beds shall be considered as equivalent to one dwelling unit. 

(c) For non-residential structures or structures where non-residential accommoda- 
tions are combined with residential accommodations, each 1,500 square feet of gross 
floor space devoted to such non-residential uses shall be considered to be equivalent 
to one dwelling unit. 


Section 5.13 Lot Width 
Where a minimum lot width is specified in Section 5.00 no main building shall be 
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erected on any part of a lot which has a width less than is specified in said section, 
except as may be permitted by Section 5.15. 


Section 5.14 Lot Frontage 

(a) Every lot shall have a minimum frontage of not less than 25 feet in S and 
SC Districts, and of not less than 20 feet in other districts, upon a street not less 
than 40 feet in width; except that the Board of Appeals may grant a special permit 
for use of a lot which has the required frontage upon a street not less than 30 feet 
in width, provided such street had been opened or dedicated to public use prior to 
1922 or has been approved by the Planning Board as part of a subdivision. Such 
frontage shall not be obstructed from vehicular access to the street by walls, fences, 
or other barriers. 


(b) Where a lot is located to the rear of another lot or lots, it shall have access 
to a street over land that is not a part of any other lot and such land may not be 
counted as more than 20 per cent of the required lot area of such rear lot. 


Section 5.15 Exceptions to Minimum Lot Sizes 


The provisions of Section 5.10 and 5.13 shall not prevent the construction or 
alteration of a single-family dwelling, provided the yard requirements are observed, 
on any lot which was lawful when created and which prior to the effective date of 
this By-law was in separate ownership duly recorded by plan or deed or was assessed 
as a separate parcel, provided that such lot is not less than 4,000 square feet. This 
exception shall not apply to any two or more contiguous lots in a single ownership 
as of or subsequent to that date in any case where a re-parceling or replatting could 
create one or more lots which would conform to the above provisions, except that 
the Board of Appeals may by special permit allow the construction of a single-famil 
dwelling on a lot that provides less than the required area and width if it finds that 
such a re-parceling or re-platting cannot reasonably be done without creating or 
retaining such a nonconforming lot or lots. In so waiving this re-parceling require- 
ment the Board of Appeals shall not permit the creation or retention of any lot 
size or lot width less than three-fourths of the specified requirement unless more 
than half of the frontage on the same side of the same street in the same block is 
already built up with such lesser lot sizes or lot-widths. 


FLOOR AREA RATIO REGULATION 


Section 5.20 Floor Area Ratio 


For any building or group of buildings on a lot, the ratio of gross floor area to lot 
area shall not exceed the maximum specified in Section 5.00. 


HEIGHT OF BUILDING REGULATIONS 
Section 5.30 Maximum Height of Buildings 


Where a maximum height of buildings is specified in Section 5.00 no building or 
part of a building shall exceed the number of feet in height, except as permitted 
in Section 5.31. Height shall be measured as follows: 


(a) Where the lot abuts other lots to the rear which are subject to the same or 
greater height limitations: 


(1) Height shall be measured from the record grade of the street opposite 
the midpoint of the street frontage of the lot, or, if a corner lot, of the street 
frontage having the lower record grade. 


(2) Where the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building is 
higher than said record grade, height may be measured from the mean grade 
of said natural grade, except if said mean grade is higher than the mean natural 
grade of any abutting lot at the lot line. 


(3) Where the mean grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building 
is higher than both the record grade of the street and the mean natural grade 
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of any abutting lot at the lot line, height shall be measured from a level not 
exceeding the mean grade of the lowest of any lot by more than one-fourth of 
the distance between the building and said abutting lot line. 


(b) Where the lot abuts other lots to the rear which are subject to lesser height 
limitations: 


(1) For a building or buildings on a lot not more than 160 feet in any 
dimension: 
(i) Height shall be measured from the record grade of the street op- 
posite the midpoint of the street frontage of the lot, or, if a corner lot, of 
the street frontage having the lower record grade. 


(2) For a building or buildings on a lot whose depth is not more than 160 
feet but whose frontage is greater than 160 feet: 
(i) For that part of the lot within 80 feet of each side lot line not also 
a street line, height shall be measured from the record grade of the street 
at a point 40 feet from the side lot line. 

(ii) For that part of the lot within 80 feet of a side lot line which is 
also a street line, height shall be measured from the record grade of the 
side street at a point opposite the midpoint of the side street lot line. 

(iii) For that part of the lot more than 80 feet from a side lot line, 
height shall be measured from the record grade of the street opposite the 
midpoint of that part of the lot. 


(3) For a building or buildings on a lot whose depth and frontage both 
exceed 160 feet, height shall be measured as provided in paragraph (2) hereof 
with the following exceptions: 
(1) If the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building is not 
more than 10 feet higher than the record grade of the street, height may 
be measured from the mean grade of said natural ground. 
(ii) If the grade of the natural ground contiguous to the building is 
more than 10 feet higher than the record grade of the street, height may 
be measured from a level 10 feet above said record grade. 


(c) Where the lot fronts on two streets, maximum height shali be calculated as 
provided in paragraphs (a) and (b) of this Section, whichever is appropriate, 
interpreting “lots to the rear’ as lots across the street. In such cases, a line shall 
be drawn halfway between the two streets which the lot adjoins, maximum height 
shall be measured from the record grade of each street separately, and the maximum 
height so measured shall apply on each side to that portion of the lot which lies 
between the line and each street. Maximum height for corner lots shall be cal- 
culated as provided in paragraphs (a) and (b) of this Section. 


Section 5.31 Exceptions to Maximum Height Regulations 


The provisions of Section 5.30 shall not apply to church spires, belfries, cupolas, 
domes, monuments, water towers, observation towers, transmission towers, wind- 
mills, chimneys, smokestacks, silos, derricks, conveyors, flag poles, masts, aerials, 
elevator penthouses, water tanks, monitors, or other structures normally built above 
the roof and not devoted to human occupancy. Such structures, however, shall be 
erected only to such heights and of such areas as are necessary to accomplish the 
purpose they are normally intended to serve. 


GENERAL YARD AND SETBACK REGULATIONS 
Section 5.40 Walls Not Parallel to Lot Lines 


Where a wall of a building is not parallel with its corresponding lot line, the 
required width or depth of any yard or setback of top of wall on that side of the 
building may be taken as the average width or depth, provided that said yard or 
setback shall not be narrower at any point than three-fourths of the required width 
or depth. 
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Section 5.41 Buildings of Uneven Height or Alignment 
(a) Where a building is not of the same height throughout its length parallel 
(or within 45° of parallel) to any lot line, but where it is in one alignment along 
said length, required yards and setbacks shall be either Hi+Li, or H2e+Le, whichever 
fee 

is greater, where: 

Hi: = the height of the taller portion of the building; 

He = the height of the lower portion of the building; 

Li = the length of the taller portion of the building; and 

Le = the entire length of the building. 
Where the formula 10+L applies, L shall be defined as Lz above.

(b) Where a building is of the same height throughout its length parallel (or 
within 45° of parallel) to any lot line, but where it is not in one alignment along 
said length, required yards and setbacks shall be H+-L: for the portion of the build-

H = the height of the building; 

Li = the length of the portion of the building nearer the lot line; and 

L: = the entire length of the building. 
Where the formula 10+L applies, the required yards and setbacks shall be 19+L1

(c) Where a building is not of the same height throughout its length parallel 


(or within 45° of parallel) to any lot line, and where it is not in one alignment 
along said length, required yards and setbacks shall be calculated as follows: 


(1) Where the taller part of the building is nearer to the lot line required 
yards and setbacks shall be H:+L: for the portion of the building nearer to

Section 5.42 Yard and Setback From Open Space, Street or Alley 
Where the formula H+L is used in calculating a yard or setback dimension from

a lot line that is also a permanent public park or open space, street or alley line, 
the required yard or setback may be assumed to include one-half the width of the 
park or open space, street, or alley, but not more than 50 feet. This allowance 
shall not, however, be applied to the minimum dimension listed in feet or the 
formulas 10+-H and 10+L in Section 5.00.

Section 5.43 Exceptions to Yard and Setback Regulations 


Under a special permit after a hearing the Board of Appeals may permit, in lieu of 
the requirements for setbacks specified in Section 5.00 and in lieu of other restric- 
tions pertaining to setbacks of this By-law, the substitution of other dimensional 
requirements provided that any decrease in the setback dimension shall be off-set 
by yard dimensions sufficiently greater than the basic minimums specified in the 
affected districts to assure the same standard of light to nearby properties as would 
have been provided by compliance with the regulations of the By-law. 


Section 5.44 Accessory Garage Structures Within Required Side and Rear Yards 


Required side and rear yards may be occupied by accessory garage structures or 
parts of a main building for accessory garage use provided such structure or part 
of the main building does not exceed five feet in height measured from the average 
grade of the adjoining land abutting the side or rear lot line. 


Section 5.45 ‘Traffic Visibility Across Corners 


In any district where a front yard is required, no structure, fence, planting or other 
structure shall be maintained between a plane two and one-half feet above curb 
level and a plane seven feet above curb level so as to interfere with traffic visibility 
across the corner within that part of the required front or side yard which is within 
a triangle bounded by the street lot lines and a straight line drawn between points 
on each such lot line 25 feet from the intersection of said lot lines or extension 
thereof. 


Section 5.46 Front and Side of Corner Lot 
The owner of a corner lot shall, for the purposes of this By-law, have the privilege 
of calling either street lot line the front. 
FRONT YARD REGULATIONS 
Section 5.50 Front Yard Requirements 


Where a minimum depth of front yard is specified in Section 5.00, an open space 
of at least the specified depth shall be provided between the front lot line or lines 
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and the nearest point of any building or structure except as may be permitted 
hereafter. 


Section 5.51 Projections into Front Yards 


Ground story bays and porches not over half the length of the front wall may 
project into any front yard three and one-half feet. Belt courses, chimneys, flues, 
fins, columns, leaders, sills, pilasters, lintels and ornamental features may project 
not more than one foot, and cornices and gutters not more than two feet, over a 
required front yard. In no case shall any such projection come within five feet of 
any front lot line. 


Section 5.52 Fences and Terraces in Front Yards 


Subject to Section 5.45, the provisions of Section 5.50 shall not apply to front 
fences, hedges, or walls less than six feet high above the natural grade in the re- 
quired front yard nor to terraces, steps, uncovered porches, or other similar features 
not over three feet high above the level of the floor of the ground story. 


Section 5.53 Accessory Buildings in Front Yards 
Accessory buildings shall not be permitted within required front yards. 


Section 5.54 Exceptions for Existing Alignment 


If the alignment of two or more existing buildings on each side of a lot within a 
distance of 150 feet and fronting on the same side of the same street in the same 
block is nearer to the street, or in S, SC, or T Districts farther from the street, than 
the required front yard depth, the average of such existing alignment within that 
distance shall be the required front yard. 


SIDE YARD REGULATIONS 


Section 5.60 Side Yard Requirements 


Where a minimum width of side yard is specified in Section 5.00, no building or 
structure shall be erected within the specified distance from either side lot line, 
except as permitted in Sections 5.44 and 5.63. 


Section 5.61 Projections into Side Yards 


Bays, balconies, chimneys, flues, and fire escapes may project into a required side 
yard not more than one-third of its width, and not more than four feet in any case. 
Open fire escapes and ground story bays and porches not over half the length of the 
side wall may project into any side yard three and one-half feet. Belt courses, fins, 
columns, leaders, sills, pilasters, lintels and ornamental features may project not 
more than one foot, and cornices and gutters not more than two feet, over a re- 
quired side yard. In no case shall any such projection come within three feet of 
any side lot line. 


Section 5.62 Fences and Terraces in Side Yards 


Subject to Section 5.45, the provisions of Section 5.60 shall not apply to fences, 
hedges or walls not over seven feet high above the natural grade nor to terraces, 
steps, uncovered porches, or other similar features not over three feet high above 
the level of the floor of the ground story. 


Section 5.63 Accessory Buildings in Side Yards 


In any S, SC, T’, or M District no part of any accessory building situated within 75 
feet of the street line, or within a distance equal to three-fourths of the lot depth 
if that be less, shall extend within any required side yard. Elsewhere on the lot 
such building may extend into the side yard one-half the required. 


Section 5.64 Side Yards for Non-Dwelling Uses in Business or Industrial Districts 
No side yards are required for permitted uses, other than dwellings, in L, G, or I 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 123 


Districts, except where a side lot line abuts an S, SC, T’, or M District, in which 
case the side yard requirements of the S, SC, T, or M District shall apply. 


Section 5.65 Side Yards for Corner Lots 


(a) In S, SC, and T Districts, where the rear lot line of a corner lot is also the 
side line of an adjoining lot fronting on the side street: 


(1) The front yard requirement applicable to such adjoining lot shall also 
apply to the side of the corner lot along the side street for a distance of 30 
feet from the adjoining lot or for any part of the side of the corner lot more 
than 100 feet from its front lot line, whichever is larger; 


(2) For the rest of the corner lot, the side yard requirement along the side 
street line shall be 20 per cent of the width of the corner lot measured at the 
front yard line, but need not be greater than the required front yard depth and 
shall not be less than the required side yard width. 
(b) In M Districts, where the rear lot line of a corner lot is also the side line of 
an adjoining lot fronting on the side street, there shall be a side yard along the side 
street line for 100 feet from the corner of not less than one-half the width of the 
front yard requirement as calculated, nor less than the minimum front yard in feet 
specified in Section 5.00. Beyond 100 feet, the side yard shall not be less than the 
front yard requirement. 


REAR YARD REGULATIONS 
Section 5.70 Rear Yard Requirements 


No building or structure shall be built within the minimum depth from the rear 
lot line specified in Section 5.00, except as permitted in Section 5.72. In the case 
of a triangular lot with no rear lot line, the distance between any point on the 
building and corner of the lot farthest from the front lot line shall be at least 
twice the minimum depth specified in Section 5.00. 


Section 5.71 Projections into Rear Yards 


Such projections as are permitted by Section 5.61 into side yards may also be 
permitted into rear yards up to the same number of feet, but in no case within 10 
feet of a rear lot line or within eight feet of an accessory building. 


Section 5.72 Accessory Buildings in Rear Yards 


Accessory buildings may occupy up to 25 per cent of the required rear yard pro- 
vided that no such accessory building within a required rear yard shall exceed 15 
feet in height, nor be located closer to any side lot line than four feet, except as 
may be permitted in Section 5.44. 


Section 5.73 Rear Yards in Business or Industrial Districts 

Where a rear lot line in an L, G, or I District abuts an S, SC, T, or M District 
the rear yard requirement as specified in Section 5.00 shall be increased by 10 feet, 
but no rear yard need be deeper than 20 feet. 


SETBACK OF TOP OF WALL 
Section 5.80 Setback Requirements in Business or Industrial Districts 


In business or industrial districts where a minimum setback of top of wall from 
any lot line is specified in Section 5.00, the line of any parapet, cornice, eaves, or 
other top line of a wall that is perpendicular or within 45° of perpendicular shall 
not be located closer to any lot line to which it is parallel or substantially parallel 
than the distance specified in said section, subject to the allowance provided in 
Section 5.42. 


OPEN SPACE REGULATIONS 


Section 5.90 Minimum Landscaped Open Space 
Every lot in any residence district shall include landscaped open space having a 
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total area of not less than 10 per cent of the gross floor area of all buildings on the 
lot. 
Section 5.91 Minimum Usable Open Space 
(a) Where a minimum usable open space is required in addition to landscaped 
open space, there shall be included in every lot used in whole or in part for dwelling 
units intended for family occupancy an area of usable open space provided at the 
rate specified in Section 5.00. 
(b) Where open space is provided to serve a multiple dwelling, it shall be deemed 
usable only if: 

(1) each dimension is at least 15 feet; 

(2) such space is at least 10 feet from any lot line. 
(c) Where open space is provided to serve an attached single or two-family 
dwelling, or a detached dwelling, it shall be deemed usable only if each dimension 
is at least 15 feet. 


Section 5.92 Exception for Residential Structures Designed for Transient 
Occupancy 

The requirement for minimum usable open space shall not apply to hotels, hospitals, 

or other residential structures intended and designed primarily for transient oc- 

cupancy. 

Section 5.93 Exception for Residential Conversions 

The requirement of Section 5.00 for minimum usable open space for residences 

may be waived when a structure is converted for one or more additional dwelling 

units by special permit from the Board of Appeals, if there is a permanent, 

publicly-owned park or playground within 500 feet walking distance from the 

dwelling units in question, which is found by such Board to be adequate in area 

and location to meet the needs of present and prospective development in the 

vicinity. 


ARTICLE 6— AUTOMOTIVE SERVICE USES REQUIREMENTS 


Section 6.00 Intent of Requirements 

(a) It is the intent of this Article of the By-law that any use of land involving 
the arrival, departure, storage, or entry upon the land of motor vehicles be so 
designed and operated as to reduce hazard to pedestrians upon the public sidewalks, 
to protect the use of adjoining property from nuisance caused by the noise, fumes, 
and glare of headlights which may result from the operation of cars parking off the 
street, and at the same time to reduce congestion in the streets and contribute to 
trafhe safety by assuring adequate places for the standing and storing off the street 
of motor vehicles associated with any use of land. 


(b) In order that all structures and land uses eventually be provided with sufficient 
off-street parking space to meet the needs of persons employed at or making use of 
such structures or land uses, no application for a permit for the erection of a new 
structure or substantial alteration of an existing structure to the extent specified in 
Section 6.10 (b) or for the development of a land use, shall be approved unless the 
plan for off-street automobile parking facilities is in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 6.13. 


(c) Where a parking facility is the main use of any lot, no building permit shall 
be issued unless the plan of the lot is in accordance with Section 6.13. 


(d) In order that all structures and uses requiring the large-volume delivery of 
goods by truck as part of their functions eventually be provided with necessary 
space for off-street loading as required in Section 6.20, no application for a permit 
for the erection of a new structure or substantial alteration of an existing structure 
to the extent specified in Section 6.20 (b), or for the development of a land use, 
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shall be approved unless the plan for off-street loading facilities is in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 6.21. 


(e) Uses specifically regulated in Sections 6.30 and 6.40 shall be permitted only 
if they conform to the locational and design provisions of those sections. 


Section 6.10 General Regulations Applying to Required Off-Street Parking 
Facilities 

(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits have 

been issued at the date of adoption of this By-law shall not be subject to the 

requirements of this Article so long as the kind or extent of use is not changed, 

provided that any parking facilities now serving such structures or uses shall not 

in the future be reduced below such requirements. 


(b) Whenever there is an alteration of a structure or a change or extension of a 
use which increases the parking requirements by 15 per cent or more according to 
the standards of Section 6.11, the total additional parking required for the altera- 
tion, change, or extension shall be provided in accordance with the requirements of 
that Section. 


(1) InM Districts, when a structure is converted for one or more additional 
dwelling units, parking requirements for the entire structure shall be provided 
in accordance with the requirements of Section 6.11. However, the Board of 
Appeals by special permit under Article 9 may waive not more than one-half 
the number of parking spaces required under Section 6.11. 


(c) No parking area shall be used for any use that interferes with its availability 
for the parking need it is required to serve. 


(d) All required parking facilities shall be provided and maintained so long as the 
use exists which the facilities were designed to serve. Off-street parking facilities 
shall not be reduced in total extent after their provision, except when such reduc- 
tion is in conformity with the requirements of this Article. Reasonable precautions 
shall be taken by the owner or sponsor of particular uses to assure the availability of 
required facilities to the employees or other persons whom the facilities are de- 
signed to serve. Such facilities shall be designed and used in such a manner as at no 
time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard, or unreasonable impediment to traffic. 


Section 6.11 Off-Street Parking Space Regulations 


(a) Off-street parking facilities shall be provided for each type of land use, in 
accordance with the following table, which is part of this Article, except as other- 
wise permitted in this Section, and subject to the further provisions of Article 6. 


(1) Where the computation of required parking space results in a fractional 
number, only the fraction of one-half or more shall be counted as one. 


(2) Off-street parking space shall not be required when the computed re- 
quirement for non-residential uses is six spaces or less. 


(3) Two or more uses may provide for required parking in a common parking 
lot if the total space provided is not less than the sum of the spaces required 
for each use individually. 


(i) The number of spaces required in a common parking facility may be 
reduced below this total by special permit under Article 9 if it can be 
demonstrated to the Board of Appeals that the hours or days of peak 
parking need for the uses are so different that a lower total will provide 
adequately for all uses served by the facility. 
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(b) Residence Uses shall include Uses 1 through 8, inclusive, 51, and 52, as 
listed in Article 4. 


(1) Where residences are not divided into dwelling units, each two sleeping 
rooms for single or double occupancy shall equal one dwelling unit. Where 
sleeping rooms contain beds for more than two persons, each four beds shall 
equal one dwelling unit. 

(2) For that floor area of hotels used for eating, drinking, dancing, meeting 
halls or similar purposes, parking spaces shall be provided according to the 
requirements for Public Assembly Uses. Where no fixed seats are used, 20 
square feet of floor area shall equal one seat. 


(c) Places of Public Assembly shall include Uses 9, 12 to 14, inclusive; 16, 18, 
30, and 34, as listed in Article 4. 


(1) Where Places of Public Assembly are provided with benches rather than 
fixed individual seats, each two lineal feet of bench shall equal one seat. 
(2) Where no fixed seats are used, each 20 square feet of public floor area 
shall equal one seat. 
(3) Places of worship need not provide the requirements specified in this 
Section. 
(4) Bowling alleys shall provide two parking spaces of each alley. 

(d) Institutions shall include Uses 10, 11, 15, 17, and 19, as listed in Article 4. 


(1) Institutional uses intended primarily for children under 16 need not 
provide more than one-half the requirement specified. 
(2) Hospitals shall provide one parking space for each four patient beds. 
Hospitals, sanitariums or convalescent homes primarily providing long-term 
custodial care for patients need not provide more than one parking space for 
each eight patient beds. 
(e) Retail and Office Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 20, 21, 26, 27, 
29, 31 to 33, inclusive; 35 to 39, inclusive; and 41, as listed in Article 4. 
(1) Where a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a 
structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be 
floor space for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Building Commissioner 
shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 
(2) Office or clinic for medical or dental practice shall provide parking in 
accordance with Section 6.11(a), or 
(i) Where an existing residential structure is converted to an office or 
clinic for medical or dental ‘practice, the Board of Appeals may by special 
permit waive not more than one-half the number of parking spaces re- 
quired by this paragraph. 
(f) Industrial Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 25, 42, and 44 to 46, 
inclusive, as listed in Article 4. 
(1) Where a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a 
structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be 
floor space for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Building Commissioner 
shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 
(g) Warehouse and Other Uses of land or structures shall include Uses 28, 40, 
and 43, as listed in Article 4. 
(1) Where a principal use on a lot is an open-air use not enclosed in a 
structure, the area of the lot devoted to such use shall be considered to be 
floor space for purposes of calculating parking requirements. Where the area 
devoted to such use is not clearly determinable, the Building Commissioner 
shall determine the area to be considered equivalent to floor space. 
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Section 6.12 Location of Required Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Required off-street parking facilities shall be provided: 
(1) On the same lot or premises with the principal use served. 
(2) Where the requirements in (1) cannot be met, the Board of Appeals 
by special permit under Article 9 may authorize within the same district re- 
quired parking on any lot in the same ownership within 400 feet of the 
principal use served, subject to such bond or other assurance of permanence as 
it may deem adequate. 

Section 6.13 Design of all Off-Street Parking Facilities 

(a) Parking facilities shall be occupied only by passenger cars and commercial 

vehicles not exceeding seven and one-half feet in width and 18 feet in length, unless 

the special standards provided in paragraph (h) of this Section are met. 

(b) The minimum dimensions of stalls and aisles shall be as follows: 
(1) Stall width shall be at least eight and one-half feet; 
(2) Stall depth shall be at least 19 feet for all angle parking and 22 feet for 
parallel parking. Such dimension may include no more than two feet of any 
landscaped setback area adjacent to the front or rear of a stall and used for 
bumper overhang. 
(3) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for one-way traffic 
only, varying with the angle of parking, shall be: 


Angle of Parking Minimum Aisle Width 
Parallel 12 feet 
30° 11 feet 
45° 13 feet 
60° 18 feet 
90° 20 feet 


(4) Minimum width of aisles providing access to stalls for two-way traffic 
shall be 24 feet, except that aisles providing access primarily for overnight 
parking may be a minimum of 20 feet. 
(c) Parking facilities shall be designed so that each motor vehicle may proceed 
to and from the parking space provided for it without requiring the moving of any 
other motor vehicle. ‘The Board of Appeals, however, may by special permit 
modify this requirement, and the dimensional requirements of paragraph (b) of 
this Section where a parking facility is under full-time attendant supervision. 
(d) The width of entrance and exit drives, except as permitted in paragraph (k) 
shall be: 
(1) aminimum of 12 feet for one-way use only; 
(2) a minimum of 20 feet for two-way use, except that driveways providing 
access primarily for overnight parking, with incidental day-time use, may be a 
minimum of 12 feet wide; and 
(3) a maximum of 20 feet at the street lot line in residence districts, and 
30 feet in business and industrial districts. 
(e) Setbacks for parking areas shall be provided as follows: 
(1) In all districts, except as permitted in paragraph (k), parking stalls in 
parking lots shall be set back from the street lot line to whatever extent may 
be necessary in the specific situation, as determined by the Building Com- 
missioner, to avoid the probability of cars backing or otherwise maneuvering on 
the sidewalk upon entering or leaving the stalls. In no case shall parking lots 
be designed to require or encourage cars to back into a public or private way 
in order to leave the lot. 
(2) In M-1.0, M-2.0, M-3.0, and M-4.0 Districts, the surfaced area of a 
parking lot and all entrance and exist drives shall be set back a minimum of 


(f) 
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three feet from all lot lines, except where an access driveway crosses the street 
lot line. Such setback shall be five feet where two feet of setback area is in- 
cluded in minimum stall depth as provided in paragraph (b) (2) of this 
Section. 
(3) InS, SC, T, and M-0.5 Districts, the surfaced area of a parking lot and 
all entrance and exit drives shall be set back: 
(i) from the front lot line, except where an access driveway crosses the 
street lot line, either the distance specified for building setback under 
Article 5, Section 5.00, or the average of the setbacks of the buildings on 
the adjacent lots on either side, as calculated in Article 5, Section 5.54, 
whichever is greater. Such setback area shall be landscaped and main- 
tained, subject to Section 5.45. 
(ii) from the side lot line in the side yard, the distance specified for 
building setback under Article 5, Section 5.00; and 
(iii) from the side and rear lot lines in the rear yard, a minimum of 
three feet. Such setback shall be five feet where two feet of setback area 
is included in minimum stall depth as provided in paragraph (b) (2) of 
this Section. 
(4) In all districts, barricades shall be provided to prevent motor vehicles 
from being parked within required setback areas, or beyond the boundaries of 
the lot where no setback is required. 


Abutting properties in residential districts shall be protected from lights, as 


follows: 


(g) 


(1) All illumination on parking lots must be shielded so as not to shine upon 

abutting properties in residential districts. 

(2) Properties in residential districts, other than the use served by the 

parking lot, which abut the parking lot shall be protected from headlight glare 

by either: 

A (i) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs or trees 
which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and which are of 
a type that may be expected to form a year-round dense screen at least 
six feet high within three years, or 
(11) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five feet 
high, but not more than seven feet above finished grade, or above the roof 
level, if on a roof. Such wall, barrier, or fence may be opaque or perfo- 
trated, provided that not more than 50 per cent of the face is open. 

(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all times, and 

shall not be permitted to exceed seven feet in height within required side 

yards. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal entrances or 

exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto other than those per- 

mitted in the district. 


No stall shall be located within 10 feet of that part of a building having 


windows of habitable rooms at the basement or first story level, except as permitted 
in paragraph (k). 


(h) 


The regulations for the parking of trucks, buses, or other commercial vehicles 


exceeding seven and one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be as follows: 


(1) Stalls to provide parking for commercial vehicles exceeding seven and 
one-half feet by 18 feet in size shall be located at least 100 feet from the 
nearest dwelling unit in a residence district. 


(2) Stalls for such vehicles shall be specifically identified upon the plan, 
and shall be of such dimensions as to accommodate the specified type of 
vehicle. Such vehicles shall be permitted to park only in the stalls so identified 
and approved. 
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(3) Whenever such lot is adjacent to residential districts it shall be screened 
from abutting property as provided in paragraph (f) above. 


(i) Drainage, surfacing and maintenance of parking lots shall be as follows: 
(1) The parking lot shall be marked so as to indicate clearly the space to be 
occupied by each motor vehicle, in accordance with the dimensions specified 
in paragraph (b) of this Section. Such markings shall be maintained so as 
to be plainly visible. 
(2) The area of the lot not landscaped and so maintained, including drive- 
ways, shall be graded, surfaced with asphalt or other suitable material, and 
drained to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner, to the extent neces- 
sary to prevent nuisance of dust, erosion, or excessive water flow across public 
ways. 
(3) Lots shall be kept clean and free from rubbish and debris. 


(j) The preceding regulations shall not apply to parking lots built and in use 
before the effective date of this By-law, except as follows: 
(1) Where parking lots are increased in capacity after the effective date of 
this By-law, the expanded portion thereof shall be designed in accordance with 
the regulations of this Section. 


(k) Parking lots for three vehicles or less shall conform to the regulations of this 
Section, with the exception of paragraphs (d) (1) and (2), (e) (1), and (g). 


Section 6.20 Off-Street Loading Regulations 


(a) Structures and land uses in existence or for which building permits have been 
issued at the date of adoption of this By-law shall not be subject to the require- 
ments stated below so long as the kind or extent of use is not changed, provided 
that any loading facilities now serving such structures or uses shall not in the 
future be reduced below such requirements. 


(b) Where a structure existing on the effective date of this By-law is altered or 
extended in such a way as to increase the gross floor area by 5,000 square feet or 
more, only this additional gross floor area shall be counted in computation of the 
off-street loading requirements. 


(1) Alterations or extensions aggregating less than 5,000 square feet subse- 
quent to the effective date of this By-law do not require such provision of 
loading space. 


(c) Where retail, or other, stores are designed or constructed as a group or as a 
unified building, the aggregate of individual stores shall be treated as one building 
for the purpose of calculating off-street loading facilities. 


(d) Where mixed uses occur, off-street loading facilities shall be the sum of the 
requirements for the several individual uses computed separately, except that such 
facilities may be less than said sum by special permit from the Board of Appeals 
when it can be demonstrated that such individual uses are not in operation at the 
same time. 


(e) Off-street loading facilities shall be provided in accordance with the following 
requirements for each type of land use except Uses 1 to 6 inclusive, as listed in 
Article 4:

Section 6.21 Design and Layout of Off-Street Loading Facilities 


(a) 


Off-street loading facilities shall be designed to conform to the following 


specifications: 


(b) 


(1) Each required space shall be no less than 12 feet in width, 30 feet in 
length, and 14 feet in height, exclusive of drives and maneuvering space, and 
located entirely on the lot being served. 

(2) There shall be appropriate means of access to a street or alley as well as 
adequate maneuvering space. 

(3) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings measured at 
the street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width shall be 20 feet. 

(4) Loading spaces may be enclosed in a structure and must be so enclosed 
if located within 50 feet of a residence district where the use involves regular 
night operation. 

(5) All accessory driveways and entrance-ways shall be graded, surfaced, 
drained, to the satisfaction of the Building Commissioner, to the extent neces- 
sary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or excessive water flow across public 
ways. 

(6) Such facilities shall be designed and used in such a manner as at no 
time to constitute a nuisance, or a hazard or unreasonable impediment to 
trafhe. 


All required loading facilities shall be provided and maintained in accordance 


with the following requirements: 


(1) ‘They shall be provided and maintained so long as the use exists which 
the facilities were designed to serve. 

(2) They shall not be reduced in total extent after their provision, except 
when such reduction is in conformity with the requirements of this Article. 
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(3) Reasonable precautions shall be taken by the owner or sponsor of 
particular uses to assure the availability of required facilities to the delivery 
and pick-up vehicles that they are designed to serve. 


Section 6.30 Regulations Applying to Gasoline Service Stations 

Gasoline service stations shall be designed to conform to the following requirements: 
(a) No driveway shall be permitted to any street that carries trafic at such speed 
or in such quantity that the Building Commissioner deems that access to or egress 
from a gasoline service station at such a location will create hazardous conditions. 
(b) The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 

(c) The minimum frontage on a street shall be 100 feet. 

(d) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings measured at the 
street lot line shall be 30 feet; the minimum width shall be 20 feet. 


(e) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, shall be as follows: 


(1) From corner lot line, 20 feet; 
(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; 
(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 
(f) The minimum setback of any building from all street lot lines shall be 40 
feet. 
(g) The minimum setback of gasoline pumps from all street lot lines shall be 
Tateet 
(h) A raised curb at least six inches in height shall be constructed along all lot 
lines except at driveway openings. 
(i) Properties in residential districts which abut a gasoline service station shall be 
protected from headlight glare by either: 
(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs or trees 
which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and which are of'a 
type that may be expected to form a year-round dense screen at least six feet 
high within three years, or 
(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five feet high, 
but not more than seven feet above finished grade. Such wall, barrier, or fence 
must be opaque. 
(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all times, and 
shall not be permitted to exceed seven feet in height within required side yards. 
Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal entrances or exits, 
and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto other than those permitted in 
the district. 
(j) All illumination on outdoor areas shall be shielded so as not to shine upon 
any property in a residence district. 
(k) All washing, lubricating, and making of repairs shall be carried on inside the 
building. 
(1) No major repairs such as body work shall be performed. 
(m) No merchandise other than accessory, portable automotive merchandise may 
be displayed or sold on the premises. 
(n) The area of the lot not landscaped and so maintained shall be graded, surfaced 
with asphalt or other suitable material, and drained to the satisfaction of the Build- 
ing Commissioner, to the extent necessary to prevent nuisances of dust, erosion, or 
excessive water flow across public ways. 


Section 6.40 Regulations Applying to Outdoor Automobile Rental or Sales and 
Storage for Rental or Sale 


A lot to be used for outdoor automobile rental or sales or storage for rental or sale 
shall conform to the following requirements: 
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(a) No driveway shall be permitted to any street that carries traffic at such speed 
or in such quantity that the Building Commissioner deems that access to or egress 
from such use at such location will create hazardous conditions. 


(b) ‘The minimum lot area shall be 10,000 square feet. 
(c) The minimum frontage on one street shall be 100 feet. 


(d) The maximum width of driveways and sidewalk openings measured at the 
street lot line shall be 30 feet, the minimum width, 20 feet. 


(e) The minimum distance of driveways, measured at lot line, shall be as follows: 


(1) From corner lot line, 20 feet; 
(2) From interior side lot line, 10 feet; 
(3) From other driveway on same lot, 20 feet. 


(f) Properties in residential districts which abut an outdoor automobile sales lot 
shall be protected from headlight glare by either: 
(1) A strip at least four feet wide, densely planted with shrubs or trees 
which are at least four feet high at the time of planting and which are of a 
type that may be expected to form a year-round dense screen at least six feet 
high within three years, or 
(2) A wall, barrier, or fence of uniform appearance at least five feet high, 
but not more than seven feet above finished grade, or above the roof level, if 
on a roof. 
(3) Such screening shall be maintained in good condition at all times, and 
shall not be permitted to exceed seven feet in height within required side 
yards. Such screening or barrier may be interrupted by normal entrances or 
exits, and shall have no signs hung or attached thereto other than those per- 
mitted in the district. 


(g) All illumination on outdoor automobile sales lots shall be shielded so as not 
to shine upon any property in a residence district. 


(h) No repair work of any kind shall be performed. 


ARTICLE 7— SIGNS AND ILLUMINATION 
Section 7.0 Signs in Residence and O Districts 


(a) In any residence district no sign or other advertising device, and in any O 
District no on-premises sign or other on-premises advertising device, shall be per- 
mitted except as follows: 


(1) One sign displaying the street number or name of the occupant of the 
premises, or both, not exceeding one square foot in area. The sign may be 
attached to the building or may be on a rod or post not more than four feet 
high and at least three feet from the front lot line. Such sign may include 
identification of an accessory professional office and, except in S and SC Dis- 
tricts, may also identify other permitted accessory uses including a customary 
home occupation. 

(2) One bulletin or announcement board or identification sign for a per- 
mitted non-residential building or use, not exceeding 10 square feet in area. 
For churches and institutions two bulletin or announcement boards or identi- 
fication signs are permitted on each building, neither of which may exceed 20 
square feet in area. Such sign may be located within the required front yard, 
but no closer to the front lot line than one half the depth of said required 
front yard. 

(3) In M and O Districts two signs for a permitted hotel use or permitted 
non-residential use, neither of which may exceed 20 square feet in area. 

(4) One sign in connection with a lawfully maintained non-conforming use, 
not exceeding 20 square feet in area, except that in an M or O District two 
such signs may be maintained. 
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(5) One “For Sale” or “For Rent’ sign, not exceeding six square feet in 
area, and advertising only the premises on which the sign is located. 

(6) One contractor’s sign, not exceeding 20 square feet in area, maintained 
on the premises while a building is actually under construction. 


(b) In any residence or O District no sign or other advertising device shall be of 
the neon type or exposed gas-illuminated tube type; and any lighting of a sign or 
other advertising device shall be continuous, indirect white light installed in a 
manner that will prevent direct light from shining onto any street or adjacent 
property. In S, SC, and T Districts no sign or advertising device shall be illuminated 
after 11 p.m. 


Section 7.1 Signs in L, G, and I Districts 

(a) Inany L, G, orI District, no on-premises sign or other on-premises advertising 

device shall be permitted except as follows: 
(1) As permitted in residence and O Districts. 
(2) Signs or advertising devices not attached to the building shall not exceed 
12 feet in height or 20 square feet in area of each face exclusive of posts or 
other structural supports. 
(3) Signs or advertising devices, whether attached to the building or free- 
standing, facing toward and visible from adjacent property or property across 
the street, in L, O, G, or I Districts, shall have an aggregate area not exceeding 
four square feet for each foot of lot line parallel or substantially parallel to the 
face of the building on which it is located. 
(4) Signs or advertising devices, whether attached to the building or free- 
standing, facing toward and visible from adjacent property or property across 
the street in a residence district, shall have an aggregate area not exceeding 
two square feet for each foot of lot line parallel or substantially parallel to the 
face of the building on which it is located. 


Section 7.2 Signs in All Districts 


(a) The following requirements shall apply to all signs and other advertising 
devices in residence districts, and to all on-premises signs and other on-premises 
advertising devices in L, G, I, and O Districts. 


(1) No sign or other advertising device with visible moving or moveable 
parts or with flashing, animated or intermittent illumination shall be erected 
or maintained. 

(2) No illuminated sign or other advertising device, or part thereof, shall 
be more than 80 feet above ground level. 

(3) No sign or other advertising device attached to a building shall project 
more than six inches above the roof or parapet line nor more than 12 inches 
out from the wall to which it is attached. 

(4) Temporary signs or advertising devices, including paper or cardboard 
signs, attached or lettered temporarily upon a building on the exterior or 
interior of a store window, shall have a total area not exceeding 30 per cent 
of the area of such window. 

(5) No sign shall be located within any required yard, except as provided in 
Section 7.0, paragraph (a) (1) and (2). 


Section 7.3 Illumination 


In an S, SC, T, M-0.5, or M-1.0 District no outdoor floodlighting or decorative 
lighting shall be permitted except lighting primarily designed to illuminate walks, 
driveways, doorways, outdoor living areas or outdoor recreational facilities and except 
temporary holiday lighting in use for no longer than a four week period in any 
calendar year, except that decorative floodlighting of institutional or historic build- 
ings may be permitted by the Board of Appeals by special permit. Any permanent 
lighting permitted by the preceding sentence shall be continuous, indirect, white 
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light, installed in a manner that will prevent direct light from shining onto any 
street or adjacent property. 


ARTICLE 8 —NONCONFORMANCE 


Section 8.0 Continuance 


Any nonconforming building, structure or use which existed at the time of passage 
of the applicable provision of this or any prior By-law or any amendment thereto 
may be continued subject to the provisions of this article or may be changed to be 
conforming, but when so changed to be conforming it shall not be made noncon- 
forming again. 


Section 8.1 Alteration or Extension 


(a) A use, or structure housing a use, which does not conform to the regulations 
of Article 4, but which did conform to all applicable regulations when initially 
established, shall not be altered, reconstructed, or enlarged except in accordance 
with the following provisions: 
(1) Such change shall be approved by the Board of Appeals by special permit 
under the provisions of Article 9. 
(2) Such change shall be permitted only upon the same lot or upon an 
adjoining lot that was owned by the owner of the lot occupied by the non- 
conforming use on the date that it became nonconforming. 
(3) Any increase in volume, area, or extent of the nonconforming use shall 
not exceed an aggregate of more than 25 per cent during the life of the 
nonconformity. 
(4) No change shall be permitted which tends to lengthen the economic life 
of the nonconformity longer than a period reasonable for such amortization of 
the initial investment as to make possible the elimination of the noncon- 
formity without undue hardship. 


(b) <A use or structure which does not conform to the regulations of this By-law 
other than Article 4, but which did conform to all applicable regulations when 
initially established, may be altered, reconstructed, or enlarged, provided that no 
such nonconformity is increased beyond its extent on the date that it became non- 
conforming except as is specifically provided elsewhere in this By-law, and provided 
further that if the use or structure also falls under paragraph (a) of this Section 
any change shall be subject to the provisions of that paragraph. 


Section 8.2 Rebuilding After Catastrophe 


(a) Ifa nonconforming building or use shall have been damaged by fire, explosion, 
or other catastrophe to such an extent that the cost of restoration would be less than 
75 per cent of the replacement value of the building at the time of the catastrophe 
as estimated by the Building Commissioner, such building may be rebuilt or restored 
and used again as previously, subject to the following provisions: 
(1) No nonconformity shall be increased beyond its extent prior to the 
catastrophe. 
(2) Such rebuilding or restoring shall be completed within 12 months after 
such catastrophe unless the Board of Appeals shall extend such period by 
special permit under the provisions of Article 9. 
(3) ‘The actual total cost of restoration shall not exceed 75 per cent of the 
replacement value of the building or the cost of replacement as estimated by 
the Building Commissioner, whichever is smaller. 
(b) If a nonconforming building or use shall have been damaged or destroyed by 
fire, explosion, or other catastrophe to such an extent that the cost of restoration 
would equal or exceed 75 per cent of the replacement value of the building at the 
time of the catastrophe, such building or use shall not be restored and may be 
replaced only by a conforming building or use. 
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Section 8.3 Abandonment 


A nonconforming use of a building or of land which has been abandoned shall not 
thereafter be returned to such nonconforming use. A nonconforming use shall be 
considered abandoned when the premises have been devoted to another use, or 
when the characteristic equipment and the furnishing of the nonconforming use 
have been removed from the premises and have not been replaced by similar equip- 
ment within one year unless other facts show intention to resume the nonconform- 
ing use. 


ARTICLE 9 — ADMINISTRATION AND PROCEDURE 


Section 9.0 Enforcement 


(a) This By-law shall be enforced by the Building Commissioner. The Building 
Commissioner shall not issue a permit for the erection or alteration of any building 
or part thereof, unless the plans, specifications and intended use of such buildings 
are in all respects in conformity with the provisions of this By-law. 


(b) No person shall use or permit the use of any building or part thereof here- 
after erected, or altered in its use or construction in whole or in part, or any 
building when the open spaces in the lot upon which it stands have been reduced 
in area or shape, until the Building Commissioner has issued the certificate of 
compliance required under the Building By-law to the effect that the building so 
erected or the part thereof so altered, the proposed use thereof, the size of the 
lot and its yards and setbacks, conform to the provisions of this By-law. 


(c) Pending the issuance of a definitive certificate of compliance the Building 
Commissioner may issue a temporary certificate prior to the completion of the 
work upon a building, provided that the safety of the occupants of the building is 
adequately assured. 

(d) Whenever application has been made to the Building Commissioner for a 
permit or certificate and the interpretation of this By-law with respect to the 
granting of such application is not clear, the Building Commissioner is authorized 
and directed to submit the matter to the Planning Board for the expression of its 
opinion before making his decision. 

Section 9.1 Provision for Board of Appeals 


The Board of Appeals under the Building By-law shall be the Board of Appeals 
under this By-law and shall have all of the powers and duties of Boards of Appeals 
under the statutes relating to zoning. An appeal may be taken to the Board of 
Appeals by any officer or board of the Town, or by any person aggrieved by any 
order or decision of the Building Commissioner. Such appeal may be taken within 
ten days after the order or decision appealed from has been rendered. 

Section 9.2 Penalty for Violation 


Whoever violates any provision of this By-law shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding $20.00 for each offense. Upon any well founded information that this 
By-law is being violated, or upon his own initiative, the Building Commissioner shall 
take immediate steps to enforce this By-law by making complaint to the Municipal 
Court of Brookline. 

Section 9.3 Special Permits 


The Board of Appeals may grant a special permit after public notice and hearing 
in such cases as are specified in this By-law, subject to the requirements and pro- 
cedures set forth in Sections 9.4 and 9.5. 

Section 9.4 Procedure for Application for Special Permit 


Each application for a special permit shall be filed in triplicate with the Board of 
Appeals who shall transmit copies thereof to the Building Commissioner and the 
Brookline Planning Board. The Planning Board shall, within 20 days of the date of 
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such filing, transmit to the Board of Appeals a report accompanied by such ma- 
terial, maps or plans as will aid the Board of Appeals in judging the application and 
in determining special conditions and safeguards. The Board of Appeals shall not 
render any decision on an application for a special permit until said report has been 
received and considered or until the 20-day period has expired, whichever is earlier. 
Section 9.5 Conditions for Approval of Special Permit 

(a) The Board of Appeals shall not approve any such application for a special 
permit unless it finds that in its judgment all the following conditions are met: 


(1) The specific site is an appropriate location for such a use, structure, or 
condition 
(2) The use as developed will not adversely affect the neighborhood. 
(3) There will be no nuisance or serious hazard to vehicles or pedestrians. 
(4) Adequate and appropriate facilities will be provided for the proper 
operation of the proposed use. 
(b) In approving a special permit the Board of Appeals may attach such condi- 
tions and safeguards as are deemed necessary to protect the neighborhood, such as 
but not limited to the following: 


(1) Requirement of front, side or rear yards greater than the minimum 
required by this By-law. 
(2) Requirement of screening of parking areas or other parts of the premises 
from adjoining premises or from the street, by walls, fences, planting, or other 
devices, as specified by the Board of Appeals. 
(3) Modification of the exterior features or appearances of the structure. 
(4) Limitation of size, number of occupants, method or time of operation, 
or extent of facilities. 
(5) Regulation of number, design, and location of access drives or other 
trafic features. 
(6) Requirement of off-street parking or other special features beyond the 
minimum required by this or other applicable By-laws. 
Section 9.6 Appeals for Variance Calling for Advisory Report from Planning 
Board: 
(a) The provisions for a report from the Planning Board to the Board of Appeals 
required by Section 9.4 shall also apply to appeals for a variance from the terms of 
this By-law in the following cases: 
(1) Erection or alteration of a building to a height greater than otherwise 
authorized under the provisions of this By-law. 
(2) A commercial or industrial use of land or buildings in a residential 
district on a parcel of land not previously used for a commercial or industrial 
purpose. 
ARTICLE 10 — AMENDMENT AND INTERPRETATION 
Section 10.0 Amendment 
This By-law may be amended from time to time at an annual or special Town 
Meeting in accordance with the provisions of Section 6 of Chapter 40A of the 
General Laws. 
Section 10.1 Validity of Action Taken Under Prior By-law 
Except as otherwise provided in Section 11, Chapter 40A of the General Laws, 
the adoption of this By-law shall not affect the validity of any action lawfully taken 
under the provision of the Zoning By-law in effect prior to the date this By-law 
becomes effective. 
Section 10.2 Uniformity in Each District 
Nothing in this By-law shall be construed as establishing regulations or restrictions 
which are not uniform for each class or kind of buildings, structures or land, and 
for each class or kind of use in each district. 
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Section 10.3 Unsafe Walls and Fire Escapes 

Nothing in this By-law shall prevent the restoration of a wall declared unsafe by 
the Building Commissioner, or the erection of iron fire escapes on any building in 
existence on June 24, 1922. 


Section 10.4 Validity 


The invalidity of any section or provision of this By-law shall not render invalid 
any other section or provision of this By-law. 


Section 10.5 Effect of Subsequent Amendment 


In the case of amendments to this By-law or changes in the district or their 
boundaries subsequent to the date this By-law becomes effective, the right to 
continue the use or maintenance of any building, structure or premises which was 
lawful when such amendment or change became effective shall not be impaired by 
any such amendment or change, except as provided in Section 5 of Chapter 40A 
of the General Laws. The date when each such amendment or change was made 
is shown by an appendix to this By-law on file in the office of the ‘Town Clerk. 


A two-thirds (2/3) vote being required, the vote was taken by count, one 
hundred forty-two (142) voting in the affirmative and fifteen (15) voting in the 
negative, was so declared by the Moderator and is so recorded. 


The Official Zoning Map was on display on the stage of the Auditorium during 
the Special Town Meeting May 22 and 23, 1962. 


SECOND ARTICLE. — To see if the town pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 95A of Chapter 32 of the General Laws will grant an annuity to 
the survivors specified in said section, of any deceased official or employee 
who died or was retired or pensioned under the circumstances set forth 
in said section, and will determine the amount of any such annuity within 
the limitations imposed by said section. 


On Motion it was: 


Voted: ‘That the amounts of the specific annuities be referred back to 
the Moderator’s Special Committee for further study and that it report to 
the next Special or Annual Town Meeting with its recommendations as to 
the amounts to be paid to each applicant, and, further, that it be instructed 
to study and consider the financial need of each applicant in making its 
recommendations. 


The vote was taken by count, ninety (90) voting in the afhrmative 
and seventy-nine (79) voting in the negative. Motion adopted. 


Tuirp Articte. — To see if the town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to petition the General Court for legislation authorizing the 
establishment of a Public Works Department in the Town. 


Voted: ‘To authorize the Board of Selectmen to petition the General 
Court for legislation authorizing the establishment of a department of 
public works in the ‘Town, said petition to request legislation to be in sub- 
stantially the following form: 
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AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE 
TO ESTABLISH A DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
EXERCISING THE POWERS OF CERTAIN OTHER 
DEPARTMENTS AND TOWN OFFICES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. ‘There shall be established in the town of Brookline a department of 
public works, hereinafter called the department. 


Section 2. ‘The selectmen shall appoint and fix the compensation of a director of 
public works who shall have, exercise and perform the powers, rights and duties 
described in this chapter. He shall be specially fitted by education, training and experi- 
ence to perform the duties of his office. He shall be responsible for the efficient exercise 
and performance of such powers, rights and duties. He shall be appointed in April for 
a term of three years from the first day of May following and until the qualification of 
his successor. He may be removed by the selectmen for cause and the vacancy filled by 
appointment for the remainder of the unexpired term in the same manner as in the case 
of an original appointment. His salary or compensation shall be such as the selectmen 
may from time to time vote. The director of public works shall not be subject to the 
tules and laws pertaining to civil service. During his tenure he shall hold no other 
elective or appointive office nor shall he engage in any other business or occupation. 
He may appoint such assistants, agents and employees, other than division heads, as 
the exercise and performance of his powers, rights and duties may require, subject to 
appropriations made available by the town meeting. All appointments of supervisory 
employees shall be subject to the approval of the selectmen. He may, subject to the 
approval of the selectmen, appoint the heads of the various divisions under his juris- 
diction who, except for present incumbents, shall not be subject to the rules and laws 
pertaining to civil service. Except as herein otherwise provided all employees shall be 
subject to the rules and laws pertaining to civil service. 


All persons employed by or under the supervision of any board, commission or office 
abolished by this act, shall upon the effective date of this act, be transferred to the de- 
partment. All such transfers of employees shall be made without loss of pay and without 
change of rating, seniority, retirement or pension rights, or any other privileges under 
any provisions of law or by-law. 


The incumbent superintendents of all boards, commissions and offices abolished by 
this act when transferred to the department shall become the superintendents of the 
corresponding divisions of said department without loss of pay and without loss of rights 
under the laws and rules relating to civil service. 


Section 3. Said town shall, by by-law, create a department of public works which 
shall consist of the following departments or divisions: — 

Highway 

Engineering 

Sewer 


Sanitation 
Water 


Section 4. Upon the qualification of the director of public works he shall have all 
the powers and duties now and from time to time vested by general or special law or 
by-law in the boards, commissions and offices presently in charge of the departments or 
divisions to be included within the department of public works and such boards, com- 
missions and offices shall thereupon be abolished. No existing contract or liability shall 
be affected by such abolition but the director of public works shall in all respects be the 
lawful. successor to the boards, commissions and offices so abolished. The director of 
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public works shall have such added powers with respect to public works as the town may 
from time to time by by-law provide, any other provisions of law to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


The selectmen may appoint advisory boards or commissions in place of the boards, 
commissions or offices abolished by this act, the duties of which shall be to act in an 
advisory capacity to the director of public works. The members of said advisory boards 
or commissions shall be appointed in April to serve for a term of three years from the 
first day of May next following. 


The compensation, if any, of the members of such advisory boards or commissions shall 
be such as the selectmen may from time to time vote. 


Section 5. This act shall take full effect upon its acceptance by the town of Brookline 
by a majority vote of the town meeting members present and voting thereon at an 
annual or special representative town meeting called for the purpose within two years 
of the passage of this act but not otherwise. 


At eighteen minutes after eleven o’clock on motion it was: 
Voted: That the meeting be now dissolved.

The totals of some items for 1962 show some increase over the previ- 
ous year. ‘Ihe use of the Emergency Purchase Slip system has been greatly 
reduced and by assigning a purchase order number for most emergency 
requirements. ‘This method results in encumbrance of department funds 
which is not possible with the E.P.S. system. The use of Purchase Requi- 
sitions by certain departments, particularly for automotive repair parts and 
covered by monthly blanket orders, has also replaced the necessity for the 
E.P.S. system, and continues to be a satisfactory method of procuring this 
type of emergency need. The Park Department discontinued the use of 
Purchase Requisitions in mid-year which accounted for the lower totals 
for 1962. This department now receives an assigned order from Purchasing 
for each emergency requirement which results in prompt encumbrance of 
funds. However, this method requires Park Department employees to call 
at the Purchasing Department for approval of purchase, and an order as- 
signment, before pick up of needed items. ‘The order is issued as soon as 
vendor’s prices and slip number are furnished by the Park Department. 
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The total value of purchases on formal yearly continuing contracts, and 
for public formal bids for purchases exceeding $1,000.00, have been in- 
cluded for 1962 to show the proportion of purchases in these categories.

These account for approximately 66% of our yearly purchases. The 
remaining 34% covers expenditures for which competitive bids are secured 
by written and telephone quotations. 


The 1962 contract for #2 fuel oil carried a lower price on bid opening 
date of $.014 per gallon than that for 1961. ‘Two price increases in Novem- 
ber brought the price to $.106 per gallon which was still $.004 less than 
the 1961 price. The cost of this commodity, therefore, was lower on this 
favorable contract. The #5 fuel oil contract at time of bid opening was 
$.14 per barrel higher, but the posted tank wagon price was $.31 lower 
than 1961. By means of a voluntary allowance of $.10 in May, and in- 
creases of $.17 and $.10 in November, the per barrel price of $3.50 at the 
end of the year was $.08 under the existing price at the expiration of the 
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1961 contract. The Town, therefore, also enjoyed lower cost of +5 fuel 
oil on the 1962 contract. A very favorable price resulted from the 1962 
contract for #6 fuel oil due to lower posted tank car price at time of 
contract, and a further voluntary allowance in May. As the year closed the 
price was $.26 per barrel less than at the expiration of the 1961 contract. 
If import restrictions on heavy fuel oil are partially or completely removed 
by the Federal Government as anticipated, lower prices should result in 
1963. The approximate yearly fuel oil requirements are: 344,000 gals. +:2

The 1962 contract price for gasoline carried a higher discount by 
$.0055 per gallon and a lower guaranteed top price of $.0035 than in 1961. 
This also resulted in lower cost for this commodity of which the Town 
uses approximately 268,000 gallons per year. 


Assistance was given in the development of specifications and setting 
up and receiving proposals for annual contract on a yearly basis for Tow- 
ing Vehicles for the T’rafic Commission and Moving of Voting Machines 
required by the Town Clerk. Contracts for these services are awarded by 
the Board of Selectmen. Purchase for the first time of bedding plants for 
the Park Department required development of adequate specifications to 
assure suitable quality and delivery required to meet the proper planting 
time. 


The Purchasing Department received and opened bids for the Board 
of Selectmen during the year covering construction and repairs as required 
by Town departments, and in accordance with delegation of this duty by 
the Board of Selectmen to this office. 


The Purchasing Stores sales and transfer to departments amounted to 
$9,349.00 for the year. Items purchased in bulk quantities cover many 
types of office supplies and paper, letterheads, postage stamps, stamped 
envelopes and post cards, batteries, flashlights, lamps and a few custodial 
supplies all of which are in common use in Town departments. The oper- 
ation of the Stores makes the stocked items immediately available for 
using departments at quantity purchase price and eliminates the issuing of 
many small orders and at ranging prices which would result without the 
Stores facility. 


Surplus and obsolete supplies, materials and equipment were disposed 
of upon request by several ‘Town departments after bids were received 
and permission granted by the Board of Selectmen in accordance with 
By Law provision for sale of ‘Town property. 


Prompt processing of department requisitions consistent with prepa- 
ration of adequate specifications, procuring proper competition from es- 
tablished and new sources, prompt placing of orders, many by telephone 
depending upon urgency of need, is the constant policy of the Purchasing 
Department. Based upon the results of competitive prices received in our 
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day to day purchases, we are confident that the Purchasing Department 
continues its function of procuring supplies, materials and equipment 
required by the Town at the lowest cost consistent with the quality re- 
quired. It is often found that competition is possible for items for which 
the requisitioning authority believes the selling price is established by the 
manufacturer. Meeting delivery deadlines, as often required by depart- 
ments, makes it impossible to properly process such requisitions as the 
time element prevents our seeking normal competition and upsets our 
office routine. Failure to properly anticipate requirements is responsible 
for these emergency purchases and can mean higher cost to the depart- 
ments involved. Delivery time by the vendor and means of transportation 
is also involved over which the purchaser has no control. Delay in process- 
ing requisitions does occur during periods when our work load is exception- 
ally heavy. We do intend to keep this condition to a minimum and to 
expedite and assist in the receipt of items requisitioned as promptly as 
possible after requisitions are checked in at the Purchasing Department. 


TOWN ENGINEER 


Joun G. CARLSON 


John G. Carlson was appointed ‘Town Engineer by the Board of 
Selectmen on October 8, 1962. Mr. John G. Carlson, a Registered Pro- 
fessional Engineer, comes to the Town after a career of over thirty years 
as Engineer and Superintendent in private industry and public works. 


Services were performed by the Engineering Department, in accord- 
ance with the Town By-Laws, for the following departments and com- 
missions: 


ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT 


The Assessors’ plans were revised to show the new zoning districts 
as adopted by the Town May 23, 1962. ‘The yearly revision of these plans 
to show sub-divisions of property, new construction and alterations to 
existing structures, were processed as well as the computation of cubical 
contents of new construction. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


New construction of buildings and alterations were field checked to 
verify their compliance with the Zoning By-Law and Board of Appeal 
variances. ‘The drainage design of parking areas are checked by this de- 
partment as a pre-requisite before issuance of permits for their construc- 
tion. The services of an assistant engineer are devoted to the supervision 
of all installations of sanitary sewer and surface water drain house connec- 
tions whose locations are on file and available for those concerned. 
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Civit. DEFENSE 


The Town Engineer, by virtue of his office, is Deputy Director of 
this program. An assistant engineer is an Operations Officer. 


HEALTH AND SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The Town Engineer is a member of this Committee. Information 
contained in the Engineering Department’s files is available to the Com- 
mittee in their deliberations. 


ParK DEPARTMENT 


The services of a registered engineer are available in the design, writ- 
ing of specifications, preparation of contracts and supervision of construc- 
tion for Park Department projects, among which were the following: 


Amory Playground — Drainage, grading and tennis court reconstruction 

Beacon Playground — Topographical plan, tennis court grading and flood 
lighting 

Municipal Golf Course — Alteration to first nine holes, grading of parking 
area 

Lawrence School — Parking Area 

Soule Recreation Center — Drive, play area, parking area construction 


PLANNING BOARD 


Liaison is maintained with the Planning Board and their Resident 
Planner in matters of an engineering nature and pertinent information 
made available for the consideration of the Board and the Planning Con- 
sultants.

Continuous liaison is maintained with the Associate Executive Direc- 
tor of the Authority in matters of an engineering nature. The developer 
of the Farm Project, his architect and consultants are constantly in touch 
with the department for information contained in the departmental files 
that is of a mutual advantage to the concerned parties. 


Watnut Hints CEMETERY 


A contract and specifications were drawn for work on the mortar 
rubble wall surrounding the cemetery on the Grove Street and Allandale 
Road frontages. Specifications and a contract were prepared for the re- 
surfacing of roadways in the new section adjoining Bellingham Road.

Continuous liaison is maintained by the department with the Author- 
ity during the construction of the Brookline link of the Western connec- 
tion of the Massachusetts Toll Road. ‘The proximity of the Main Common 
Sewer of the Town to the construction of a new bridge at St. Mary’s 
Street requires constant surveillance. 


Muppy RIvER 


As a result of the disastrous flooding of October 5, 6 and 7, 1962, 
conferences were held between the Town, City of Boston, Metropolitan 
District Commission, Metropolitan Transit Authority representatives. A 
committee was formed of which the ‘Town Engineer is a member to expe- 
dite the dredging of Muddy River to prevent the recurrence of flooding. 


The Engineering Department has on file information pertaining to 
sub-soil conditions, sewer and sanitary water drains, underground public 
utilities and a file of copies of Dedham Registry of Deeds plans that have 
proved of value in the house construction and alteration fields to many 
inquirers and it is our desire to make this information readily available 
to all interested parties.

The Personnel Board met in April and elected Laurence L. Donahue 
as Chairman for the ensuing year, in accordance with its adopted pro- 
cedure for rotating chairmen on an annual basis. 


This supplements the 1962 Report of the Personnel Board to the 
Board of Selectmen, which covered the various petitions and matters that 
were brought before it. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 5 of the Personnel By-laws, the 
Personnel Board maintained throughout the year its continuing review 
of the wages paid for similar positions by comparable municipalities and 
also as paid by industry in Boston and vicinity, as reported by the Boston 
Office of the Federal Bureau of Labor Statistics. 


The reports of the Massachusetts Dept. of Labor and Industry cover- 
ing the Cost of Living Index were carefully reviewed and plotted monthly 
to check the trend of this index, as compared to the allowance for this 
factor made by the Board in its previously recommended wage increase. 


Under Section 6 of the Personnel By-laws, the revision of all job 
descriptions of positions under the Classification and Pay Plans was finally 
completed and approved by the Board. Such a revision, the first in a 
number of years, has heretofore been made by outside professional per- 
sonnel agencies. 


No grievances were presented to the Personnel Board for final ad- 
judication under Step III of the Grievance Procedure. All grievances were 
settled at lower levels before they reached the Board. 


The two-year studies relative to operation of the present sick leave 
procedures and the applicability of “Collective Bargaining” to the Town 
Meeting form of Government, as it operates in Brookline, were completed 
during the year, as previously reported. 


The Personnel Board notes with deep regret the separation from the 
service of its Secretary, Aaron Feinberg and the resulting loss to the Town. 
Mr. Feinberg was Chairman of the Committee appointed in 1954 to 
reorganize the Personnel Board, and served as its first Chairman under 
the revised By-laws. At the request of the Personnel Board, and, in order 
to more effectively attain its objectives, he resigned from the Board and 
accepted a part time assignment as Personnel Director for the ‘Town and 
as Secretary to the Board. It was necessary that his services be terminated 
as the result of a 1962 act of the Legislature, repealing the authority under 
which these assignments were authorized.

AUXILIARY POLICE DIVISION 


The Auxiliary Police Division continue to make a valuable contribu- 
tion to safety and service in the community. They are available for special 
details when requested. Members of the Division meet monthly for train- 
ing and instruction in Civil Defense. 


TRAINING 


The Board of Selectmen, continuing their policy of encouraging the 
training of Police Officers, approved training in many phases of police 
work as follows: 


The in-service training program was conducted through the first 3 
months of the year. The training included police practices and procedures, 
crime elements, evidence, First Aid and firearms handling. 


Members of the Department attended lectures on recognition and 
care of mentally disturbed persons. 


Four members participated in a 2-day seminar conducted by the 
Law-Medicine Research Institute, Boston. 


A number of the men participated in the Brookline Cardiac Resusci- 
tation course conducted by the Health Department. 
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Eight officers participated in a 2-day seminar given by the F.B.I. on 
Search and Seizure. 


Two members of the Department attended a 2 weeks’ course on 
Interrogation sponsored by Northeastern University. 

Ten officers attended three lectures on trafic and chemical testing 
for intoxication sponsored by the State Police at Framingham, Mass. 

Safety Officers’ Meetings were regularly attended each month by one 
of our Traffic Division officers. 


Monthly meetings of the N. E. Police Photographers Association 
were attended regularly by the Identification Offer. 


Two officers attended the Police Community Relations Institute at 
Boston College. 

Four members of the Department attended the 4-day retraining pro- 
gram for graduates of the F.B.I. Academy which was sponsored by the 
F.B.I. and New England Chiefs of Police. 

T'wo officers attended a week’s course on Juvenile Delinquency at 
Northeastern University. 

Two officers attended an F.B.I. Seminar on Records and Identifica- 
tion. 

Two officers attended a week’s course on Public Relations sponsored 
by Northeastern University. 

Two members of the Department attended a Trafic Engineering 
Seminar held by the Mass. Safety Council at the Mass. Institute of ‘Tech- 
nology. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Cartes F. RowLey, Commissioner 


During the year there were 1816 alarms; three hundred fifty-one more 
than in 1961. Of the 1861 alarms, 671 were bell alarms, compared with 
522 in the preceding year and 1145 were still alarms. There were 7 two- 
alarm fires and 2 three-alarm fires. Among the alarms answered, 160 were 
from Boston boxes and 12 from Newton boxes. 


The Department responded to 251 emergencies, 49 more than in 
1961, of which 171 were for the use of our resuscitators. 


The estimated fire loss measured in terms of insurance paid was 


$338,445.00 or $762,485.00 less than in 1961. 


On Christmas evening, December 25, 1962, fire of undisclosed origin 
broke out about 5 p.m. in the Brookline Municipal Gymnasium. Within 
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minutes flames burst through the roof. Three alarms were sounded and 
the Fire Departments of the cities of Boston and Newton furnished 
assistance. The interior of the building was gutted. The building had no 
sprinkler system. ‘The question is again raised as to whether or not the 
‘Town is not negligent in failing to install sprinkler systems in all public 


buildings. 


On October 5th, 6th, and 7th as the result of torrential rain, dozens 
of telephone calls were received because of flooded cellars. Muddy River 
overflowed its banks and passengers were taken off streetcars by members 
of the Fire Department. ‘The cars were stalled by the high water in the 


Muddy River area. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the year was 


204.

There was appropriated in 1962 for the Department $1,328,827.73 of 
which $1,301,155.76 was expended, leaving a balance of $27,671.97 to be 
returned to the Town Treasury.

971.29 was expended, leaving a balance of $1,957.09 to be returned to the 
Town Treasury.

BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


Rosert J. Stewart, Building Commissioner 


Frank J. O’Hearn, Building Commissioner since February 3, 1953, 
retired on March 31, 1962. 
Robert J. Stewart was appointed Building Commissioner April 1, 1962. 
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With the adoption of the new Zoning By-Law, which requires auto- 
mobile parking for all types of buildings as well as more stringent require- 
ments for setbacks, usable space and landscaped area, construction was 
not as extensive during the year. Construction in areas of higher density 
generally requires the razing of older buildings which tends to upgrade 
these sections. It is also found that a minimal area is required to construct 
apartment buildings in districts permitting highest density to obtain a fair 
monetary return. ‘The automobile parking requirements practically pre- 
cludes conversion of apartment houses to additional living units. 


One building permit was revoked, having been conditionally issued 
in the interim between date of first advertising and date of adoption of 
the Zoning By-Law. 


The new Zoning By-Law was involved in three cases of litigation (two 
are still pending in the courts). 


One contractor was found guilty and fined in the Brookline Municipal 
Court for performing work without a permit and not holding a builder’s 
license. 


Thirty-eight permits for new masonry buildings were granted and one 
was revoked. ‘Twenty-six were prior to March 29, 1962, the date of the 
first advertisement of the Zoning By-Law, at a value of $4,076,266, with 
a total of three hundred thirty new apartments. 


Twenty-eight permits for frame buildings were granted, of which 
eleven were prior to March 29, 1962, the date of the first advertisement 
of the Zoning By-Law, at a value of $706,514, with a total of twenty-five 
new living units. 


Four hundred eighty permits were granted for alterations to buildings, 
at a value of $1,698,543. Thirteen additional living units were created by 
above permits. 


Eighty-eight permits were granted for the razing of buildings. One 
hundred eighty-nine living units were demolished, eighteen of which were 
caused by land taking by the Turnpike Authority and one hundred seventy- 
one in the Farm Area. 


The amount of fees collected was $13,527.62. 


Eight hundred nineteen plumbing and gasfitting permits were issued 
at an estimated cost of $799,438. 


Six hundred ninety-five electrical permits were issued and approxi- 
mately nineteen hundred and sixty-eight inspections were made. 


Inspections were carried out in the various divisions of the depart- 
ment and the laws were enforced. 


Lodging houses, convalescent homes, schools, both public and private, 
and places of assembly were inspected for conformance to safety require- 
ments.

During the year, eleven meetings were held to examine sixty-two 
applicants for various types of licenses. Five licenses were refused for lack 
of sufficient knowledge and experience for the type of license requested. 
T'wo licenses were revoked becaus of failure to perform work in a satis- 
factory manner. 


Mr. Abraham Woolf resigned and Mr. Arthur Rosenstein was ap- 
pointed a member of the Board on April 9, 1962 for a three year term. 
‘he Board wishes to express their appreciation to Mr. Woolf, who was 
appointed on October 29, 1956, for his faithful and conscientious service. 

Mr. Alexander F. Law was re-elected chairman and Mrs. Agnes M. 
Ham was re-elected secretary.

The Health and Safety Committee has met regularly during the year 
to consider the many problems affecting the health and safety, particularly 
those in which there is joint interest or responsibility among two or more 
of the departments represented. The Committee also continues as an 
advisory and inspectional agency of the Board of Selectmen in connection 
with the licensing authority of that Board. The inspections for the Com- 
mittee are made by Mr. ‘Thomas F. Roche, on assignment from the Fire 
Department, and by inspectors of other represented departments. 

In addition to the regular members of the Committee, Mr. Emil 
Skop, Coordinator of the North Brookline Conservation Program, and 
Mr. Richard Leary, representing the Executive Secretary, have attended 
meetings of the Committee. 

Among the problems which have received special attention during 
1962 were the North Brookline Conservation Program, litter, illegal park- 
ing, general enforcement procedures, and fraternity houses. ‘The Com- 
mittee is currently considering recommendations for requiring more 
stringent health and safety standards in fraternity houses and early in 1963 
will inspect dormitories and other similar group occupancies to determine 
whether they should also be included in the proposed legislation. 


Public Works 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Joun G. Cartson, Superintendent of Streets 


During the year 1962 the Highway Department performed its regular 
services in connection with the various activities and functions under its 
jurisdiction which are principally as follows: maintenance of roadways and 
sidewalks, sewers and drains, street cleaning, sanitation, trafic control, 
street lighting, snow plowing and removal, garaging and repair of all ‘Town 
vehicles with the exception of Water, Park, Forestry and Fire Depart- 
ments. 


On October 8, 1962 Mr. John G. Carlson was appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen as Superintendent of Streets and Town Engineer 
replacing Mr. J. Henry L. Giles who resigned. Mr. John G. Carlson, a 
Registered Professional Engineer, came to Brookline with over thirty 
years’ experience as Engineer and Superintendent in private industry. 


The Superintendent of Streets and Town Engineer also serves as 
Deputy Director of Civil Defense and is a member of the ‘Traffic Com- 
mission and the Health and Safety Committee. 


For details regarding appropriations and expenditures of the Highway 
Department reference is made to the report of the Comptroller. 


Contracts were let for permanent paving, construction and repairs 
of highways and sidewalks. In addition to the general roadway and side- 
walk maintenance work, including curb setting and removal, Highway 
Department forces constructed a second entrance at the south end of the 
Centre Street Parking Area and a passageway to the new Fuller Street 
Parking Area, widened Walnut Street at the Farm Redevelopment Project 
and rounded the corner of Walnut Street at High Street. 


Although several Chapter 90 projects were scheduled for construction 
during 1962, only one project, Beacon Street, south side, from Dean Road 
to Tappan Street, was completed. 


The improvement and reconstruction of Washington Street, Brook- 
line Village, Walnut Street to Pond Avenue; Aspinwall Avenue, ‘Toxteth 
Street to Brookline Avenue; and Washington Street, Harvard Square to 
Goodwin Place, were postponed until next year by the State Department 
of Public Works due to its shortage of engineering and supervisory per- 
sonnel. Winchester Street; Hammond Street, Aston Road to Horace James 
Circle; and Allandale Road have been deferred to later dates. 
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Under Chapter 782 Acts of 1962 funds have been made available to 
towns and cities for work on residential streets which are not eligible under 
the provisions of the Chapter 90 program. The Town plans to take ad- 
vantage of the allotted funds by preparing a resurfacing program to be 
accomplished over the next three years.

Additional lighting was provided for the Dale Street Area (Dale 
Street, Forest Street, Larkin Road and Meadowbrook Road) and Wash- 
ington Street in connection with Chapter 90 construction, and lighting 
was installed in the new Fuller Street and Kent Street Parking Areas.

Under the Walter Reed Corporation contract in addition to the re- 
surfacing of various streets, Webster Place and ‘Thayer Place were recon- 
structed and the corners at the intersections of St. Paul and Freeman 
Streets and St. Paul Street and Sewall Avenue were widened. 


The regular maintenance of existing street and trafhc signs, meter 
posts, etc. was carried on throughout the year and on orders of the ‘Traffic 
Commission, new signs and meter posts were erected and white line mark-

ings painted. For the first time a contract was awarded for the painting 
of center lines, with White Lines, Inc. performing the work. Other road 
markings, lines and lettering were done by regular Highway crews. 


In addition to the general maintenance and repair of traffic signals 
alterations were made at the intersections of Beacon Street, Dean and 
Corey Roads; Beacon and St. Paul Streets; and Beacon, Centre and Web- 
ster Streets. 


In the interest of safety V. F. W. Safety signs were placed in the 
vicinity of various school buildings at locations determined by the Super- 
intendent of Streets and Chief of Police. 


During the year Brookline had approximately 46.5 in. of snowfall, of 
which 41.5 in. fell in the first quarter. Northeast Weather Services Inc. 
is again serving the ‘Town in forecasting storms and other unusual weather 
conditions. Two new F. W. D. Snow Fighters and five new Sidewalk 
Tractors were purchased during the year. 


Except when snow and ice conditions prevail the main streets are 
cleaned every day and all others once a week, This activity is carried out 
with four power street sweepers, two flushers and five sidewalk sweepers. 
Two suction leaf removers supplement trucks and loaders for fall leaves 
clean up. 


Sewers, drains and catch basins were rodded and cleaned on a regular 
schedule and emergency blocks in main lines cleared. 


Three new Daybrook Packer trucks were purchased during the year 
for use in the collection of refuse. A rubbish collection hoisting unit, 
ordered in 1961 and delivered in 1962, is used in connection with the 
collection and transportation of Dempster Dumpster boxes. 


There is no area in Town currently available for use as a ‘Town dump. 
Our present facility is being filled so rapidly that it becomes necessary to 
restrict its use for the disposal of normal household refuse.

THE WATER BOARD

Following the appointment of John W. Kickham, Esq., as a member 
of the Water Board for a three-year term expiring April 1, 1964, the Board 
organized on April 6, 1962, re-electing ‘Timothy J. Burke, Esq. its Chair- 
man, this being his sixty-second year as a member of this Board, and his 
thirty-eighth year as its Chairman. 


Due to the pendency of the establishment of a Public Works Depart- 
ment which may or may not include the Water Department, no perma- 
nent superintendent has been appointed. 


In July, legislation providing an increase of the Metropolitan District 
Commission’s water rate to member municipalities from $80 to $120 per 
million gallons resulted in this Board’s request to the Board of Selectmen 
and to the Metropolitan District Commission for approval of its intention 
to increase the Brookline water rate from 21¢ per hundred cubic feet to 
25¢ per hundred cubic feet, effective January 1, 1963. Pursuant to General 
Laws, Chapter 92, Section 27, as amended the Board of Selectmen ap- 
proved the increase on August 6th, and the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission on August 30th. 


On September 7th the Water Board therefore VOTED: to increase 
the water rate from 21¢ per hundred cubic feet, to 25¢ per hundred cubic 
feet, effective January 1, 1963. 
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Notification to water-takers of the increased water rates went forth 
by mail in the form of flyers enclosed with each bill rendered during the 
last quarter of 1962, explaining the increase as wholly due to the MDC 
legislation. 


A mounting concern to this Board is the gradual reduction of the 
number of employees in this Department, due to retirements and deaths, 
toward levels beyond which we deem it inadvisable to go, in the interest 
of public safety and welfare. Ever smaller forces will not provide a sufficient 
margin of flexibility for proper operation. 


If, therefore, a sudden need arises, (as was the case during the tor- 
rential rains of early October, when our men valiantly stood by to pump 
out cellars and help in every possible way, day and night, until the emer- 
gency passed,) we are always extremely proud of the performance of our 
diminished crews in all manner of ways. ‘Their devotion to duty continues 
to earn for them the respect and appreciation of the public. 


During the year, warrants for the commitment of water rates, exten- 
sion and maintenance charges were filed with Matthew S. McNeilly, 
Collector for the Town of Brookline, as follows:

The Department was saddened during the year by the death of three 
valued employees: Edward J. Hingston, John J. Ford and ‘Terence V. 
McMahon. Two retired employees: former Superintendent Walter B. 
Bushway, and former Working Foreman James 'T’. Fitzgerald passed away 
during. the year. 


Two employees: John W. Donovan and Luke Moran, having attained 
age 70, were retired. One employee: John Joyce, was pensioned because of 
disability. 

Two other employees: Charles S$. Agnew and Arthur L. Jackson, 
resigned to become members of our Police Department. 


The 1020 foot extension of the 12-inch feeder main in Beacon Street, 
from Tappan Street to Washington Street, will reinforce the existing Low 
Service system so that it can adequately supply both the required fire 
demands and estimated future domestic requirements in this area. 


An 8-inch main was installed off Newton Street to supply six houses 
in the new development to be known as Nelson Drive. 
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Approximately 395 feet of 8-inch main in St. Mary’s Street had to be 
abandoned because of the construction of the Massachusetts ‘Turnpike. 
The City of Boston has taken over a portion of this main to supply two 
buildings formerly serviced by Brookline.

ORGANIZATION 


The Planning Board organized for the year in May re-electing Russell 
Hastings, Chairman and William D. Mehegan, Clerk. Mr. Hastings served 
as Chairman until July at which time he retired from the Board after 
many years of devoted and outstanding service. Mr. F. Stanton Deland, 
Jr. was elected as the Board’s new Chairman and Mr. Hamilton Coolidge 
was appointed as a new member to fulfill Mr. Hastings term. 


The Board held 23 regular meetings, 30 conferences, and 2 official 
public hearings during the year. Joint meetings with other Boards and 
Agencies were held on several occasions and numerous field inspections 
were made. 

On April 2, 1962, the contract with Adams, Howard & Greeley, Plan- 
ning Consultants, was renewed for an additional year to provide pro- 
fessional comprehensive planning services to the Board. In August the 
Board signed a contract with Bruce Campbell and Associates for profes- 
sional trafic and parking consultation. 


ANNUAL RECURRING ACTIVITIES 


Board of Appeals 

In the past year the Planning Board has prepared reports on 39 zoning 
cases coming before the Board of Appeals for either variance or special 
permit and has approved 2 cases for re-hearing. 


Zoning Interpretation 

The new Zoning By-law directs the Building Commission to refer 
unclear questions of zoning interpretation to the Board for opinion. ‘Three 
such cases were referred during the last six months of 1962. 


Zoning Amendments 
Aside from the new Zoning By-law the Board held one public hearing 
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for a Zoning change on Dale and Forest Streets and reported on the same 
to ‘Town Meeting. 


Capital Improvements Program 

The Capital Improvements Program for 1963-1968 was prepared in 
cooperation with the Executive Secretary and all ‘Town departments and 
was distributed to ‘Town Meeting Members and ‘Town Officials. ‘The Pro- 
gram is yearly submitted to the Federal Government as part of the T’own’s 
certification to participate in Federal programs. 


Subdivisions 
There were no new subdivisions in Brookline in 1962. 


Subdivision Control Law 
The Board reviewed 18 plats and determined that approval under the 
subdivision control law was not required. 


NEW ZONING BY-LAW 


One of the major accomplishments was the adoption of a new Zoning 
By-law by Town Meeting in May. This culminated several years of in- 
tensive research and study by the Board. Specific activities during 1962 
included conducting an 8 session Zoning Seminar, making presentations 
at 10 Precinct meetings and 12 other special meetings. After the By-law 
was adopted, the Board and its staff spent a great deal of time continuing 
to familiarize citizens with the By-law and assisting in interpretation. 


CIRCULATION AND PARKING STUDIES 


Parking and Traffic Study 


A town-wide parking and trafic study was begun in 1962 for the 
Board of Selectmen and will be completed in 1963. The study is compre- 
hensive in nature and encompasses both commercial and residential areas 
as well as related facets of trafic. Initial reports will be presented to the 
1963 ‘Town Meeting. 


Parking Lots 

Reports were submitted to the Board of Selectmen concerning a Har- 
vard Street entrance and enlargement of the Centre Street Parking Lot, 
the need for and design of the new Webster Place Parking Lot, and air 
rights over parking lots. 


Massachusetts Turnpike and Inner Belt 

Studies of the latest Inner Belt plans were begun and will be com- 
pleted in 1963. The final plans for the Turnpike were reviewed and ap- 
proval given to a new bridge over the Turnpike in the vicinity of Carlton 
Street. 
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Streets 


The Board reviewed and commented upon plans for reconstructing 
streets in the Dale Street area, extending John Street, reconstructing 
Webster Place, and widening Washington Street. 


URBAN RENEWAL AND HOUSING 


Community Renewal Program 


In conjunction with the Board of Selectmen and Redevelopment 
Authority, the Planning Board studied the feasibility and procedures neces- 
sary to file a Community Renewal Program application and has begun 
preparation of an application. In anticipation of this program, an analysis 
was made of 1960 U. S. Census Data. 


Farm and Marsh 


Various progress plans on the Farm were reviewed and meetings were 
held with the Redevelopment Authority and the Marsh Development As- 
sociation to discuss progress on the Marsh Project. 


North Brookline 


Progress on the North Brookline Conservation Program was reviewed 
and the Board’s staff assisted in some field inspections as well as review 
of field data. 


Housing for the Elderly 


A location study and analysis of sites for housing for the elderly was 
completed for the Housing Authority. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


In addition to answering many miscellaneous referrals during the 
year, the Board has directed its attention to the following: locating and 
reviewing potential fire station sites for the Fire Department; studying 
the feasibility and desirability of a hotel use for the Lowell Playground; 
and investigating the desirability of creating a ‘Town Planning Depart- 
ment for the League of Women Voters. 


The Board’s Chairman is an official member of the ‘Town’s ‘Trafic 
Commission, and the Resident Planner acted as the Board’s representative 
on the-Town’s Health and Safety Committee.

The year 1962 was one of considerable activity for the Building Com- 
mission. Nineteen meetings were held, and in addition there were a 
number of informal conferences with other ‘Town agencies. 


Throughout the year the Commission devoted a great deal of atten- 
tion to the progress of construction at the new Police Station. Inspections 
at the site were made from time to time, and conferences held with the 
architect and the general contractor in an effort to expedite the project. 
It is now anticipated that the building will be ready for occupancy by 
February 15, 1963. 


In the early part of the year, the Commission worked with the Archi- 
tects, Richmond and Goldberg and the School Committee in developing 
final plans and specifications for the new John D. Runkle School. On 
June 19th, the Commission awarded the contract to the low bidder, John 
Bowen Company, Inc., at a price of $778,566. Construction began im- 
mediately and is proceeding at a satisfactory rate to ensure completion in 
time for the 1963-1964 school year. 


The other major project with which the Commission concerned itself 
was the preparation of final plans and specifications for the new Town 
Office Building. Periodic meetings were held with the Board of Selectmen 
and the architects, Anderson, Beckwith and Haible. These final plans were 
approved in December and the project went out for bid January 2, 1963. 
It is anticipated that the first phase of the work, demolition of the exist- 
ing Selectmen’s Building, will have begun by April 1, 1963. 


On July 16th, it was voted to award a contract for alterations to the 
Service Building at Anderson Park to John P. Hickey for $1,750. This work 
was satisfactorily completed October 2, 1962. 


On July 16th, the Commission voted to award a contract for the con- 
struction of a new Picnic Shelter at Anderson Park to Arthur K. Wells 
Company, Inc., the low bidder at a price of $6,943. This project was 
satisfactorily completed and the building accepted on December 4, 1962. 


The Commission wishes to record its gratitude and appreciation to 
Frank J. O’Hearn, its Secretary over many years, who retired April 1; and 
similarly to thank his successor Robert J. Stewart for his energetic efforts 
in serving this Commission.

During 1962 the Board of Appeals held sixty-four public hearings. 
Twenty-nine of these involved requests for Zoning variances, a few of 
which were coupled with requests for special permits or Building Code 
variances. ‘Thirteen Zoning variances were allowed, fourteen were denied, 
and one appeal was withdrawn after hearing, and one application to revoke 
a building permit was denied. 


Twelve of the hearings involved special permits under the Zoning 
By-Law, of which six were allowed and six were denied. 


Nineteen of the hearings involved only the Building Code, in which 
fifteen variances were allowed, two were denied, and two decisions over- 
ruled the Commissioner’s ruling. 


Two hearings involved applications for modification of the conditions 
under which relief had been previously granted, one of which was allowed 
and the other denied. 


The revised Zoning By-Law adopted by the ‘Town was approved by 
the Attorney General on July 25, 1962. After that date seven Zoning vari- 
ances were allowed, and nine were denied. One special permit was allowed 
and one was denied. These cases under the new by-law are included in 
the above figures for the entire year. Two decisions in cases involving 
Zoning variances are being delayed at the request of the appellants after 
being fully heard. 


This report would be incomplete without mention of the great loss 
the Board sustained by the death of Lawrence A. Bower on August 10, 
1962. He had served as a member continuously since May 10, 1954. His 
expert knowledge of building construction and his sympathetic approach 
to all human problems made him a valuable and admired member of this 
Board.

LPPACTIVITLIES 


On February 19, 1962, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority exe- 
cuted a Land Disposition Contract with The Farm Development Corp. 
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(Mr. James H. Scheuer, President) for approximately twelve and one 
half (1214) acres known as the Private Site of The Farm project for 
$750,000.00. Mr. Scheuer has agreed to build a residential complex con- 
sisting of 116 units of Relocation Housing and 750 units of deluxe hous- 
ing, the latter which is to be located along Pond Avenue. 


The Relocation Housing is to be located in the general area of what 
was formerly known as Juniper Street. It will be built under a program 
in which a forty (40) year insured mortgage at a reduced interest rate of 
314% will be made available under Section 221 (d) (3) of the Federal 
Housing regulations. This provision was made possible as a result of the 
1961 amendment to the National Housing Act. ‘The type of non-profit 
corporation will be either a Cooperative or a Limited Dividend Corpora- 
tion. It is expected that this decision will be made shortly. 


Plans are presently beng worked out by the Developer and the ‘Town 
of Brookline in which a tax arrangement will be made to permit the 
Developer to take advantage of the tax formula under Chapter 121A of 
the Massachusetts General Laws. 


The combination of low interest rate and extended amortization 
period, coupled with the tax concession, would permit the Developer to 
build Relocation Housing for ‘The Farm families not eligible for Public 
Housing. This construction would enable these families to return to ‘The 
Farm area in new housing at a rent range of $78.00 to $98.00 for an efh- 
ciency and three bedroom unit respectively. 


The Developer has further agreed to absorb two thirds (2/3) of any 
increase in rent for the next twelve (12) years and will not charge any 
management fee for the first year. 


Mr. Scheuer plans to construct a complex of desirable housing along 
Pond Avenue which will consist of three (3) tower-type, twelve (12) story 
buildings and varying height-type buildings in the vicinity of Pond Avenue 
and Allerton Street. 


The architectural team of Mrs. Chloethiel Smith of Satterlee & Smith, 
Washington, D. C., and Mr. Albert Mayer, has indicated in their pre- 
liminary plans a project for The Farm area which will not only be aestheti- 
cally acceptable to the general neighborhood, but will also integrate three 
(3) types of economic housing. In a small area such as comprises ‘The 
Farm project, the various types of construction will mark an accomplish- 
ment which is the first of its kind in this section of the country. 


It is estimated that Mr. Scheuer’s plans for construction will cost in 
the vicinity of $17,000,000.00 and will have a total tax return to the ‘Town 
of approximately $400,000.00. This amount is nine (9) times greater than 
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the original taxes paid to the ‘Town from ‘The Farm project prior to the 
Brookline Redevelopment Authority making a Taking. 


It is expected that the Private Site will be under construction by the 
end of the first quarter of 1963. According to his contract, Mr. Scheuer 
will have to build the 116 units of Relocation Housing first. These units 
will be three (3) story, walk-up apartments. The Developer has allowed 
for approximately thirty five (35) apartments per acre and according to 
his plans, has shown ample open area surrounding the buildings to be 
utilized as play area for younger children and sitting area for adults. The 
breakdown and proposed rents for this type of apartments are as follows:

The Developer’s architects have blended this housing into the present 
area so that it will be consonant with the architectural design of what is 
proposed and what is presently existing. 


In July, 1962, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority let its fourth 
(4th) Demolition Contract consisting of forty seven (47) substantial 
buildings. One hundred and ten (110) buildings have been demolished 
to date and it is expected that the remaining ten (10) structures will be 
taken down during the year of 1963. 


On August 14, 1962, the Housing and Home Finance Agency ap- 
proved the revised Cooperation Agreement between this Authority and 
the Town of Brookline which will allow the Town an increase in Non- 
Cash and Cash Grants-in-Aid which will reduce the ‘Town’s cash require- 
ments by approximately $400,000.00. Originally, the Town was committed 
to pay to this Authority $714,000.00 in cash and $108,000.00 in Non-Cash 
and Cash credits. However, with the revision of our Cooperation Agree- 
ment, the Town will only be required to pay $310,000.00 in cash and 
$470,000.00 in Non-Cash and Cash credits. ‘The Town of Brookline has 
received further financial assistance from the Division of Urban and In- 
dustrial Renewal of the State Housing Board which, to date, has paid in 
cash to the Town the sum of $41,149.95. The State will reimburse the 
Town approximately $400,000.00 over the next eighteen (18) years which 
will be one half (14) of the Town’s one third (1/3) share for The Farm 
project. It is expected that this amount will exceed the actual cash con- 
tribution paid by the Town of Brookline. 


Il. NEW PROJECT 


In August, 1962, the Housing and Home Finance Agency approved 
the Survey and Planning application for the MARSH project. A Federal 
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advance of $71,000.00 was granted to the Brookline Redevelopment Au- 
thority to perform certain studies and prepare a plan to determine the 
particular type of urban renewal for this area of Brookline. Subsequent to 
this approval, the Brookline Redevelopment Authority executed Third 
Party Contracts with individuals and firms to perform the necessary surveys 
required in putting together a Redevelopment Plan. It is expected that 
these plans will be complete and final plans will be submitted to the 
Housing and Home Finance Agency in the latter part of March, 1963. 
Once preliminary approval is forthcoming from the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency’s Regional Office, the Authohrity will request the Board 
of Selectmen to call a Special Town Meeting for the Town to act and 
appropriate its share for the cost of this project. 


Il. SETTLEMENT OF PROPERTY CLAIMS 


At the time the Brookline Redevelopment Authority made the Tak- 
ing, there were 91 parcels in The Farm. 

Of this number, 88 have accepted final settlement either voluntarily, 
through option negotiation, or by court awards. The Authority paid out 
for the acquisition of these 88 parcels the amount of $2,250,642.03 through 
December 31, 1962. 


IV. PROPERTY MANAGEMENT AND MAINTENANCE 


When the Brookline Redevelopment Authority acquired The Farm 
area by eminent domain, it assumed the responsibility of managing and 
maintaining the property as well as collecting rents, all according to Fed- 
eral regulations. ‘The Authority has received gross earned income of $324,- 
175.00 since April 22, 1959, and has net income of $208,343.00 operating 
expenses of $93,782.00. The Authority has credited the Town with $175,- 
552.00 as a payment in lieu of real estate taxes. The remaining $32,791.00 
has been applied to reduce our over-all project cost. The Authority also 
received $41,597.51 interest from investment which will also be applied 
to reduce our project cost. ‘The attached Appendix No. 2 is a breakdown 
of income and expenses to date. 


V. RELOCATION 


Since the Brookline Redevelopment Authority acquired The Farm 
property in April of 1959, it has relocated 195 families; 82 individuals and 
43 businesses as reflected in the following report:

Upon completion of the Relocation Housing, it is expected that those 
families living in The Farm at the time of the Taking, will be afforded 
the opportunity of returning to the developed area into new housing at 
a rental cost within their economic means. It has been the constant ob- 
jective of the Members of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority to 
provide such modern type housing that would be made available to 
tenants who lived in the Farm prior to the Taking. 


VI. CONCLUSION 


The Members of the Brookline Redevelopment Authority, on numer- 
ous occasions during the past year, convened with the Board of Selectmen, 
The Planning Board, the Brookline Housing Authority and other inde- 
pendent Town agencies as well as the Public, to discuss ‘The Farm project 
and other urban renewal programs for Brookline. ‘These meetings served 
to focus attention on those aspects of renewal that would best promote 
immediate and future growth of our ‘Town as a community geared to meet 
the challenge of our changing times.

The Brookline Housing Authority submits this report of its activities, 
receipts and disbursements for the year ending December 31, 1962, pur- 
suant to the provisions of Section 26U of the Housing Authority Law. 


On January 10, 1962, the Annual Meeting was held at which the 
following officers were elected for the ensuing year: Frank D. Harrington, 
Chairman; Theresa J. Morse, Vice-Chairman; Lucius T. Hill, Treasurer; 
Robert S. Weeks, Jr., Assistant Treasurer and Jack Backman, Assistant 
Secretary. 


VETERANS PROJECTS MASS, 200-1-1A-2 


On November 30, 1962, the Authority made a payment of $10,476.00 
in lieu of taxes for 1962 to the Town of Brookline. 


On March 15, 1962, the Authority’s Fiscal Agent received $83,650 
from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of 
subsidy to aid the Authority in meeting the cost of Debt Service for 1962. 


Both Veterans projects are fully occupied. During the year 1962, there 
were 65 new applications received for tenancy while 28 tenants vacated 
their apartments during the same period. Three of those vacating were 
required to move as their incomes were above the legal limit for con- 
tinued occupancy. Income limits for admission and for continued occu- 
pancy are unchanged. 


HOUSING FOR THE ELDERLY MASS. 667-1 


The Marion Street, housing for the elderly project, is fully occupied. 
On February 15, 1962, the Authority’s Fiscal Agent received $17,750 from 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts as its proportionate share of subsidy. 


During the year 1962, there were 56 new applications received for 
tenancy while two apartments became available due to deaths of tenants. 
The tenants, as well as other members of the “Golden Age Club” have 
enjoyed many varied entertainments sponsored by the Brookline Recrea- 
tion Department during the year. 


FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING MASS. 33-1 


Initial occupancy of the MASS. 33-1 project took place on September 
1, 1962 and is now fully occupied. A total of 333 applications for tenancy 
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have been received. The Brookline Housing Authority appreciates the 
cooperation of all ‘Town Departments in the development and manage- 
ment of this project. A recreation program has been inaugurated for all 
age groups and tenant social and recreational activities are held in the 
Community Room with the aid of a tenant-organized group (Club 100) 
and with the assistance and advice of the Brookline Recreation Depart- 
ment. 


FEDERAL LOW RENT HOUSING MASS. 33-2 


Housing for the Elderly 


Having been authorized by the Town Meeting of April, 1962 to con- 
struct 100 units of housing for the elderly under a Federal Program, a site 
on Pleasant Street was chosen which has the approval of the Public 
Housing Administration. Surveys and Appraisals have been completed 
and acquisition of the site is expected in the near future. Preliminary 
drawings have been made by the Architects, Bastille-Halsey Associates. 

Reports on receipts and disbursements of the Administration Fund, 
200-1-1A-2; General Fund 33-1; and Administration Fund 667-1 Housing 
for the Elderly, for the year ended December 31, 1962, are attached hereto 
and made a part hereof.

Our State Legislature has established recently a minimum school year 
of 180 days for the elementary schools of Massachusetts. The former legal 
requirement was 160 days, but the schools of Brookline, both High and 
elementary, have been in session 180 or more days for more than 62 years. 


Teachers’ Salaries 


Every fall the School Committee finds it desirable to review the 
salaries paid to our teachers and to the other personnel. For a great many 
years Brookline’s salaries were outstanding and attracted desirable teachers 
from many parts of the country. Our salaries are still good, when com- 
pared with those of many communities, but in the race for superior 
teachers, with supply failing to meet demand, other cities and towns have 
recognized the necessity for sternly competitive scales, and in some cases, 
particularly for the earlier years of teaching, have exceeded the salaries 
offered in Brookline. 


Mindful of our responsibility to secure and retain the best teachers 
who can be found anywhere, in a day of shortages in high-quality teachers, 
we believe that we must offer the fair salaries necessary for successful 
competition, not only in New England but in other parts of the country 
as well. 

Since 1945, we have had a salary schedule which recognizes the nature 
of the work performed, the educational background, and the years of ex- 
perience. It also is designed, through an additional study allowance plan, 
to reward those who have made unusual effort to improve themselves in 
service through continued study, significant travel, participation in profes- 
sional and community activities, and who have assisted in the preparation 
and revision of courses of study and the training of student teachers. We 
are sure there is no perfect measure of a teacher's worth, but our salary 
plan does offer incentives to in-service improvement and minimizes those 
subjective judgments (characteristic of many merit plans) that can often 
be unintentionally unfair. 


February, 1962—Section One 
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There is one other fact about our additional study allowance, which 
is our form of merit recognition. It is not a permanent addition to a 
teacher’s salary, but is granted annually for professional accomplishments 
which were achieved within the previous seven years. It is paid in from 
one to four units of $250 each according to the extent of the accomplish- 
ments recorded and evaluated. In addition, a teacher has not been eligible 
to apply for a study allowance until he has received the maximum salary 
for his classification during at least one year. We have modified this plan 
to include, effective September 1, 1962, any teacher on tenure who has 
held for one year the master’s degree plus one year status. 


The School Committee and a special faculty committee have under 
study and review the bases upon which additional study allowances are 
granted. ‘This seems to the School Committee especially important in 
view of our recent liberalizing of the eligibility requirements. for additional 
study allowance. 


Approximately one half of our teachers are eligible for the additional 
allowance, and approximately one half of those eligible receive from $250 
to $1000 in any one year. 


The plan became effective in 1947. Since that time it has been 
changed by increasing the unit value from $50 to $250 and by increasing 
from five years to seven years the period for which recognition will be 
given. 


Following a thorough study the School Committee adopted, effective 
September 1, 1962, a salary schedule for teachers which provides a salary 
of $4600 for a kindergarten teacher with a bachelor’s degree and without 
previous experience to $9000 for a High School teacher with a master’s 
degree plus one year status in his sixteenth year of teaching. Beyond this 
is the additional study allowance already described. 


The School Committee has for some months been working on an 
evaluation of our teacher procurement, recruitment, and turnover, in an 
effort to attract and keep the best teachers available, and the increase in 
the salary schedule is one means of achieving this desirable goal. The main 
features of this schedule are: 


Salary schedule for teachers. The new schedule increases by $500 the minimum 
salaries in all schedules, and increases by $800 the maximum salaries in all sched- 
ules. The first eight increments in all schedules are maintained at $200, as in the 
existing schedule; the next five to seven increments, depending on the schedule, 
have been increased to $250; and the final increment has been adjusted to main- 
tain the differentials which existed between the schedules. Beginning next Sep- 
tember, therefore, the range of teachers’ salaries will be $4800 for a kindergarten 
teacher with a bachelor’s degree and one year of experience to $10,000 for a High 
School teacher with a master’s degree plus 1 year and with the maximum additional 
study allowance. 


Salary schedule for heads of departments at the High School. The following addi-

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tions to Schedule D for the High School have been established: initial allowance, 
$1000; subsequent increments, $300; maximum allowance, $2200. 


The following salary schedule has been adopted for elementary school 
principals and directors, effective September 1, 1962:

Master’s degree 9,000 12,000 
Doctor’s degree 9,300 12,800 


In the consideration of these salary schedules, we were helped im- 
measurably by the Salary Committee of the Teachers Club, which brought 
to the conferences a maturity of judgment and a high professional stand- 
ing. 

It has been found necessary, in order to secure and retain outstanding 
substitute teachers, to increase their daily compensation rates by $2, as 
follows: 


After 20 days 


Grade Daily in one position 
Kindergarten $16 $18 
Grades 1-8 18 20 
High School 20 Ze 


Similarly, we have found it necessary to establish a rate of $7 per hour 
for teachers in the Adult Education Program, rather than the graduated 
scale of $4 to $5, based on length of service; and to establish for afternoon 
play instructors a rate of $7 an afternoon for Brookline teachers and $5 for 
non-staff members, an increase of $2 an afternoon in each case. 


No changes are being made in the salary schedules of our Civil Service 
employees. However, in case the Annual ‘Town Meeting increases the 
salaries of the Civil Service employees in other ‘Town Departments, we 
plan to provide a similar increase for our employees. 


Our 1962 Budget 


The six meetings of our Subcommittees this fall, our special meeting 
on December 4, and our conference with the Advisory Committee on 
December 6 culminated in our adoption, on December 11, of a budget of 
$3,958,885, which reflected deletions and revisions of $50,270 by our Sub- 
committees. At our invitation, the Subcommittee on Schools of the Ad- 
visory Committee, under the Chairmanship of Jacques M. Dronsick, and 
the Executive Secretary to the Selectmen or his Assistant attended our 
budget meetings. The record of our meeting on December 11 contains the 
following commendation of the Chairman of the Subcommittee on Schools 
of the Advisory Committee: “The Chairman congratulated Jacques M. 
Dronsick, Chairman of the Subcommittee on Schools of the Advisory 
Committee, for his remarkably clear and concise presentation of the School 
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Committee’s budget to the Advisory Committee on December 6, and she 
thanked him for his interest in the schools.”

The net increase of $219,490 is 5.8 per cent more than the 1961 ap- 
propriation, and 5.3 per cent of this increase is for Instructional Service. 
The principal factors which contribute to the increase of $219,490 are: the 
salaries of administrators and day-school teachers, $110,686; the moderni- 
aztion of science facilities at the High School, $50,000; the summer school 
program, $18,390; salaries of teachers in the Adult Education Program, 
$13,500; the transportation of physically and mentally handicapped pupils 
and the transportation of certain pupils of the Runkle School during the 
construction of the new building, $10,713; three additional clerks, $9,945; 
and textbooks, educational supplies, office supplies, $6,256. 


Our inclusion of $50,000 for the modernization of science facilities at 
the High School is based on the assumption that the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education will approve the project, under the National De- 
fense Education Act, for reimbursement to the Town of one-half the cost, 
or $25,000. If, by the time of the Town Meeting, the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education has not approved the project for such reimburse- 
ment, we plan to revise our request. 


For travel outside the State, we have asked the Board of Selectmen 
to include an allowance of $6000, or $2000 more than the allocations for 
1960 and 1961. Our program for the visits of guidance counselors to the 
colleges, the attendance of our administrators and teachers at educational 
meetings, and teacher procurement will necessitate this allowance. 


Chapter 643, Acts of 1948, requires that we report, when we submit 
our budget to the ‘Town, the estimated amount which will be received dur- 
ing the budget year on account of our schools. We estimate that over 
$212,000 will be received in 1962, including $36,382 for construction 
grants, $17,000 under Public Law 874 for federally related pupils, and 
$32,300 for the education and transportation of mentally and physically 
handicapped pupils. 
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We returned to the Town Treasurer, for 1961, a total of $72,992 from 
the following sources: $57,534 from our regular appropriation; and $15,458 
from funds under Public Law 874, this being the balance in the entitle- 
ments for federally related pupils for the school years prior to 1960-61. 


Federal Aid 


We received in federal aid, in 1961, under Public Laws 864 and 874 
a total of $24,243, which was placed in special funds in the Town Treas- 
uty, for expenditure according to our determination, as provided by the 
statutes. 


Reimbursement of $19,548 was received under Public Law 874, as 
follows: $18,769 for the education of 53 pupils who attended the Pierce 
and High Schools during the school year 1960-61 from their homes on 
federal enclaves, namely, the Boston Naval Shipyard and the Chelsea 
Naval Hospital; and $779, the balance of our entitlement for the education 
of these pupils during the school year 1959-60. 


Public Law 874 provides aid to communities which educate pupils 
whose parents are employed on federally owned or federally leased prop- 
erty, or pupils who live on federally owned or federally leased property 
with a parent who is either employed on such property or who is on active 
duty in the military services. Although, for the third successive year, we 
failed by a small fraction of one per cent to meet the requirement that at 
least three per cent of the average daily attendance be represented by 
federally related pupils, the United States Department of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare acceded to our request that the requirement be waived 
to permit the Town to be reimbursed for the pupils in attendance from 
the Boston Naval Shipyard and the Chelsea Naval Hospital, approved the 
recommendation of its local office, and allotted these funds. An important 
factor in the decision of the federal office to waive the requirement was 
the civic-mindedness of the Town in providing an education for such 
pupils, without any reimbursement, for at least 50 years prior to 1958, and 
its willingness to continue to grant the requests of these pupils for admis- 
sion. 


For the school year 1960-61, we had 161 federally related pupils in 
average daily attendance, compared to 160 for the school year 1959-60, 
and 165 for 1958-59, the initial year of our participation. We are preparing 
our claim for aid for the current school year, and hope that we shall meet 
the three per cent requirement so that the Town will be reimbursed for 
all federally related pupils. 

Under Public Law 864 (the National Defense Education Act), we 
received $4,695 as reimbursement for our expenditures for State-approved 
projects in the areas of guidance, counseling and testing, and in mathe- 
matics and science. 
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Institute of Asian Studies 


Our High School has been invited to participate in a new venture, 
which aims to increase the awareness of values, both cultural and practical, 
inherent in the Chinese civilization. To this end, under the leadership of 
Dr. Gordon O. Thayer, Headmaster of Thayer Academy, Braintree, an 
Institute of Asian Studies has been organized in cooperation with three 
other private schools and three public schools. The six schools, which with 
Thayer Academy are known as the Associated Schools, are Dana Hall 
School, Wellesley; Phillips Academy, Andover; Phillips Exeter Academy, 
Exeter, New Hampshire; Brookline High School; Lexington High School; 
and Wellesley High School. 


This new dimension in secondary school studies has been made pos- 
sible by a grant from the Carnegie Corporation of New York for the 
express purpose of encouraging able college preparatory students to pursue 
collegiate studies and future careers involving training in Chinese language 
and culture. 


As a pioneering secondary school program based on the cooperation 
and counsel of professors in the Far Eastern Language Departments of 
Harvard and Yale Universities, the Institute of Asian Studies will be 
second to none in its field in the excellence of its offerings. It will open 
its program to qualified students of private, public, and parochial high 
schools who will have completed the eleventh grade by June, 1962. 

Participants will attend two sessions. ‘The first session will last for ten 
weeks during the summer of 1962 and will be held at Thayer Academy. 
Classes in the Chinese language and accompanying cultural studies will be 
held throughout the day on Mondays through Fridays. ‘The second session 
will take place from September, 1962, to June, 1963, and will entail classes 
of two hours’ duration meeting at selected campus centers twice weekly, 
making a total of four hours of instruction a week for a period of 30 weeks. 


Upon successful completion of the program, the student will be 
granted two college preparatory language credits and will be prepared to 
continue with third-year or intermediate Chinese in college. Furthermore, 
the successful student may attend in 1963 one of a number of summer 
institutes in Far Eastern languages held at Yale University, Chicago Uni- 
versity, Columbia University, and elsewhere. 


The tuition charge for the forty-week program is $200. Students who 
live at ‘Thayer Academy during the summer session will be charged an 
additional $500 for room and board. It is emphasized, however, that 
scholarship funds are available; and no one should refrain from applying 
for admission because of financial circumstances. 


English Achievement Award 
For the fourth consecutive year the National Council of Teachers of 
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English, the largest subject-matter organization of teachers in the United 
States, has selected a Brookline High School senior to be one of the four- 
teen Massachusetts winners in its annual Achievement Awards competi- 
tion. Our winner this year, Roberta Weiner, will receive the Council’s 
scroll of recognition at an awards assembly, and her name will be included 
in a list of winners to be sent to all the colleges in the country with a 
recommendation that she receive appropriate recognition of her scholar- 
ship. In previous years approximately 80 per cent of the nation’s awards 
winners applying for scholarships have received financial aid. 


Because of Roberta’s achievement, the High School English Depart- 
ment has received again the National Council’s scroll of commendation. 
Our High School is the only one in the State which has had winners in 
all of the Council’s four annual competitions, 


Princeton Prize 


The School Committee is happy to accept the offer of the Princeton 
Alumni Association of New England to create a Princeton Prize at Brook- 
line High School for the purpose of stimulating an interest in Princeton 
through an awareness of the many advantages of this institution. 


The Princeton Prize consists of a trip to Princeton University to that 
boy in the junior class who, while maintaining a record of high academic 
performance, has been determined to be the most outstanding in terms of 
service to his community and contribution to his school’s extra-curricular 
activities. In choosing the recipient of this prize, genuine interest and 
marked contribution are considered more seriously than the mere number 
and variety of activities undertaken. 


The Princeton Alumni Association hopes to present this prize annu- 
ally, commencing in 1962, with the idea that the recipient will make his 
visit to Princeton during the coming spring. The winner will be selected 
by the Scholarship Committee at the High School. 


Advanced Placement Examinations in History 


In June of 1961, 568 students were graduated from our High School. 
Of these, 72 took an average of two of the advanced placement examina- 
tions administered by the College Entrance Examination Board. Some of 
these examinations were taken in the junior year, but most in the senior 
year. Most of our students did well, and we shall strive constantly to make 
the results even better. 


We are especially interested in reporting at this time a study of the 
results in the advanced placement class in European history. Last year this 
class consisted of eleven boys and seven girls, who through their school 
records and preliminary efforts became eligible for the course. ‘Their final 
marks six A’s, ten B’s, and two C’s. All members of the class took the 
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College Board advanced placement examination with the following results: 
four 5’s (high honor), four 4’s (honor), eight 3’s (creditable), and two 2’s 
(passed). ‘The students matriculated in these colleges: four in Harvard, 
two in Columbia, two in the University of Massachusetts, one each in 
Barnard, Pembroke, Stanford, Brandeis, Lafayette, the University of Pitts- 
burgh, Boston University, Emmanuel, and Ohio Wesleyan. One is spend- 
ing a year of work combined with travel and some study in Israel. Four 
members of the class were granted sophomore standing by Harvard be- 
cause they scored 3 or higher in at least three advanced placement examu- 
nations. ‘Ten others received advanced placement in history and are taking 
sophomore courses in that subject, and of these eight were given points 
of credit toward the college degree. 


Summer School in Brookline 


An initial questionnaire circulated among the students of the High 
School and of the eighth grades throughout the town indicated strong in- 
terest in the Summer School program which the School Committee has 
voted to begin next summer. Approximately 350 students indicated that 
they are planning to attend, with the following breakdown: High School 
students have expressed the greatest interest in the following courses: 
French, 61; algebra, 56; English, 43; typewriting, 33; chemistry, 32; and 
geometry, 30. Eighth-grade pupils have expressed the greatest interest in 
the following courses: English, 25; typewriting, 25; and algebra, 17. The 
School Committee is heartened by this response which shows every evi- 
dence of wide acceptance of the Summer School program. A brochure 
describing the courses and other details is being prepared for circulation 
among our students and in public and private schools in Brookline 
and neighboring communities, from which it is expected pupils will also 
be drawn for the Summer School (at a higher fee than for Brookline 
students ). 


We have appointed Carmen P. Rinaldi, Housemaster of Lincoln 
House since 1959, to be Director of the Summer School. Mr. Rinaldi is 
a graduate of Boston University with the degrees of B.A., 1947, and M.A., 
1948. He has had additional study at Boston University, Middlebury Col- 
lege, and the University of Seville. In 1948-1950 he taught French and 
Spanish in Westwood High School; and since 1951 he has been teacher 
of modern languages at our High School. From 1953 to 1955 Mr. Rinaldi 
was Assistant Housemaster of Roberts House; 1955 to 1959, Housemaster 
of Akers House. He has served also as a guidance counselor, a member of 
the Committee for the Prolonged School Day, Faculty Adviser of the 
Student Council, and a member of the Parent-Teacher Organization. 


Our Guidance Clearing House 


We are proud of the fact that for many years the number of those 
who leave the High School before graduation without expecting to con- 
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tinue their education elsewhere has been less than two per cent of the 
High School enrolment. This unusually fine record is not the result of 
chance. Brookline children are especially fortunate in the quality of their 
families and environment, in the ability of their teachers, in the size of 
their classes, and in many other ways. In spite of all our efforts, there is a 
limited but not unimportant number of students whose successful con- 
tinuance in school depends upon extraordinary guidance measures. ‘To 
meet the needs of such students rather than to let them drop out of 
school, the Headmaster and key members of his staff meet every Wednes- 
day morning to consider unusually difficult student situations and to create 
plans for dealing with them. 


The housemaster of a student under consideration takes the lead in 
setting forth the problem as he has seen it develop in his observation of 
the student in question. The reports of the student’s teachers, guidance 
counselor, school nurse, school physician, and any other staff member are 
presented by them, and all of their information and recommendations are 
carefully considered and coordinated. If his attendance record is poor, the 
Supervisor of Attendance presents supporting data. The School Adjust- 
ment Counselor is the liaison between the school and any outside social 
work agency, if such agency is involved. 


As the facts bearing on the case are developed and interpretation of 
them is made by the various experts and authorities around the conference 
table, a course of action is decided upon. This may be a change in aca- 
demic program or placement, referral to the next health counseling clinic 
for special examination or health counseling, the collection of pertinent 
but missing information from parents, private physician, or outside social 
agency, or immediate referral to our own School Adjustment Counselor 
for regular therapeutic counseling, depending upon the nature of the difh- 
culty. Ordinary learning and behavior difficulties are not brought before 
this conference but are handled by those directors and administrators 
whose responsibility it is. Progress reports are made at the outset of each 
succeeding meeting. 


It is felt that these procedures, though time consuming and demand- 
ing of staff effort, are essential to insure the success and happiness of a 
comparatively small number of students whose present welfare and future 
prospects are threatened by conditions which may in many cases be over- 
come. 


High School Winter Carnival 


The third annual High School Winter Carnival was held on January 
26 and 27, and featured a concert, an ice festival, and a dance. ‘he concert 
was given in the Auditorium on Friday evening with Roberts House stu- 
dents Mark Gray and Sylvia Bergheim conducting. On that occasion the 
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lovely Winter Queen finalists were introduced: Roberts House, Janet S. 
Levine and Anne M. Theroux; Lincoln House, Susan Jackson and Patricia 
Shen; Akers House, Ann Johnson and Janet M. Lynch; and Packard 
House, Judith A. Katz and Margaret J. McNeilly. 


Highlighted by the Winter Queen Beauty Contest, won by Anne M. 
Theroux, the gay ice festival was held on Saturday afternoon and included 
also a mock hockey game, relay races, and booths of several clubs. ‘The 
Festival was sponsored by the Student Council with Aristides Georgantas 
serving as Chairman. 


The Winter Carnival Dance, under the auspices of Lincoln House 
and the chairmanship of Eric Rosen, took place on Saturday evening in 
the gymnasium and marked the conclusion of a memorable week end. 


Progress Towards a New John D. Runkle School 


On January 3, the School Committee met with the Building Com- 
mission and Richmond and Goldberg, architects for the new John D. 
Runkle School. ‘The architects submitted their final preliminary plans, 
layout, site plan, budget, and a timetable and recommended that they be 
authorized to proceed with the working drawings and specifications. Their 
budget, the first two items of which are the estimates made by professional 
estimators, is as follows:

Middle of June, 1962. Beginning of the construction. 


Middle of August, 1963. Completion of the building. 


At this conference, the Building Commission VOTED: to approve 
the final preliminary plans of the new John D. Runkle School, as prepared 
by Richmond and Goldberg, architects; and to authorize this firm to start 
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the working drawings, subject to the submission to the Building Commis- 
sion and the School Committee, after the first stage of the working draw- 
ings, of alternates for possible inclusion in the bids of the general con- 
tractors. 


The School Committee was very much pleased that the estimates in- 
dicate that the building needs for a modern educational program at the 
Runkle School can be met within the appropriation and expressed to the 
Building Commission approval of the final preliminary plans. It further 
recommended that the architects be authorized to proceed with the work- 
ing drawings and specifications, as recommended by the architect; and, at 
its special meeting on January 8, confirmed this action unanimously. 


The contract between the ‘Town and the architects, already signed by 
the architects, was signed on behalf of the Town by the Building Com- 
mission on January 3, by the School Committee on January 15, and by the 
Board of Selectmen on January 22. 


In order to advance this project as quickly as possible — in keeping 
with the expressed intent of the Town Meeting last March when it ap- 
propriated $1,000,000 for a new Runkle School — and to prevent any 
further delays, the School Committee will continue to meet whenever 
necessary and desirable with the Building Commission and the architects. 


School Committee-Staff Conferences 


Following a well-established custom, the School Committee conferred 
on January 8 with staff members regarding the additional study allowance 
which is provided for in the teachers’ salary schedule and the degree equiv- 
alence plan, for the purpose of determining what modifications, if any, 
should be made. We have inivted the staff members to consider these 
subjects and to present their recommendations to us. 


On February 5 a conference was held with staff members concerning 
the teaching of English, and we plan the following similar conferences: 


March 5. Speech therapy and the teaching of the ungraded classes. 

April 2. Guidance at the High School and the work of the school adjustment 
counselors. 

May 7. General problems relating to the administration of the High School. 


Interested citizens are invited to attend these conferences, which will 
be held in the School Committee Meeting Room, Pierce School (Primary 
Building), 33 Prospect Street, at 8 p.m. on these dates. 


Our Graduates in College 


There were 568 graduates in the Class of 1961. Of these, 459, nearly 
81 per cent, are continuing their education. One hundred and fifty-six boys 
(59 per cent) are attending four-year, degree-granting colleges; 22 (8 per 
cent) are attending junior colleges; 18 (7 per cent), private preparatory 
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schools; 4 (2 per cent), business schools; 12 (5 per cent), trade, technical 
and junior professional schools. One hundred forty-three girls (47 per 
cent) are attending four-year, degree-granting colleges; 57 (19 per cent), 
junior colleges; 11 (4 per cent), nursing schools; 31 (10 per cent), busi- 
ness schools; 4 (1 per cent), trade, technical and junior professional 
schools. Eighty-nine members, 36 boys and 53 girls, (17 per cent) are 
working. ‘Thirteen boys (5 per cent) are in the armed services, 5 in the 
Army, | in the Navy, and 7 in the Air Force. 


It is interesting to note that there are more members of the Class of 
1961 who are continuing their education than there were members of the 
class just ten years ago in 1951. There are other interesting comparisons, 
also. ‘The Class of 1951 had 439 graduates. Of these, 284 (65 per cent) 
continued on to higher education. One hundred and twenty-five (28 per 
cent) went immediately to work. Sixteen of the boys entered the Armed 
Forces, 9 in the Navy, 2 to the Air Force, and 5 to the Marines. More girls 
than boys in the Class of 1951 entered four-year, degree-granting institu- 
tions. 


The three colleges enrolling the greatest number of our graduates 
were the same in 1951 and 1961. Boston University always leads with the 
largest number of our students enrolled there. Twenty-six boys and 35 girls 
of the Class of 1961 are studying at Boston University, 19 boys and 14 girls 
at the University of Massachusetts, and 26 boys and 6 girls at Northeastern 
University. Many members of the class are not attending local institutions. 
The ones at the greatest distance are the three students who are studying 
at Hebrew University, Jerusalem, Israel; one at the California Institute of 
Technology; one at McGill University, Montreal, Canada; one at Saint 
Francis Xavier University, Nova Scotia, Canada; one at the University of 
Idaho; one at DePauw University, Indiana; one at Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; one at Purdue University, Indiana; and one at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


The boys of the Class of 1961 are studying at 84 different post- 
secondary institutions and the girls at 50. Brandeis enrolled five students of 
the Class of 1961; Brown University and Pembroke College, four each; 
Columbia University, three; Harvard University, six; Mount Holyoke Col- 
lege, three; Smith College, three; Tufts College and Jackson College, 
seven. As usual, we have students continuing their education at Amherst 
College, Antioch College, Boston College, Bryn Mawr College, Carnegie 
Institute of ‘Technology, Emmanuel College, Holy Cross College, Johns 
Hopkins University, Middlebury College, University of Pennsylvania, 
Princeton University, Radcliffe College, Simmons College, Swarthmore 
College, the United States Naval Academy, Wellesley College, Wesleyan 
University, Wheaton College, Williams College and many others too 
numerous to mention in this issue. 
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All of the foregoing information is derived from a complete follow-up 
study of the previous graduating class, conducted each year by the Guid- 
ance Service of the High School. 


Dollars for Scholars 


Our enthusiastic approval has been given to the plan of the Parent- 
‘Teacher Organization of the High School, submitted through its President, 
Maurice W. Silber, and the Chairman of its Scholarship Committee, Mrs. 
Philip S. Jackson, to establish a Brookline High School Dollars for Scholars 
Fund, the proceeds of which will be given to the Brookline High School 
Graduates Scholarship Fund for award by the Scholarship Committee of 
the High School under its regular procedures. 


The week of April 30 has been designated by the Parent-Teacher 
Organization as a Dollars for Scholars week, when the parents will seek 
contributions for this purpose from the citizens and businesses of the 
Town. In designating this week, the Parent-Teacher Organization believes 
that the citizens of Brookline will want to share in the worthwhile aims 
of the Organization to enable more worthy students to attend college and 
to ease somewhat the staggering financial burden now faced by the parents 
of college-bound students. ‘The necessity of such a fund is apparent, par- 
ticularly when 80.9 per cent of the graduating class is attending college 
or post-secondary schools, a rise of 16.2 per cent in ten years, and one of 
the highest percentages in the United States. 


The School Committee joins the Parent-Teacher Organization in hop- 
ing that the citizens will respond enthusiastically to this first ‘Town-wide 
appeal. 


School Lunch Week 


By proclamation of Governor Volpe, School Lunch Week was ob- 
served in our schools and elsewhere throughout the Commonwealth during 
the week of January 15, in keeping with the efforts of President Kennedy 
to encourage programs of physical fitness for all American youth. “With- 
out the right foods in the right amounts,” Marion L. Cronan, our Director 
of Homemaking, says, “it is impossible to be physically fit.” 


In the opinion of our Director of Homemaking it is the total food 
picture that is important: the meals at home, the between-meal snacks, 
and, for many of our children, the meal in the school cafeteria. 


We serve 2870 meals a day in our lunchrooms to 47 per cent of the 
children. Those who are responsible for nutrition education in our schools 
hope that this may be increased to 100 per cent. Your School Committee 
asks that all parents give careful thought to the service rendered by our 
school lunchrooms, for this service is an important means of nutrition edu- 
cation. Our Director of Homemaking and other experts have reported that 
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a child who omits breakfast or eats a substandard luncheon rarely satisfies 
his nutritional needs for the day. The luncheon served in the nine Brook- 
line Schools supplies at least one third of the daily food needs at a cost of 
twenty-five cents. 


To parents who think that they cannot afford to extend the budget to 
include school lunch money, our Director of Homemaking says “you can’t 
afford not to take advantage of the school lunch. If you figure the cost of 
the lunches you pack today, you will discover that, if they meet your child’s 
nutritional needs, they cost more than twenty-five cents.” 


As part of our nutrition education program, the children in our ele- 
mentary schools had the opportunity to plan the menus for School Lunch 
Week, under the supervision of the homemaking teacher. ‘The usual news- 
paper publication of the menu was omitted that week, and instead, each 
school prepared and sent home its own menu. 


In addition to providing a nutritious, economical meal, our school 
lunch program helps to build good eating habits by introducing new foods, 
some of which a child will often eat in school, though he might refuse 
them at home. 


The schools are able to serve meals at low cost for several reasons: 
they do not try to make a profit; there is no charge included for rent, heat, 
light, capital outlay, or general supervision; and federal and state funds 
help to reduce the cost. Since the beginning of this school year, the fed- 
eral government has distributed lamb, turkey, hamburg, flour, and butter 
to school lunchrooms throughout the country. For the purpose of pro- 
moting physical fitness through better nutrition, the Brookline Schools 
received, in 1961, over $84,000 in subsidies from the following sources: 
federal commodities, valued at more than $26,000; and federal and state 
reimbursement for hot lunches and milk, amounting to more than $58,000. 


The school lunch program began in a very small way 67 years ago 
with the introduction into the then new High School building of a 
kitchen and a lunch counter, at which hot soup, beef tea and a variety of 
wholesome food of quality were served at reasonable prices. The High 
School lunchroom was operated as a concession until 1919. The first ele- 
mentary school lunchroom was opened in 1925 at the Devotion School, 
and operated on a concession basis until 1931 when its operation became 
a part of the school lunch system under the immediate control of the 
School Committee. Mrs. Elvira E. Potter was in charge of this program 
from 1925 to 1948 when she retired as Director of Homemaking. Marion 
L. Cronan has occupied this position since 1948. 


Distinctions 


Bertram H. Holland, Headmaster of the High School, has been elected 
President of the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
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Schools. During the past 76 years this association has had a distinguished 
record of service to public and private secondary schools and to higher 
education in New England. The election to the presidency, therefore, 
brings, not only to the individual but to the school system he serves, an 
honor of the highest order. 


Roland A. Dwinell, teacher at the High School, is President of the 
Massachusetts Business Educators Association, an organization which is 
comprised of classroom teachers and directors of business education at the 
secondary and post-secondary levels, as well as representatives from the 
business world. 


Numerous other members of our staff are serving in positions of 
leadership and responsibility. Among these are officers and directors of 
educational and community organizations. All of them are bringing recog- 
nition to the Brookline Schools as well as to the individuals. 


Laura C. Hagar, school nurse, was awarded a Neighborhood Award 
Certificate by the Northeastern Region of the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews “for the advancement of better understanding, feeling, 
and living between individuals and groups in her town of Brookline, 
Massachusetts, through the Fair Housing Practices Committee, and in her 
deep personal concern for people and the strengthening of human relation- 
ships, helping thereby to abolish prejudice and discrimination in all the 
civic order, and advancing the ideal of equal opportunity for all.” In addi- 
tion to her work on the Fair Housing Practices Committee, Miss Hagar 
sponsored an Indonesian couple in 1960 through the Refugee Program of 
the World Council of Churches. 


Marion L. Cronan, our Director of Homemaking, has written a book 
entitled The Schoo] Lunch, which was published in January by Charles A. 
Bennett Company, Inc., Peoria, Illinois. This book gives a comprehensive 
background of all major phases of lunchroom operation including the 
school lunch as a teaching area. It serves as a basic text for college students 
majoring in institutional management and for those planning to direct a 
school lunchroom. 

Mrs. Mildred J. Davis, teacher in our Adult Education Program of 
the very popular and unique course in crewel work, will have her book 
The Art of Crewel Embroidery published in the spring by Crown Pub- 
lishers. ‘This is a complete book of all aspects of this art. 


Promotions 


Two of the members of our staff left us in June to accept positions of 
greater responsibility. Daniel W. Gibbs, Principal of the Runkle School, 
became Superintendent of Schools in Williamstown; and Robert J. Oster- 
man, teacher of science in the elementary schools, became Assistant 
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Superintendent of Mount Greylock Regional School District in Williams- 
town. 


Retirements 

The following teachers retired during or at the end of the school year 
1960-61: Marian W. Bates, teacher of mathematics at the High School 
since 1929; Mrs. Norma A. Brusko, teacher of physical education since 
1934; Mrs. Margaret W. S. Cameron, teacher at the Driscoll School since 
1942; ‘Thomas H. Hines, teacher of physical education since 1920, Director 
of Physical Education for Boys, grades 7-12, from 1926 to 1934, and Direc- 
tor of Physical Education for the entire system since 1934; Leland G. 
Hollingworth, teacher at the High School since 1924, Head of the Science 
Department from 1937 to 1943, Director of Science and Mathematics from 
1943 to 1947, and Director of Science since that time; Mrs. Ethel C. King, 
teacher in the Brookline Schools since 1927; Ida M. Lynch, teacher at the 
Pierce School since 1923; Bernice H. Newell, teacher at the Runkle School 
since 1927; Dr. Albert Shepard, teacher at the High School since 1937; 
Mrs. Margaret F. Tanner, teacher at the Lawrence School since 1927; and 
Alena F. Wilson, teacher at the Runkle School since 1943.

Our Retired Personnel 


The School Committee’s continued interest in its 151 former em- 
ployees — including 110 teachers, 16 custodial workers, 14 lunchroom 
workers, 5 kindergarten teachers’ helpers, 4 secretaries, 1 Medical Director, 
and | heating engineer — is evidenced by its request that the Board of 
Selectmen insert the following two Articles in the Warrant for the Annual 
‘Town Meeting in April: 


1. To see if the Town will accept Chapter 647, Acts of 1960, AN ACT 
INCREASING THE AMOUNTS OF PENSIONS AND RETIRE- 
MENT ALLOWANCES PAYABLE TO CERTAIN FORMER 
PUBLIC EMPLOYEES, and will appropriate the necessary funds so 
that the pensions or retirement allowances of eligible former employees 
of the Schoo] Committee may be increased accordingly. 


The following are excerpts from our explanation which accom- 
panied this Article: 


“This Act, which is subject to acceptance by a majority vote at a Town 
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Mecting, provides for the following increases in pension, retirement, or 
annuity allowances, provided that no such increase shall be made in the 
case of any pension, retirement allowance or annuity which is in excess 
of twenty-five hundred dollars, exclusive of any amount of additional 
annuity obtained by special purchase . . . and no such increase shall be 
made which will make the total annual amount of such pension, retire- 
ment allowance or annuity, exclusive of any such additional annuity, 
exceed twenty-five hundred dollars: 


Age at time of retirement Years of creditable service Increase 
60 15 $100 
60 Phe 200 
Regardless of Age 30 200 
65 35 300 


“The estimated annual cost for approximately 22 eligible former em- 
ployees of the School Committee (5 now receiving non-contributory 
pensions and 17, contributory retirement allowances) is $4,200. If the 
Town Meeting acts favorably, 3 of these persons would receive an 
annual increase of $300 each; 14 persons, an annual increase of $200 
each; 4 persons, an annual increase of $100 each; and 1 person, less 
than $100.” 


To see if the Town, pursuant to the provisions of Section 90A of Chap- 
ter 32 of the General Laws, will vote to increase the retirement allow- 
ance of any former employee of the Town who was retired on account 
of injury sustained in the performance of his duty. 


This Act provides, subject to acceptance by a majority vote of the ‘Town 
Meeting, an increase in the pension or retirement allowance of a person 
who was retired on account of an injury sustained in the performance 
of his duty, to one-half the rate now being paid for the classification 
held by the employee at the time of his retirement. As far as we can 
determine, one of our former employees would benefit by favorable 
action on this Article. 


Our retired employees have expressed their pleasure on being sent all 


of our Annual Reports, the Directory of the Public Schools, and other pub- 
lications. 


Deaths 


During the past year we lost through death six of our retired em- 


ployees and two who were in active service: on January 19, William J 
Hickey, junior building custodian at the High School from 1938 until his 
retirement in 1955; on March 12, Elizabeth W. Perry, teacher at the 
Driscoll School since 1937; on May 2, Mrs. Florence G. Nasmyth, teacher 
at the High School from 1922 until her retirement in 1944; on May 22, 
Cornelius J. Harrington, junior building custodian since 1937; on June 21, 
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at the age of 102, Mrs. Mary Livingstone, janitress at the High School 
from 1912 until her retirement in 1940; on October 3, W. Albert Seamans, 
teacher at the High School from 1926 until his retirement in 1957; on 
November 3, Emma Poland, teacher at the High School from 1923 until 
her retirement in 1958; and on November 13, Mrs. Patience B. Hender- 
son, teacher in the Brookline Schools from 1903 to 1909 and from 1919 
until her retirement in 1946. In addition, we lost, on April 19, Mrs. George 
Hoague, a member of the School Committee from 1923 to 1925. She was 
also co-founder of the Brookline Music School in 1923 and Chairman of 
its Governing Board from 1923 until 1949 when she moved from Brook- 
line. 
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Thomas P. Kendrick, Mrs. Florence P. Peabody, and Joseph Rob- 
inson were reelected to the Brookline School Committee at the Annual 
Election in March. At our organization meeting on April 2, Mrs. Viola 
R. Pinanski was reelected as Chairman and Owen M. Carle as Vice-Chair- 
man, both for a second term; and Helen V. O’Brien as Secretary for her 
seventeenth term. We approved the suggestion of our Chairman that, 
because of the effectiveness of our Subcommittees during the previous 
year, no change be made in their membership. They are as follows with 
the member named first serving as Chairman: Buildings: Joseph Robinson, 
Mrs. Sylvia K. Burack, Owen M. Carle; Finance: Owen M. Carle, Dr.

Our Graduates in the World of Work 


Approximately 19 per cent (109) of the 568 graduates in the Class of 
1961 have gone to work directly from High School. EFighty-nine (15.6 per 
cent) are working full time; 13 (2.3 per cent) have entered the United 
States armed services; and 6 girls (1.1 per cent) have married and are now 
housewives. 


The categories of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, United States De- 
partment of Labor, are used in classifying the work of our students. Of 
the 89 members who are working, 3 boys are working at the professional 
and semiprofessional level; 1 boy and 1 girl are working at the level classi- 
fied as proprietors, managers and officials; 29 boys and 53 girls are working 
in positions classified as clerical, sales and kindred jobs; 3 boys are working 
in positions classified as crafts, foremen and kindred. Five of the 13 boys 
serving with our armed forces are in the Army, | in the Navy, and 7 in 
the Air Force. 


Ten of the working members of the class are attending evening schools 
and colleges, and many of the others plan to pursue further education in 
the future. Most of the boys serving in the armed forces will continue 
their education when they return to civilian life. 

Christian W. Ehnes, Head of the Business Department, and the mem- 
bers of his staff have assisted many of these young people in securing their 
positions in the Boston and Brookline area. Of the students trained in 
stenography at the High School, 5 were placed in Brookline and 16 in 
Boston, at an average beginning salary of $54.59. It is interesting that the 
three stenographers in this group who were employed by the ‘Town were 
paid a beginning salary of $63.50. Of the students trained for clerical posi- 
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tions, 9 were placed in Brookline and 19 in Boston at an average beginning 
salary of $52.13. In addition to the seniors placed in full-time positions, 
10 junior students were placed before June, 1961, in excellent local, part- 
time positions, and five former graduates were placed in advanced full- 
time positions. Forty students currently studying in the Business Depart- 
ment have been placed in part-time positions since the beginning of the 
school year in September. 


Science Patterns 


Our new Director of Science, David W. Parfitt, has proposed five 
interesting patterns for students of varying interests and abilities in the 
field of science. 


Pattern One, the most rigorous program, is intended for the gifted 
student who will enter college with advanced standing. This consists of 
honor biology in grade 9, honor chemistry in grade 10, advanced place- 
ment chemistry in grade 11, and advanced placement physics in grade 12. 


Pattern ‘Two is for students who seek advanced placement in only one 
area, chemistry or physics. ‘They will elect earth science (mineralogy, as- 
tronomy and space, oceanography, atomic energy, and the like) in grade 
9, honor biology in grade 10, honor chemistry in grade 11, and either ad- 
vanced placement chemistry or advanced placement physics in grade 12. 


Pattern ‘Three provides a complete sequence of science courses, earth 
science, biology, chemistry and physics, at the honor level for college 
preparation. 


Pattern Four is designed for students who wish a complete sequence 
at the standard level. ‘This sequence starts with general science in grade 9 
and may include applied biology or standard physics in grade 12. ‘This is 
also a college-preparatory pattern. 


Pattern Five is established to provide four years of science, called a 
basic sequence, for pupils with a minimum of mathematics preparation 
who are interested in a survey course. 


A student may change from one pattern to another if his previous 
work indicates that a change is desirable. Some students may make up 
through summer study prerequisites for courses in Pattern One or ‘Two, or 
students may be transferred to a less difficult program if they are unsuc- 
cessful in their present pattern. Students who do not elect a four-year 
program of science will be placed in science courses individually as a 
result of their guidance program. 


The expenditure of nearly $50,000 during the summer months will 
greatly increase the efficiency of our science classrooms at the High School. 
‘The modernization of the laboratories also will make possible the intro- 
duction of some new techniques and additional laboratory experiences for 
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the students. Improvements will include new lighting for all science rooms, 
increased storage facilities in preparation rooms and in classrooms, new 
display areas in some classrooms, additional shelves and storage in the 
science library, additional storage space for instructional materials, and 
new equipment and apparatus. On May 10 the Department of Education 
of the Commonwealth notified us that this project will be approved for 
a maximum reimbursement of $22,685, under Title III of the National 
Defense Education Act. 


Science Fair 


‘The science fairs are over for this year. Each elementary school has 
held a fair and student enthusiasm and interest were illustrated amply. 


The High School’s Seventeenth Annual Science Fair was held on 
March 26. ‘The winners and the projects which they presented were pub- 
licized in the local newspapers. ‘I'wo students represented the High School 
at the Massachusetts State Science Fair held on April 27, 28, and 29 at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. They were Stephen D. Franklin 
of Roberts House, whose project was entitled, “Off on a Tangent to a 
Complex Curve,’ and Howard B. Tarko of Akers House, whose project 
in physics was on cryogenics. Stephen’s project received a second prize in 
the field of mathematics. 


The High School fair was smaller this year in the number of projects. 
tlowever, the judges indicated that they felt the quality as a whole was 
improving. In order to continue to improve the individual projects and the 
manner in which they are presented the following Science Fair Policy has 
been adopted: 


1. A science project is voluntary. The Science Fair is open to all students in the 
High School. A student not enrolled in a science or mathematics class should 
secure the signature on his registration card of a faculty member in one of 
these departments who is willing to act as sponsor for the project. ‘Teachers may 
and should encourage capable and interested students to participate, but no 
pressure or coercion of any sort should be made upon any student. Elementary 
principals may decide for their own school which grade, if any, will participate 
in a public exhibit. Exhibits should be within the developmental and interest 
level of the pupils. ‘Those grades not in the public exhibit may be encouraged to 
present a fair within their own rooms for a limited viewing. 


2. The project will consist of individual work done by the student. All exhibits 
must be planned and carried out by the student himself. The idea underlying 
the Science Fair is the encouragement of students to use their own thinking 
processes. Elementary pupils are extended the privilege of working with another 
on a project. Parents and friends may assist the students in transporting the 
material to the exhibit area, but the setting up of the exhibit is the student’s 
individual responsibility. ‘The subject for a project should be carefully chosen. 
It should be concerned with some phase of science or mathematics in which the 
student is particularly interested. Projects should have a central theme and 
should answer a definite scientific question. Students should be encouraged to 
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do considerable work on their own before seeking outside help. Teachers, 
advisers, or outside consultants should give guidance, encouragement, and con- 
structive criticism as needed. Once a project is selected, it should be approved 
by the teacher who will judge its fitness in terms of safety rules and humane 
consideration, if animals are involved. 


3. Students should be required to keep a notebook recording each step taken in 


the development of a project. Complete bibliography should accompany each 

report, also reports of interviews and correspondence. 

4. Safety rules should be followed carefully. Those rules established by National 
and State Science Fairs may provide a suitable guide. 

a. All electrical apparatus must be provided with a suitable cord at least six feet 
long and provided with a durable attachment plug with parallel pins. 

b. There shall be no cruel or abusive treatment of animals, either in the actual 
demonstration at the Fair or in the process of being prepared. ‘They must be 
securely caged, properly fed, watered, and cleaned. 

c. In order to protect both public and exhibitors no highly’ explosive, highly 
flammable, or highly poisonous materials may be brought to the fair. All 
chemicals must be protected so that there will be no possibility of damage to 
persons or property. Use of rocket fuels, armed rockets, and explosives of 
any kind is prohibited. 

d. Because of fire hazard there should be no open flame, torch, or burner in the 
exhibit area. Electrical heating units should be protected and away from 
possible contact by spectators. 

e. Projects dealing with radiation, either from X rays or radioactive materials, 
must present no hazard to the public. 

f. No live, poisonous reptiles may be exhibited. 

g. No pathogenic cultures may be exhibited. 

h. Molds and bacterial cultures must be carefully covered and sealed tightly at 
all times. 

i. Hypodermic needles and syringes may not be left on display. 

j. All moving parts of machines must have protective covering. 

k. Push buttons and levers must be securely mounted on exhibits. 

]. All electrical apparatus must be constructed according to standard electrical 
safety laws. If in doubt, consult a competent electrician. 


5. A Science Fair should provide encouragement and recognition for the partici- 
pating student. Other students are given the opportunity to learn of and gain 
respect for the work of their classmates. Exhibitors are rewarded by the stimu- 
lation of having their work shown. However, awards are traditionally presented 
as the result of the evaluation of visiting judges at the High School level. At the 
elementary level, prizes should be limited to ribbons or certificates. 


A Science Fair should not become a competition for awards. A well- 
conducted fair may create favorable public attention for the school and the 
community, but this is a secondary result of a Fair. 


At a time when science is having a constantly increasing influence on 
our lives, it is gratifying to see so many of our students accepting this chal- 
lenge and demonstrating their interest and ability through their science 
fair activity. 
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International Youth Science Conference 


Danalee Goldthwaite, an eighteen-year-old senior from our High 
School, has been chosen as one of 14 high school science students to rep- 
resent the United States at the Fourth International Youth Science Fort- 
night, July 19 to August 4, 1962, in London, England. Several hundred 
students competed for the honor plus $700 in supporting grants; and the 
14 youthful science ambassadors were selected from a: group of 56 semi- 
finalists. 


Announcement of the selections, ten boys and four girls, was made by 
Robert H. Carleton, Executive Secretary of the National Science ‘Teachers 
Association (NSTA), Washington, D.C. Participation in the London 
youth science congress is one of several Future Scientists of America pro- 
grams conducted by NSTA. Supporting grants for the meeting have been 
provided by the National Aeronautics and Space Administration, the 
National Science Foundation, and Scholastic Book Services, Inc., pub- 
lishers of the NSTA Vistas of Science paperback books for students. 


More than 400 students from 16 different countries will participate in 
the London International Youth Science Fortnight. They will be housed 
at London University. The program, arranged by the British Assocation 
for the Advancement of Science, includes: lectures by eminent scientists, 
brain-trust panels, discussion groups, visits to laboratories, museums, and 
British industries, and an array of social activities. The conference is or- 
ganized and conducted by the Worldfriends organization and is under the 
patronage of His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh. 


Following the London meeting, the U. S. students, together with 
their adult leaders, Dr. and Mrs. Millard Harmon of Newton, will make a 
three-weeks science study tour by chartered bus through the Netherlands, 
West Germany, Switzerland, and France. Each student is paying $500 to 
cover this portion of the trip. The group will convene in Washington, 
D.C. on July 13, spend four days in the nation’s Capitol, and depart from 
New York City on July 18, by jet, for London. ‘They will return on August 
21 from Paris. 


Danalee, an honor student, is especially interested in the biological 
sciences and chemistry. She has participated in a National Science Foun- 
dation summer program at ‘Thayer Academy, Braintree, where she studied 
the kinetics of chromosome transfer in bacteria. She currently works part 
time as a chemistry laboratory assistant at our High School. Danalee is 
active in several school science organizations, such as the Mathematics 
Society and the Chemistry and Physics Clubs. Her future plans in science 
are centered around a possible career in medicine or research. 


Danalee lives with her parents, Captain and Mrs. Dana B. Gold- 
thwaite, at the United States Naval Hospital in Chelsea, where her father 
is on active duty with the United States Navy. 
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Science Quiz Team 


A Science Quiz ‘Team has been organized at the High School to com- 
pete with similar teams at seven other local schools in a Greater Boston 
High School Science Quiz Series. ‘The present league comprises Arlington, 
Belmont, Brookline, Dedham, Newton North, Newton South, Waltham, 
and Watertown High Schools. Each quiz is moderated by a member of 
the American Chemical Society which acts as sponsor for the quiz series. 
The purposes of the competition are to stimulate interest in science at the 
high school level, to provide contact and cooperation between high schools 
and various professional scientific personnel and scientific organizations. 

Each team consists of four members, and the following students of 
our High School participated in the recent series: Arthur E. Siegel, ‘Team 
Captain; Mary Ann Cline, Stephen D. Franklin, Danalee Goldthwaite, 
Stanley G. Possick, Herbert J. Rubin, Alan N. Swartz, and Diane L. Wax. 


The School has been recognized by the presentation of a certificate at 
the May meeting of the American Chemical Society when faculty advisers 
and team captains were dinner guests. Brookline represented the Greater 
Boston League in March on T'V, Channel 5, against a team from Welles- 
ley, which represented the Greater Framingham League. The contest re- 
sulted in a tie. Wallace J. Gleekman, science teacher at the High School, 
acts as coordinator for the series; Margaret Driscoll, science teacher at the 
High School, represents the scheduling committee; and David W. Parfitt, 
Director of Science, acts as faculty adviser. 


The Teaching of French in Grades Seven and Eight 


For the past few years we have made use of the educational ‘I'V pro- 
gram, Parlons Frangais, in grades 3 and 4 of the Baker and Runkle Schools. 
Also French has been successfully taught daily in the Advanced Fifth and 
Sixth Grades at the Baker and Devotion Schools. ‘These experiences, to- 
gether with the “Report of the Committee to Study the Teaching of For- 
eign Langauges in the Elementary Schools (1959),” prepared by a staff 
committee at the request of the School Committee, have served as a basis 
for adopting the following policy, effective next September: 


French will be taught four periods a week in grades 7 and 8. 


Pupils with a “B” average for the previous school year may elect French in grades 
7 and 8, subject to written parental approval. Under unusual circumstances, a pupil 
who is not fully qualified may, upon the recommendation of his principal, enroll in 
the French class. 


For those pupils who study French in grades 7 and 8, the school day will be ex- 
tended until 2:15 p.m. 


For those pupils who do not study French in grades 7 and 8, the school day will 
remain as it is at present. 


The teaching of French will be introduced in the seventh grades in 
September, and it will be extended to the eighth grades a year hence. 
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Three full-time teachers of French will be assigned to the elementary 
schools for this purpose during the initial year. 


Promotion 


Because of the extension of French into the elementary schools, we 
have promoted Paul W. Mather, Head of the Foreign Language Depart- 
ment at the High School since 1960, to Director of Foreign Languages 
for the school system. 


Teacher-Pupil Ratio in High School English Department 


After several years of discussion with the English Department, last 
February we referred to our Subcommittees on Instruction and Teachers 
for joint study and report the question of the teacher load in the English 
Department of the High School. 


Acting upon the recommendation of the Superintendent of Schools 
and these Subcommittees, we have adopted a policy whereby teachers of 
English at the High School will be assigned to not more than four classes 
per day, effective next September. 


This action follows the strong recommendation of the Director of 
English, and the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools in its report on the evaluation of the High School (March, 1961): 
“In keeping with the recommendation of the National Council of English, 
we recommend that a continued effort be made toward the improvement 
of the teacher load to that of 100 pupils or four periods.” 


We feel confident, as does the staff, that the time thus made available 
to these teachers for such purposes as pupil conferences, correction of 
compositions, preparation of teaching materials, and the development of 
courses of study will strengthen the teaching of English. 


Our Director of English reports that the median High School teacher 
load in his department has been as follows: 1958-59, 121.5; 1959-60, 116; 
1960-61, 110.5; 1961-62, 115. 


Increased Counseling Service at the High School 


After consideration of the desirablity of employing full-time guidance 
counselors at the High School to replace teachers who were doing pupil 
counseling on a part-time basis, we have adopted as policy a new plan 
whereby approximately 90 per cent of the students at the High School will 
be served by full-time guidance counselors and the rest by part-time guid- 
ance counselors, effective September 1, 1962. 

We have so far appointed Frederick A. Coe and Edith Douglass, High 
School teachers, and Mark Federman, who will join the High School 
faculty in September, to fill three of the four full-time counseling positions 
thus created. 
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The adoption of this plan means that there will be eight full-time 
counselors, and that 91% of the students will have full-time counselors 
and 9%, part-time counselors. There will be a counseling load of 278 
students per full-time counselor, compared with 306.7 at present. Here- 
after our Housemasters will do no formal counseling. 


Bids for a New John D. Runkle School 


We are gratified to report that our study and our many meetings cul- 
minated with the opening on June 8 of ten bids for the general contract. 
The contract has been awarded to John Bowen, Inc. of Boston, lowest 
bidder at $778,566. It is now assured that the appropriation of $1 million, 
which the Annual ‘Town Meeting voted in 1961, will be adequate. 


Construction will commence, according to the time schedule, immedi- 
ately upon the close of school on June 20, when the 1897 buildings will 
be demolished. The central building and north addition, containing 12 
classrooms, will accommodate the pupils of grades 3 through 8 until the 
new building is ready for occupancy, when these buildings will be demol- 
ished. Arrangements have been made for the pupils of the kindergarten 
through grade 2 to attend the Driscoll School until the new building is 
completed. Such of these pupils as live at a distance will be transported by 
chartered bus. 


Fees in the Adult Education Program 


The Department of Education of the Commonwealth has approved 
our request for permission to increase the tuition rate for non-resident stu- 
dents in the State-aided classes in the Adult Education Program from 25¢ 
per hour of instruction to 50¢ per hour of instruction. Consequently, we 
have established, effective in September, 1962, the rate of 50¢ per hour of 
instruction for the non-resident students in the State-aided as well as the 
non-State-aided classes. 


Our decision was based on the fact that the rate of 25¢ per hour, 
which was established by the Commonwealth, was not realistic in the light 
of our costs. We expect that a total of approximately $3900 will be col- 
lected annually, or $1950 more than during the past year. 


Drama 


The curriculum in drama offers three sequential credit courses: I, 
Fundamentals; II, Acting; III, Production. Also, two classes in noncredit 
Personal Use Drama have been held. ‘This year, for the first time, a course 
entitled ‘Theater Arts has been offered, in which students study the prin- 
ciples of design, construction, and painting for the stage. ‘They have had 
practical experience in the building of models and in preparing the scenery 
used in the two major productions of the Dramatics Society, for one of 
which the set was realistic and for the other, stylized and non-tealistic. 
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In extra-curricular activity the Dramatics Society has produced two 
outstanding contemporary plays: Arthur Miller's All My Sons and Jean 
Giraudoux’s The Enchanted. Arthur W. Flemings, faculty manager in 
charge of drama activities, is greatly heartened by the notable increase of 
student interest in good drama. For the first time in recent years, one of 
our casts participated in the Massachusetts Drama Guild Festival at Hing- 
ham. This cast, performing an act from The Enchanted, received a rating 
for over-all performance of “very good” at this regional contest. Jane L. 
Adelman and Leonard J. Baker, were among the 15 students selected for 


their outstanding performances; and Leonard received the highest rating 
of any student who performed. 


A new extra-curricular activity is the Acting Workshop, in which in- 
experienced students perform in scenes under the immediate direction of 
the advanced students in Drama III. The purpose of this activity is to give 


the students an opportunity to perform publicly and to mature for the 
major productions. 


Bases for Honor Diploma 


Our careful consideration for over three years of the bases for the 
award of the donor diploma has resulted in our adoption of the following 
policy, as recommended by the Marking Committee of the High School, 


the Headmaster, Superintendent of Schools, and our Subcommittee on 
Instruction: 


A diploma with honor shall be awarded to any student who: 
A. Ranks in the top eight per cent of the class, provided he or she has received 
no final mark of “D” in the last two years; or 


B. Has obtained final marks of no less than “B” in the last two years and 
whose rank in class is within the top thirty per cent of his class. 


Policy Regarding Scholarship Awards 


Acting on the recommendations of the Scholarship Committee of the 
High School faculty, we have adopted the following policy: 


The minimum amount which will be accepted for a scholarship award will be 
$200. Individuals or organizations desiring to honor or to memorialize an individual 
are encouraged to make a contribution to the Brookline High School Graduates 
Scholarship Fund, one of the scholarships to be named for the individual during 
the year in which the award is made. 


Contributions of less than $200 will be designated as awards or prizes. 


We have reaffirmed our long-standing policy of permitting the Schol- 
arship Committee of the High School faculty to administer all scholarships 
and other awards.

New Scholarships 
DOLLARS FOR SCHOLARS 


In our February report we mentioned the worthy aim of the High 
School Parent-Teacher Organization to conduct a Dollars for Scholars 
drive in April to raise funds for scholarships. ‘The Scholarship Committee 
of that Organization, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Phillip S. Jackson, 
solicited contributions from the ‘Town’s citizens by letter and by house-to- 
house canvass. In addition, the students of the High School sponsored the 
showing of a motion picture, and contributed the proceeds. 


The Dollars for Scholars drive raised over $3000, which has been made 
available to the Faculty Scholarship Committee. At the end of May there 
were 69 applicants for scholarships. 


ELIZABETH W. PERRY MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 


We have accepted with much appreciation the Elizabeth W. Perry 
Memorial Scholarship of $250, which Edward B. Perry of Providence, 
Rhode Island, has established in memory of his sister, a devoted teacher at 
the Michael Driscoll School from 1937 until her death in March, 1961. 
This scholarship will be awarded in June to a worthy graduate of the High 
School who was taught by Miss Perry in grade 6 of the Michael Driscoll 
School. 


BROOKLINE KIWANIS CLUB SCHOLARSHIP 


The Brookline Kiwanis Club has established an annual scholarship of 
$200, to be known as the Brookline Kiwanis Club Scholarship, which will 
be awarded, beginning this year, to a member of the graduating class of the 
High School on the basis of scholarship, character, and need. We are 
deeply appreciative of the generosity of the Brookline Kiwanis Club and 
its interest in the education of Brookline students. 


THE FOREIGN STUDENT EXCHANGE CLUB 


The Foreign Student Exchange Club at our High School was created 
with the following constitutional aims: to promote and sustain interest in 
the American Field Service Student Exchange Program; to develop a closer 
relationship between our High School students and foreign students; and, 
finally, to aid the American Field Service financially, in order to facilitate 
the exchange of students. ‘This Club has the advantage of being afhliated 
directly with a national organization, as well as having a direct relationship 
with Brookline parents who are interested in this program. Through the 
Club’s activities, over $1500 has been given for the support of the program. 


The achievements of the combined efforts of the adult and High 
School groups are not difficult to perceive. During the past four years we 
have had eight students living in Brookline and attending our High School. 
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They came from Japan, Finland, Uruguay, France, Denmark, Greece, Italy, 
and the Philippines. This year, Mariana Lazaris from Greece is living with 
Mr. and Mrs. Sidney P. Saunders; Carlo A. Mortara from Italy is living 
with Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Coppelman; and our newest arrival, Enolita 


Talabis from the Philippines, is living with Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
Markun. 


We have sent abroad one student during each of the past three sum- 
mers. ‘hey have lived in Germany, Sweden, and France. Robert L. Morn- 
ingstar of Lincoln House was recently selected by the American Field 
Service to go to Sweden this summer. For the first time, this year a student 
from our High School has made application to go abroad for a school year 
under a study program sponsored by the American Field Service. 


In addition to the Club’s function as a clearing house for the interna- 
tional exchange of students, it also carries on a program of international 
understanding in the High School. ‘This year there were two assemblies for 
the student body: at the first, a film explaining the meaning and im- 
portance of the student exchange program was shown; the other, the an- 
nual March assembly, featured a panel discussion by foreign students in 
the Boston area. These students, representing ten foreign countries, spent 
the entire day at the High School, attending classes and, consequently, 
obtaining a broader basis for judging the American high school system. 
At the end of the school day a tea was held in their honor, to which 
faculty members and the student body were invited. Thus, it was possible 
to develop even closer relationships with our guests. 


Natives of France, Russia, Kenya, and India have attended the 
monthly meetings of the Club, and they have discussed the customs, tra- 
ditions and governments of their countries. On a recent field trip to New 
York City, our students were the guests of the American Field Service 
Committee at its headquarters in New York City. Here they were able to 
see the complicated operation of handling such an international program, 
and, also, they were given an “inside view” of the United Nations at work. 


Career Conferences at the High School 


Career conferences, planned to acquaint students with vocational op- 
portunities and information, were repeated this year as an integral part of 
the High School guidance program. The speakers covered a wide variety 
of occupational fields: 


Alicia M. Landers, Greater Boston Medical Technological Asso- 
ciation (medical technology); ‘Thelma A. Hedberg, Dean of Admissions, Chandler 
School for Women (secretarial work); Dr. Gilbert M. Wilson, Chairman, Ele- 
mentary Education Department, Boston University (elementary teaching); Joseph 
Robinson, attorney and member of the Brookline School Committee (law); Robert 
J. Wallace, Ford Motor Company, Natick (automobile mechanics). 


February 2. Abraham S. Burack, Editor and Publisher, The Writer (editing 
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and publishing); Prof. Joseph M. Golemme, Chairman of Department of Account- 
ing, Northeastern University (accounting); John C. Steverman, electrical contractor, 
Brookline (opportunities for journeymen and master electricians); Marian K. La- 
Fountain, Office of Admissions, Boston University (collegiate program in nursing, 
physical therapy, and physical education); Thomas B. Ritchie, Executive Secretary, 
Brookline Mental Health Association (careers in the mental health field). 


March 2. Mrs. Leona L. Riskin, Director of Social Work, Careers Program, 

Boston (social work); Gail Kredenser, Teen-age Editor, Boston Herald-Traveler 

Corporation (journalism); Hon. Sumner Z. Kaplan, attorney and Brookline’s Repre- 

sentative to the General Court (political careers); Ralph E. Fenton, Office and 

Methods Director, Factory Mutual Engineering Division, Norwood (office manage- 

ment); Harold F. Drury, General Chairman, Graphic Arts Institute of New 

England (technical areas in printing; also, production and management). 

On May 18 armed services conferences were held, at which were ex- 
plained the general military obligations of boys reaching the age of 18, 
requirements of enlistment, optional terms of enlistment, opportunities 
for educational development, and financial advantages. 


These four conferences were attended on a voluntary basis by more 
than 500 students. It is interesting to report that 100 students, the largest 
audience, attended the conference on elementary school teaching. 


The Student Forum 


The Student Forum of the High School provides one means by which 
students learn about important state, national, and international issues. 
This organization is sponsored by the Department of Social Studies, con- 
sists of about 400 members, and is guided by Victor E. Dobras, a teacher 
of history. The speakers are selected by the faculty adviser in conjunction 
with the President of the Forum. 


The program during the past year was varied and lively. At its open- 
ing meeting on October 5, Professor David L. Sudhalter of the Depart- 
ment of Government at Boston University addressed the group on the 
subject The Berlin Crisis and World Politics and explained the back- 
ground of the present crisis with its critical effects on East-West relations. 


In cooperation with the United Nations Day Committee of the 
Brookline Community Council, the Forum sponsored an assembly on 
October 27 to commemorate the sixteenth anniversary of the formation 
of the United Nations. After a tribute to the late Dag Hammarskjold, 
former Secretary General of the United Nations, the principal address was 
delivered by Dr. Alfred O. Hero, Executive Secretary of the World Peace 
Foundation. Speaking on the theme, The United Nations and This Chang- 
ing World, he traced the history of the United Nations in world politics. 


For the third meeting, on November 13, the controversial film “Oper- 
ation Abolition” was shown, with Professor Thomas J. Leary, Department 
of Economics at Northeastern University, directing the discussion that 
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followed. The significance and accuracy and the possible distortions in it 
were the principal topics discussed and debated in the open forum period. 


State issues were the theme of the meeting on December 18. The 
Honorable Francis W. Perry, Representative from Duxbury, discussed 
Corruption in Massachusetts State Government. 


Edward M. Kennedy, Assistant District Attorney of Suffolk County, 
was the speaker on February 5. His topic was The World And You. He 
commented upon his experiences and observations as a member of the 
United States Foreign Relations Committee Fact-Finding Mission in 
Africa and Latin America and the important role of the youth of America 
in preserving world peace. 


In recognition of American History Month in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Professor John N. Plank delivered the keynote address on 
the topic, Foreign Problems on the American Hemisphere, at the Fourth 
Annual American Affairs Institute on February 26. A professor in the De- 
partment of Government at Harvard University, Professor Plank is a well- 
known authority on Latin American affairs and consultant to the Kennedy 
Administration on Latin American policy. A tea for honored guests and 
members of the Forum followed his address. 


Next to appear as speaker was George Cabot Lodge, formerly Assist- 
ant Secretary of Labor for International Affairs and Chairman of the 
International Labor Organization. He analyzed the status of the United 
States in the world today and appraised our foreign policy in the perspec- 
tive of that of the Communists. His subject, United States Economic 
Policy Towards Europe and Asia, warned of the dangers of communism 
with which we are confronted. 


The showing of colored slides of the Middle East with an interesting 
commentary was the outstanding contribution of Professor Wilbur H. 
Thies on May 2. Formerly a Professor of Horticulture at the University 
of Massachusetts, more recently he has served with the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organization and the International Cooperation 
Administration on assignment in the Middle East and in Yugoslavia. A 
discussion period followed the presentation. 


The ninth and final meeting of the year was held on May 24 when 
Professor Holt Ashley of the Department of Aeronautics and Astronautics 
at Massachusetts Institute of Technology delivered a talk entitled, The 
Space Race and Disarmament. Models of new rockets were displayed. 


Exchange Concerts 

The High School’s musical organizations sustain a busy schedule of 
performances each season, necessitating that the Concert Band, Orchestra, 
and Concert Choir be in constant preparation in order to meet the pro- 
gram needs for appearances here and at outside schools. The concerts at 
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the High School are well attended each season. Not as well known, how- 
ever, are the activities of our student musicians in other communities. 


Exchange concerts, or combined concerts, with other schools have long 
been a very important and valuable facet of the music education program 
of our High School. The first of these were in 1952 and 1953, with our 
Concert Band presenting assembly concerts for the students of Swamp- 
scott High School and Lynn Classical High School, and their bands per- 
forming later for our students. Exchange assemblies are still a part of our 
musical activities, since these concerts are well suited to schools within a 
short traveling distance. The one held two years ago between our High 
School Concert Choir, under the direction of William A. Seymour, and 
the West Springfield Chorus, led by Ruth Phelps, was an outstanding 
example. 


The exchange concerts which have been enjoyed by students and 
audiences at our High School this year are of the type which go beyond 
the limitations of the assembly program, in that they permit the combin- 
ing of the visiting and the host groups into a band, chorus, or orchestra 
of festival proportions. This is accomplished by scheduling one or two 
joint rehearsals and a full-length evening concert at each school. These 
exchanges require two days at each location. 


The choral exchange concerts this season were between our Concert 
Choir and the Rutland (Vermont) High School Choir, led by Jack Alex- 
ander. On the week end of April 27 and 28, the Rutland students came to 
Brookline, and the Brookline Concert Choir completed the choral ex- 
change with a trip to Rutland on the week end of May 25 and 26. 


Our music staff, like others engaged in exchange programs, recognizes 
that these events go beyond the obvious pleasure of presenting concerts. 
The students are able to hear and observe performances by similar groups 
and to rehearse and perform themselves under other conductors. In ar- 
ranging exchanges, Mr. Corley, our Director of Music, attempts always to 
place together groups of comparable size, quality, and musical taste. Be- 
cause of these considerations, many inquiries for exchange concerts must 
be declined. It has been found that many schools like to come to Brook- 
line, not only because of the excellence of our musical organizations, but 
also because of the ‘Town’s proximity to Boston, rich in its historical and 
cultural interests. Our recent exchanges with Weston, Massachusetts; 
Portland, Connecticut; Sanford, Maine; Keene, New Hampshire; and 
Hackensack, New Jersey, although widely divergent in locale and interests, 
have been very successful. Our featured soloist at the Portland concert 
was Luke A. Spiros of Roberts House, playing the famous Rimsky- 
Korsakov “Concerto of Trombone.” Our hosts in each case arranged for 
activities and sight-seeing most interesting to and, perhaps, foreign to the 
experience of Brookline students. The exchange program would not be 
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possible without the cooperation of the parents who, in addition to 
opening their homes to visitors for dinner and the night’s lodging, arrange 
most of the social and sight-seeing activities. 


We have observed, too, that our students come back to Brookline each 
time with a renewed “esprit de corps” toward their own musical organiza- 
tion and its director and toward their school and community. 


Protecting the Children’s Health 


On April 16 we voted unanimously to cooperate with the Health De- 
partment of the ‘Town in its effort to protect all Brookline Children from 
the ravages of poliomyelitis. School facilities were made available for an 
immunization program, by use of the new and highly effective oral Sabin 
poliovirus vaccine, and as a result, 5,724 (86.2 per cent) of Brookline’s 
6,641 public school children received the vaccine. 


There have been no cases of poliomyelitis in Brookline since the epi- 
demic of 1955, and the Health Department now feels that, because of the 
success of this program, there is little likelihood of a poliomyelitis epi- 
demic among school-age children this summer. 


Honors to Students, Staff, and School Committee 


STUDENTS 


Three High School students, Phyllis L. Feinzig, Barbara Mann, and 
Irene L. Sharp, all of Lincoln House, have been accepted for the Institute 
of Asian Studies to be held at ‘Thayer Academy in Braintree this summer. 
The program will consist of an intensive study of the Chinese language. 


Charles Alan Silverman of Akers House is one of three high school 
students in Massachusetts to receive a cash award in the 1962 Kodak High 
School Photo Contest for photographs in black and white. He received a 
certificate of merit and a check for fifteen dollars. 


The National Science Teachers Association has named Howard B. 
Tarko of Akers House one of the Regional Award winners of the 1962 
Future Scientists of America Awards program for his project in cryogenics. 
This is the project which won a first prize in physics at our High School 
Science Fair and thus enabled Howard to compete in the State Science 
Fair. He will receive a plaque and the High School will receive a certif- 
cate, which will also recognize A. Carlton Warren, his chemistry teacher. 
This is the third consecutive year that Howard has been awarded a first 
prize in one of our Science Fairs, each time for a different project. 


As an annual event the top five chemistry students of the High 
School, selected by examination and teacher recommendation, participate 
in the Chemistry Scholarship Contest of the Northeastern Section of the 
American Chemical Society. In each of the four years of the contest, 
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Brookline has been represented with winners in the growing competition, 
which this year included nearly 800 top chemistry students from about 
160 schools. This year two students, Arthur N. Siegel of Roberts House 
and Elliot I. Bailis of Lincoln House, received an Honorable Mention. 
These students and their chemistry teachers, David W. Parfitt and A. 
Carlton Warren, were guests of the Northeastern Section at a Student 
Undergraduate Research Symposium Dinner on April 12 at Massachusetts 
Institute of ‘Technology, where awards were presented. 


In a recently held State-wide contest conducted by the University of 
Massachusetts Mathematics Club, two of our High School students re- 
ceived prizes. Elliot I. Bailis, a junior, won first prize ($150) for the State; 
and Philip Sambol, a senior, won first prize ($50) for the region which 
included Brookline. 


Woodworking and machine shop students at our High School re- 
ceived awards at the Project Fair held on May 19 at the State College at 
Fitchburg, under the sponsorship of the Massachusetts Industrial Educa- 
tion Society. Joseph S$. McLeod was awarded a first prize for his originally 
designed coffee table; and a Certificate of Merit was awarded to each of 
the following students for the high quality of the design and workmanship 
of his project: Richard Weinstein, two original coffee tables; Robert J. 
Collins, original wagon wheel magazine rack; Lawrence N. McGinn, slat 
coffee table; Frederick R. Babcock, holding fixture; and Barry S. Little, 
index block fixture. 


STAFF 


On the evening of May 17, parents and teachers of the Pierce School 
presented Dr. John E. Corcoran with a marble desk set in recognition of 
his 25 years of service as Principal of the school. 


A graduate of Brookline High School, Dr. Corcoran returned to 
Brookline as a teacher of science at the High School in 1929 after having 
taught in Plainville, Connecticut, and in Watertown. He received the 
degree of F:d.D. from Boston University in 1958. Dr. Corcoran has been a 
director of the Brookline Community Council, and is a member of the 
Community Relations Subcouncil, the Varsity Club, the New England 
Principals Association, and the Massachusetts Schoolmasters’ Club. 


J. Robert Eddy, our Director of Physical Education, was recently 
elected President of the Elementary Physical Education Section at the 
Annual Convention of the Eastern District Association of the American 
Association of Health, Physical Education and Recreation. He will serve 
in this capacity for two years. 


At the May 12 meeting of the New England Association of Chemistry 
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Teachers, David W. Parfitt, our Director of Science, was elected to serve 
for two years as Chairman of the Central Division. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Our hearty congratulations are extended to our fellow members, Dr. 
Leon Trilling on his promotion to the rank of Professor at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, and Frederic B. Viaux on his election as 
President of Garland Junior College.

Summer School 


July 2 marks the first day of the Brookline Summer School, which is 
open to students who have completed the eighth grade and members of 
senior high schools. Classes will be in session through August 10 from 
8:30 a.m. to!12:30 p.m., Monday through Friday, with two two-hour 
periods each day. There are 31 course offerings for review, make-up, 
preview, or enrichment. 


371 students have been enrolled, many of whom are taking two 
courses. ‘his response is gratifying in that it meets our expectations and 
indicates a desire on the part of our students to increase or widen their 
knowledge. Our experience this summer will provide a sound basis for 
future planning.

They are Elliot I. Bailis, Elliot Z. Entis, Joseph D. Halpern, Sonna L. 
Miller, Jane S. Nichols, Peter F. Ross, Andrea J. Saltzman, and Sumner 
Steinfeldt. 


National Merit Scholars 


Approximately 11,000 seniors throughout the country attained semi- 
finalist status this year. ‘They were selected on the basis of their score on 
the National Merit Scholarship Qualifying Test, a test of educational 
development administered in more than 16,000 high schools last March. 
Now they will take the rigorous three-hour Scholastic Aptitude Test of 
the College Entrance Examination Board, to be given in testing centers 
throughout the country on December 1. ‘Those students whose scores on 
the second test substantiate their performance on the qualifying test, and 
who are endorsed by their high schools, will become finalists. Although 
each finalist is given equal consideration for a scholarship, because of fund 
limitations, only about 10 percent have received scholarships in the past. 


The National Merit Scholarship Corporation is a non-profit organiza- 
tion supported by more than 150 business firms, foundations, and private 
individuals, each offering one or more scholarships. All contributors are 
interested solely in assisting well-qualified high school seniors with finan- 
cial aid for their college education. More than 2,000 Merit Scholars have 
been graduated from college, and some 3,300 are currently studying in al- 
most 400 colleges. 


Why Do They Come? 


On October 11 eight members of the Indonesian Ministry of Infor- 
mation, on a three-month cultural tour of the United States, met at the 
High School with three faculty members. Although pleasant and casual 
in manner, their faces often grew serious as they asked searching questions 
about the objectives and techniques of our educational system: “How 
many of your students know about our country?” “How many of your 
students receive scholarships?” “Why do you not require a comprehensive 
examination for graduation?” 


This exchange exemplifies one of the less known but nevertheless 
important educational roles our High School is called upon to fulfill. Since 
the introduction in 1950 of a “Log Book” for visitors in the Headmaster’s 
Office at the High School, 600 signatures have been entered. Most of these 
are the names of local educators and of students in the field of education 
attending universities in the Boston area. One hundred and thirty-six 
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out-of-town visitors, ranging from a “teacher” to a “Minister of Educa- 
tion,” represented every continent and 44 nations. Over two thirds of this 
number came from Europe and Asia, with the United Kingdom and Japan 
leading the list. ‘The names themselves are a kaleidoscope of cultures and 
sounds: Gideon Daniel Mhlanga of Southern Rhodesia; Saehartyah 
Marwahmodji of Indonesia; Amal and Maha Shakhashini of Lebanon. 


The High School has been recommended to them as an outstanding 
example of a public secondary school. ‘Their comments have shown that 
foreign visitors are especially impressed by the broad scope of our curricu- 
lum, since a comprehensive high school like ours is generally outside their 
experience. ‘They also find that advanced placement courses offer more to 
the student than their own limited, intensive curricula. 


Reunion of Class of 1903 


We were delighted to receive from our Superintendent of Schools a 
report that, in June, the Class of 1903, 59 years out of the High School, 
held its annual reunion at 1200 Beacon Street Motor Hotel with the fol- 
lowing nine of the nineteen living members of that class in attendance: 
S. Theodore Bittenbender of Norwell; Margaret P. Blodgett of Cambridge; 
Mrs. Arthur A. Cushing (Marjorie Gooding) of Brookline; Mrs. Emil F’. 
Haberstroh (Katherine Webber) of Newton; Mrs. James H. Leary (Ade- 
line McCormick) of Brookline; Lilla N. Morse of Chestnut Hill; John V. 
Quinlan of Scituate; Horace Taylor of Brookline; and Warren D. ‘Uhomp- 
son of Sarasota, Florida. 


‘The reunion was enlivened by the presentation by Mr. Thompson of 
a mounted sea horse for use in the Science Department of the High 
School. ‘The invited guests included Ernest R. Caverly, Superintendent of 
Schools, Bertram H. Holland, Headmaster of the High School, and Alice 
Howard Spaulding, former Head of the English Department at the High 
School. 


‘This evidence of a continuing interest in the High School by gradu- 
ates of more than half a century ago is heartening and rewarding to our 
administrators, teachers, and to us. 


Student Exchange Program 


Our Student Exchange Program brings us this year a girl from Brazil 
and a boy from “Down Under”: Eva G. Schwarz from Rio de Janeiro, 
and ‘Vhomas S. L. Ingpen from Laughing Water, Warrandyte, Australia. 


F’va, whose Brookline “parents” are Dr. and Mrs. Arthur Miller, is a 
tennis and handball enthusiast. Like most young ladies, she considers 
window shopping a sport, even when she hasn’t anything to buy. 


Mathematics is Eva’s favorite academic subject, and she intends to 
study statistics when she returns to Brazil to go to college. Her reason for 
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this choice is forthright and practical: “Well, it is only a four-year course, 
and when I finish there will definitely be a job for me.” Her favorite 
outside reading is contemporary Brazilian literature. 


In her application for the exchange program, F'va wrote that she felt 
herself to be a qualified candidate because she was a very good listener — 
even when the conversation bothered her somewhat. As a good listener 
amid articulate North Americans, Eva hopes to gain and take home with 
her a better undertanding of our ideals and attitudes toward life. 


Tom Ingpen, a champion all-around athlete in Australia, is a great 
sports enthusiast at Brookline High School and is the first exchange stu- 
dent to join our football team. He finds our game considerably different 
from Australian football, and, although he has made great progress, he 
still insists upon calling our games “matches.” 


Tom also enjoys horseback riding, surfing, and water-skiing, and com- 
petes in swimming and tennis matches. 


Now living with Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Falk, ‘Tom plans to enter busi- 
ness after his return to Australia, where he will continue his studies at 
night school. 


Richard L. Morningstar, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Otto Morningstar, 
a member of the senior class, was our American Field Service representa- 
tive abroad during the summer. In Sweden, Richard found a way of life 
similar in many ways to our own, with the additional wonders of 22 hours 
of daylight, a magnificent landscape, and Scandinavian cooking. He found 
the exchange of ideas beneficial to himself and to his hosts. 


Our American Field Service program, now in its fifth year, provides 
our students with an opportunity to achieve a better understanding of 
international relations. By bringing exchange students, not only into our 
School but into our homes as well, we create a broader base for under- 
standing between the United States and other countries. As our program 
grows, we hope eventually to be able to send one of our students overseas 
for a full academic year or a semester — which are other phases of the 
program available through the American Field Service. 


Summer School 


The combination of an enthusiastic student body, a dynamic and im- 
aginative Director, Carmen P. Rinaldi, and a dedicated and energetic fac- 
ulty resulted in a highly successful first season for our Summer School. 
Two thirds of the students were registered in enrichment courses, and all 
students enrolled on a voluntary basis. Average student attendance for the 
six-week course was a remarkable 95 per cent. 


Small classes meeting in two-hour sessions offered the greatest possible 
opportunity for individual student aid and participation. This close, per- 
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sonal attention and the varied daily programs made possible by the long 
session resulted in noteworthy achievements. Despite their increased daily 
work load, as compared to a normal school session, most students worked 
hard, and in so doing discovered in themselves hitherto untapped re- 
sources. 


Final course evaluations by teachers indicate that all enjoyed a highly 
profitable and challenging summer. All of the teachers approved heartily 
of the smaller size classes and longer periods. While some recommended 
closer adherence to ability grouping, others found heterogeneous classes 
stimulating and advantageous. Most discovered, in the program, the possi- 
bility of developing new techniques and valuable student-teacher relation- 
ships. 


‘The Summer School session, which ran from July 2 to August 10, 
enrolled 395 students in 34 classes for a total of 566 separate class registra- 
tions. Of this last figure, 75 per cent received an A, B, or C grade; 15.9 per 
cent received a grade of D; and 9.1 per cent failed. 


Detailed written reports on student progress were sent to parents at 
mid-session and at the close of school. Final marks were recorded in the 
permanent records of Brookline students. Credit for make-up and review 
courses was allowed only in those cases where the student had failed the 
course originally, but passed it in the summer session. Though the marks 
for enrichment courses are noted in the students’ records, no credit is given 
for these in our High School. Reports were mailed to the schools of the 
28 non-resident students. 


Approximately 175 parents attended Open House on August 2. After 
hearing a progress report from Mr. Rinaldi, parents met with individual 
teachers in their classrooms. Some teachers held “classes” during this 
thirty-minute period to demonstrate techniques being used; others con- 
ferred with parents on individual student progress. Of special interest to 
parents was the Art Workship exhibit which displayed exceptional 
progress and originality on the part of the students in oils, sculpture, and 
drawing. 


The Library, open for the entire session, circulated a total of 572 
books: 282 non-fiction and 295 fiction. Four classes met in the Library for 
assigned lectures and instruction on the use of the library facilities. 


Our gratification in the results of the Summer School was mirrored in 
the reaction of 20 foreign students who visited us. ‘They were startled to 
learn that the entire Summer School student body enrolled voluntarily. 


The School Committee plans an evaluation of the Summer School 
program, based upon the opinions and recommendations of the teachers 
and the Director before making final arrangements for next summer’s 
session. 
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The financial aspects of the 1962 Summer School show total allow- 
ances included in the 1962 budget for salaries, educational supplies, and 
textbooks, $18,390; expenditures for these purposes, $24,395, of which 
$23,339 was for salaries; tuition fees paid into the Town Treasury $16,985. 
Thus, our first Summer School session, with its diverse curriculum, un- 
expectedly large enrolment, and worthwhile results, cost the ‘Town only 
$7,410. 


Demand for Our Business Education Graduates 


The graduates and students in the Business Education Department of 
our High School are being sought in increasing numbers by firms and indi- 
viduals in Boston, Brookline, and nearby communities. Many of our former 
graduates now employ office help and realize the excellent quality of work 
they can expect from our students. According to Christian W. Ehnes, 
Head of this Department, there were 250 requests last year, of which it 
was possible to fill approximately 100. Serving as a staff committee for 
placement, with Mr. Ehnes as Chairman, are Marguerite S. Greenshields, 
Benjamin H. Golini, and Martha R. Murdock, teachers of business sub- 
jects. 


The trend toward employment outside Brookline has been reversed, he 
reports, with 20 graduates of the Class of 1962 accepting employment in 
Brookline, 18 in Boston, and one in Newton. Important factors which have 
contributed to this trend are the, increased industrialization of the ‘Town, 
the higher wages paid by Brookline firms and the Town, and the savings of 
time and travel costs. Of the 20 graduates who are working in Brookline, 
four have entered the service of the ‘Town as junior clerk-stenographers 
with Civil Service status and with a beginning salary of $66 a week, which 
is $10 a week higher on the average than that paid to other graduates. 


More than half of these persons were placed in insurance, banking, 
medical, and municipal positions as secretaries, secretary-receptionists, 
junior clerk and stenographers, and business machine operators. The others 
are employed in diversified positions. Most of these positions require 
specific skills, such as the use of the electric typewriter, bookkeeping 
machine, adding machine, rotary calculator, and duplicating machine. ‘The 
average salary paid these eraduates is $56.22, which represents an increase 
of $2.86 over the beginning salary for similar positions in 1961. 


We find each year that more of the Business Education Department 
graduates are entering employment immediately upon graduation. It is in- 
interesting to report, however, that 13 of the 1962 graduates are continuing 
their formal education. Only two of these are attending business schools, 
compared with 17 in 1961. Five of these graduates are attending four-year 
colleges; five, junior colleges; two, business schools; and one, a hospital 
school for dental assistant. 
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Opportunities for part-time employment have increased for both 
juniors and seniors with, in many cases, the assurance of full-time employ- 
ment upon graduation. 


Understanding Children and Adolescents 


Shepard C. Ginandes, M.D., child psychiatrist and Director of the 
Roxbury Court Clinic, is conducting currently a course on “Character 
Development of Children and Adolescents” for teachers in the Brookline 
schools. ‘The course, sponsored by the Brookline Association for Mental 
Health, at no cost to participating teachers, will consist of 15 two-hour 
sessions. Thirty-five teachers are enrolled in the present session, which 
began on October 2 and extends through January 22. 


Since teachers are often called upon to deal with children having per- 
sonality problems, Dr. Ginandes intends to acquaint the class with recent 
scientific approaches to understanding children and adolescents. He feels 
that the more one knows about the factors, internal and external, making 
for the development of human character in the early years, the more 
skillfully one can design approaches to all children, and establish rapport 
with them. 


During the first hour of each two-hour session, Dr. Ginandes lectures 
on the modern psychological and psychoanalytic attitudes toward normal 
and abnormal character development in the formative years. He considers 
in detail the various emotional disturbances of childhood and adolescence, 
their symptoms, and the methods of dealing with them. Group discussions 
centering around selected case material and assigned reading provide 
teachers with the instructive opportunity for the free exchange of ideas 
during the second hour of each session. 


About one third of the course will deal with adolescence — the under- 
lying causes for adolescent behavior and ways in which teachers and parents 
can better meet the search of adolescents for ideals, standards, and inspira- 
tion. Delinquency and learning “blocks” will be considered, and the group 
will discuss the principles of treatment for these conditions and the use 
of available community facilities in alleviating them. 


So enthusiastic was the response of our teachers to the course that it 
will be offered again in the spring. 


Enrichment for Adults 


The idea that an adult learns best in a friendly, informal situation pre- 
vails in our Adult Education Program, of which Wendell F. Smith is the 
Director. ‘The recognized dual opportunity which attendance affords for 
the student to acquire new skills and simultaneously to form new friend- 
ships is, Mr. Smith feels, the main reason for the record enrolment of 
2,203 persons. It is a hopeful sign, we think, that, in this accelerated age, 
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with its diversification of attractions and distractions, 2,067 citizens of 
Brookline and 136 non-residents have the will to attend these classes. 


A constant reappraisal of the teaching staff and of the curriculum 
guarantees a program that is dynamic, timely, vital, and worthwhile. For 
example, last year a course in graphic arts was instituted; and, this year, 
following a lapse of several years, classes in art appreciation and opera 
appreciation, each with an enrolment of over 30, were reintroduced into 
the curriculum. 


Interest in crewel embroidery is high, as it is throughout this country. 
It is paradoxical that, in an era of automation, there should be a revival of 
this ancient Jacobean art. One hundred and ten persons are enrolled in 
five classes, 40 more than a year ago. In addition, there is a waiting list of 
38 persons. Impetus in this area is provided by our teacher, Mrs. Mildred 
J. Davis, a nationally known authority on crewel embroidery, and author 
of a new book, “The Art of Crewel Embroidery” (Crown Publishers). 


In the psychology course, taught by Erle S. Myers, one of our school 
adjustment counselors, there is an enrolment of 45 students, an increase of 
22 over last year. ‘Through the instruction and friendly interaction between 
teachers and students, these students are learning the concepts and prac- 
tical applications of psychology and, at the same time, they are experienc- 
ing the joys of meaningful human relationships. 


Students from several European and South American countries, to- 
gether with students from Cuba and Egypt are learning English in the 
civic education classes. One was a college teacher in Algiers; another is an 
Italian, educated in Japan; another taught law in Japan and is now study- 
ing at the Harvard Law School. 


The following comparison of current enrolments and those of 1961 
reflect clearly the increased interest in this program: 2,203 persons are en- 
rolled, an increase of 344; 922 of these students are attending the State- 
aided classes, an increase of 121; 1,281 of these are in classes which are not 
aided financially by the State, or 223 more; $3,212 in registration fees was 
paid into the Town Treasury, or an increase of $485. The registration fee 
was waived, upon request, for 139 persons over 65 years of age, an increase 
of 60; and 136 non-residents (whose tuition is paid either by their own 
community or by them) are enrolled, or six more. 


Attendance at Atom Conference 


Joshua H. Rassen, an outstanding science student at the High School, 
has been selected to attend The Fourth National Youth Conference on the 
Atom to be held in Chicago November 7-10, accompanied by David W. 
Parfitt, our Director of Science. The purpose of this Conference is to hear, 
see, and learn the promise of the peaceful use of the atom in its various 
applications. Student and teacher delegations from most of our States will 
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attend. The Conference is being sponsored by the Boston Edison Com- 
pany. 
Olympics 

Our eight elementary schools staged a track and field “Olympics” at 
Brookline Field on June 5. About 850 boys and girls in grades 5 through 8 
participated, while another 2,000 elementary school pupils attended as 
spectators. Edward A. McInerney, the High School track coach and a 
physical education instructor at Heath and Lawrence Schools, served as 
meet director and was assisted by the teachers of physical education and 
many other Brookline teachers. 


Beginning with a parade of contestants, who marched to music pro- 
vided by an all-Town elementary school band, under the direction of Mrs. 
Ann D. Fleck of the Music Department, the meet involved pupils in a 
series of races, relays, field events, jumping events and novelty races. 
Winners of the first five places were escorted to the Olympic-style award 
platform and presented with appropriate ribbon awards. 


This event, the first of its kind in the history of Brookline’s schools, 
met with tremendous enthusiasm on the part of pupils and teachers. It is 
anticipated that the “Olympics” will become an annual event in the 
physical education program. 


Physical Education 


The regular gymnasium class provides one common instructional pro- 
gram for freshmen and sophomores, and another for juniors and seniors. 
Team games, gymnastics, track and field athletics, wrestling, weight train- 
ing, and vigorous conditioning are emphasized for boys at the freshman 
and sophomore levels. ‘These same activities are taught in a lesser degree to 
junior and senior boys, who, in addition, receive instruction in such activi- 
ties as golf and tennis. ‘he same purpose underlies the girls’ program, in 
which activities suitable for girls are used to meet the goals of fitness and 
skill development. Instruction in modern dance is offered girls this year, 
along with team sports, individual and dual activities, gymnastics, and 
track and field athletics. Increased emphasis on physical fitness has re- 
sulted in several innovations in the High School physical education pro- 
gram. The new swimming program permits freshmen to take swimming 
for nine weeks, and sophomores, for four weeks, as a part of their regular 
physical education program. A progressive program of instruction is pro- 
vided to meet all levels of ability. All sophomores will receive first-aid 
instruction for a five-week period. ‘The physical education staff has been 
increased to six full-time and four part-time teachers by the addition of 
two full-time teachers. 


The physical fitness testing program for freshmen, instituted last year 
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with the assistance of Springfield College testing teams, will be enlarged 
this year to include juniors. Students with low scores will be scheduled 
for developmental classes as well as their regular physical education classes. 


The following after-school sports are now offered: 


For girls 
Fall: field hockey, golf, tennis, swimming, dance. 
Winter: basketball, swimming, volleyball, gymnastics, dance. 


Spring: softball, tennis, golf, swimming. 


For boys 
Fall: touch football; weight training; varsity, junior varsity, and freshman 
football; varsity and freshman cross country track. 


Winter: varsity, junior varsity, and freshman basketball; winter track; hockey; 
swimming; intramural wrestling; basketball; weight training. 


Spring: varsity, junior varsity, and freshman baseball; varsity and freshman 
track; golf; tennis; intramural baseball; weight training. 


The weight-training program for boys has become so popular that it 
is now necessary to offer it in the fall, as well as in the winter and spring. 


A Backward Glance 


The kinds of experience which a Brookline teacher gains while on a 
sabbatical leave of absence that can be of considerable direct use in her 
teaching work when she returns to Brookline were delineated succinctly 
in the report of Mrs. Elizabeth B. Lape, teacher of English at the Devo- 
tion School, who, during her leave of absence for the school year which 
ended last June, attended the University of Chicago, by which she was 
awarded an M.A. degree. 


We should like to share some of Mrs. Lape’s comments because they 
give such an illuminating picture of sabbatical leaves and their value to 
Brookline teachers and, ultimately, to Brookline children: 


“In looking back upon the rich, full year I spent at the University of Chicago, 
I feel that I have gained an excellent basis both for future teaching of English and 
for further study. A summation of the benefits of the past year falls under several 
headings: new points of view in the field of English, ideas about teaching, and 
untold enrichment from associations and from the many opportunities afforded 
by extra-curricular offerings. 

“I found the approach to the study of English literature in 1961-62 markedly 
different from that in the late 1930’s and early ’40’s. This discovery, for which I 
was theoretically prepared, nevertheless made a distinct impact upon me. At the 
outset, I felt timid and nervous as I compared myself with the brilliant young 
students who were my classmates. ‘These young people manifested an intensity 
that only the rare student possessed a generation ago. Only the realization that, 
after all, I had been ‘admitted’ without condition to this group assuaged my fears. 
But as the year advanced, I drew comfort from perceiving that an older person 
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has an endurance, a perseverance, and a developed judgment that enable him to 
hold his own. I never ceased, nevertheless, to feel dazzled by the abilities of these 
youthful graduate students, just beginning their careers. 


“Another aspect of the work which impressed me was the emphasis upon dis- 
cussion in small classes. I had associated college teaching with the lecture method 
in which the size of the class made little difference. I discovered that much _par- 
ticipation was expected of the student at each class meeting; students were pre- 
pared to take part informally in these discussions and were evaluated for their 
contributions. Professors usually sought to know their students on the intellectual 
level. A few prescribed courses exceeded 15 in enrollment but even these larger 
groups never numbered more than 30. The most exciting classes had ten or twelve 
students — really seminars, although not so designated. 


“A part of my enrichment came from visits to several schools in the Chicago 
area. One such visit was to the Laboratory School of the University of Chicago. 
Here a carefully selected student body masters the customary six-year secondary 
curriculum in five years. Children begin the study of a foreign language in the 
third grade, in twenty-minute periods, and continue to the end of high school 
with annual increases in the time allotment. Distinctive features of the Laboratory 
School include the unified arts program which provides rotating, six-week units of 
instruction in home economics, art, studio, vocal and instrumental music, dra- 
matics, and shops; the weather station observatory on the roof of the school; the 
experimental floor for testing new ideas in school equipment (even wall-to-wall 
carpeting!); the scheduling of the library periods for each student once a day 
(there are no study halls) and the students’ clerical work in checking out books 
so that the librarians are free to advise and consult. 


“At Ridgewood High School in Norridge, Illinois, nationally known as the 
school ‘where no bells ring’ (and they don’t), the ideas in Focus on Change by 
Dr. J. Lloyd Trump are being put into action. There are no departments as such; 
the school is divided into the humanities and sciences divisions. ‘The teachers 
serve on teaching teams composed of an experienced teacher, a new teacher, and 
an instructional assistant, and these teams lecture to large groups and to seminars 
in turn. Every subject, including electives, is organized so that it is taught through 
large groups, seminars, and individual study. Each week the teacher customarily 
spends twelve hours in a seminar and six hours in large-group instruction, with 
eighteen hours free for planning, meetings, and professional activities. 


“The New Trier High School gave a memorable experience in the tradition- 
ally oriented school. The student body of 4200 has made a record of achievement; 
on most national tests the students score about 80 per cent above the national 
medians. Except for the ninth-grade team-teaching program, the curriculum is 
traditional, but the school offers an unusually large number of electives in each 
field; in languages, for example, the special offerings include Greek, Chinese, and 
Italian. The students have also developed a high standard of self-discipline; students 
operate study halls, and they run responsibly the examination honor system, traffic 
control, lunchroom supervision, and most after-school activities. 


“To get more than a sense of the school situation in these significantly various 
schools was not easy. Perhaps the circumstances of our group visits curtailed 
flexibility of observation. However, the visits did leave a stamp; one came away 
with an individual impression of much that is still experimental both in adminis- 
tration and in curricula. There was a sense of disappointment, too, for the con- 
sensus among the experienced teachers in the group seemed to be that the many 
new approaches observed had not yet guaranteed creativity in teaching. 


“The lasting impression from these visits was thus one of stimulation. The 
central focus of my year away from Brookline remains on my work at the Univer- 
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sity of Chicago. From that many-faceted experience I hope I can translate into 
my future work in Brookline several concepts of the meaning and the teaching of 
literature and composition. It is to such a prospect that I venture to look forward 
after this momentary looking back.” 


A New John D. Runkle School Takes Shape 


As mentioned in our June report, the construction of the new John D. 
Runkle School was started by John Bowen Company, Inc., upon the close 
of school on June 20. During the summer all buildings, with the exception 
of the central building and the north addition, were demolished. The 
foundations have been laid and the steel framework is under erection. We 
can report that during excavation no ledge or water was encountered. The 
contractor is exerting every effort to enclose the building before winter 
begins. ‘This will enable him to do the interior work during the winter 
months, with an aim to the completion of the School in June, 1963, ac- 
cording to schedule. 


The advantageous price of $778,566 for the general contract enabled 
us to approve, for approximately $33,000, change orders which were recom- 
mended by the Architects and the Building Commission. These changes 
will make possible certain improvements which will enhance the aesthetic 
features of the building and grounds and will permit the installation of 
ceramic tile in the corridors and elsewhere. 


We shall request the Board of Selectmen to insert an Article in the 
Warrant for the Annual ‘Town Meeting in 1963 for an appropriation for 
the furniture, furnishings, and equipment. ‘The details of this Article are 
now being prepared. 


High School Enrolment 


Enrolment at the High School is at an all-time high with 2,380 stu- 
dents enrolled on September 30: 526 in Lincoln House (senior); 597 in 
Akers House (junior); 656 in Packard House (sophomore); 575 in Shailer 
House (freshman); 25 in the Junior Division; and one postgraduate. Com- 
pared to enrolments at the close of school in June, these figures represent 
a net gain in membership of 163 students divided among the houses: 17 
for Lincoln; 2 for Akers; 45 for Packard; and 99 for Shailer. These are 
students who were not enrolled in the Brookline Public Schools in June. 


Altogether, 208 students have entered the High School, who were not 
enrolled in the Brookline Public Schools in June, compared to 143 who 
entered in 1960. Of these, 95 have moved into Brookline and 31 pay 
tuition, a total of 126 compared to 80 in 1960. Eighty-two were residents 
of Brookline who were in private schools last year, compared to 63 two 
years ago. Fifteen sudents were in nine foreign countries last year: four in 
Cuba; two each in Brazil, Canada, and Dominican Republic; and one each 
in Australia, Holland, Israel, Iran, and Italy. 
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Forty-one were residing in 17 other states last year and 71 were living 
in 17 other municipalities in Massachusetts, the largest number, 41, having 
moved here from Boston, four each from Milton and Newton, and three 
each from Chelsea and Stoughton. 


The 82 students who transferred from private schools came from 25 
different schools, more than half of them from church-related schools. 


These figures show an increase every year for the past six years in 
grades 9 and 10. From 1956 through 1960 the average gain in enrolment 
between grade § and grade 9 was 3.1 per cent, whereas the average gain for 
1961 and 1962 was 7.8 per cent. The gain between grade 9 and 10 has 
also been significant. From 1956 to 1960 the average increase between 
these grades was 5.1 per cent, but for 1961 and 1962 it averaged 7.2 per 
cent. There has been no significant change in membership between grades 
10 and 11. Between grades 11 and 12 there is usually a slight decrease in 
membership, the average for six years being 1.2 per cent. 


There was a total gain in membership between October 1, 1956, and 
October 1, 1962, of 396, or an increase of 19.5 per cent. 


Need for Additional Space at High School 


The present peak enrolment of 2,380 students at the High School has 
accentuated the already overcrowded conditions there to a point where it 
is imperative to provide additional space in the existing plant. During the 
past few years of increasing enrolment, many makeshift arrangements and 
changes have been made to release required space, but our High School 
population has continued to grow at an unprecedented rate. This has com- 
pelled us to convert the following special rooms to study halls, although 
they are not suited to the purpose: the Girls’ League room; activities room 
in the North Wing; one science laboratory; and the auditorium. The cafe- 
teria seating area is entirely inadequate for a school of almost 2400 pupils 
and a staff of 200, resulting in a situation which is almost intolerable and 
not conducive to good eating habits. Woefully lacking in space are the 
general offices, the enlarged guidance service, and the health office. In addi- 
tion, there is an insufhcient number of conference rooms in which the 
teachers may meet with students and parents, necessary in a modern 
secondary school. ‘This has resulted in space shortages in academic and 
non-academic areas of the School and a tightening of available space that 
makes education at our high standards and the administration of a large 
student body exceedingly difficult. 


We shall continue to study this situation carefully with a view to de- 
termining the basis of a request that the Board of Selectmen insert in the 
Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in 1963 an Article, seeking an 
appropriation by which additional space will be provided in the present 
school 
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Another pressing problem is the lack of adequate parking facilities for 
the staff of 200 at the High School. The School Committee is seeking a 
practical solution of this problem in the near future. 


New Science Laboratories 


The modernization of the High School science plant is complete. 
Renovations have made it possible to implement all of the science patterns 
recommended by David W. Parfitt, Director of Science, and explained in 
our June report. 


New total-experience-type student laboratory stations, equipped for 
individual storage of supplies and material at the point of-use, have been 
installed in the physics rooms. Each station is equipped with a variable 
A.C.-D.C. power outlet, necessary for performing many physics experi- 
ments. Additional sinks and chemistry lockers added to one physics room 
provide a combination physics-chemistry laboratory. 


The division of a chemistry room into separate laboratory and lecture- 
demonstration areas has increased the availability of laboratory facilities. 
As a result of this alteration, double laboratory periods are scheduled for 
all standard and honor chemistry classes, thereby increasing the number 
and scope of laboratory experiences. ‘The two chemistry laboratories have 
been improved by the addition of fume hoods and storage space. 


All science rooms have new lighting fixtures, and provide a brighter, 
healthier environment for both classroom and laboratory activities. New 
electrical facilities in the biology rooms eliminate dependence on sunlight 
for microscope work. Tables with individual student storage, as well as 
new general storage areas, have also increased the efficiency of the biology 
rooms. 


A new weather station will be particularly valuable for the general 
science and earth science classes, as well as for the Meteorological Club. 
Equipped with instruments for measuring relative humidity, temperature, 
wind direction and velocity, and barometric pressure, the station will en- 
able students to make fairly reliable weather predictions. 


As a result of student and parent interest in science, enrolment in this 
field has increased by more than 100 over last year. These modernized sci- 
ence facilities, which have received the unqualified approval of teachers 
and students, are being used to capacity. The citizens of the Town may 
take pride in the results of their efforts and expenditures totaling approxi- 
mately $45,000, for which the State will reimburse the Town up to $22,685. 


Advanced Elementary School Classes 


We are now in the third year of the advanced elementary school 
classes: the first Advanced Fifth Grade began in the Devotion School in 
1960 and is now a seventh grade; the second one started in the Baker 
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School in 1961 and is now a sixth grade; and the third one, the fifth grade, 
started this September in the Heath School. The 20 to 25 children in 
each class have been carefully selected through a special testing program 
and by a study of their achievement at the fourth-grade level. Students 
accepted for admission to the advanced classes enter voluntarily, with the 
approval of their parents. During the two years that these classes have been 
in existence, only one child has returned to a regular class, and one othet 
child withdrew upon moving out of Brookline. 


The primary purpose of these advanced classes, as everyone will recog- 
nize, is to give a very small number of exceptionally talented pupils (about 
five per cent of the total number in each grade throughout the Town) an 
opportunity to work and compete with other pupils of similar abilities. 
These pupils must, of course, do the same work that those in the regular 
classes do but with greater speed and at a higher level of attainment. They 
expand and enrich their fields of knowledge and their interests in accord- 
ance with their ability, capacity, comprehension, and aptitude. They have 
an opportunity to begin the study of a foreign language (in this case 
French) sooner than in regular classes, and they are challenged constantly 
to reach out for new ideas in all fields of learning. 


The parents as well as the children in these classes have been excep- 
tionally understanding and cooperative. ‘They have met with the teachers 
and others concerned with the program, and have been most enthusiastic 
about the advanced classes. 


We are pleased to report that the staff in charge of this program has 
worked devotedly and successfully to offer these academically talented chil- 
dren a rewarding and challenging educational experience, and that these 
children have approached their work with an admirable combination of 
confidence, curiosity, and modesty. 


The School Committee is planning to meet with the parents and 
teachers of these talented pupils within the next few months. At that time 
we hope to take an even closer look at the work which is being done and 
to give an added impetus to any further ideas which may be advanced for 
the work of future classes. 


Program Scheduling by Automation 


As the High School program expanded and the enrolment increased 
greatly in recent years, so the clerical work of the staff increased propor- 
tionately, especially in such areas as student scheduling, class list prepara- 
tion, and the recording of marks. A thorough study of the problem resulted 
in a recommendation by the staff that we employ technical service to 
process certain records by automation. 


Most of the problems of converting from manual to machine schedul- 
ing were solved successfully despite the intricacies presented by the com- 
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plexity of the master schedule. Major difficulties arose because of our free 
elective system, personal service courses, double laboratory periods for 
sciences and industrial arts courses, and the scheduling of physical educa- 
tion classes. Over 10,000 separate entires had to be made for study periods 
alone. 


As a result of the cooperative and persistent efforts of the data process- 
ing company and the High School administration, the automatic schedul- 
ing was completed in time, freeing housemasters from preparing schedules 
during the summer. Corrections and adjustments of programs were made 
in the week prior to the opening of school. Changes in programs which 
resulted from the failure of the machine to balance adequately all sections 
were resolved by housemasters during the opening weeks. 


Preparations are now under way for the automatic preparation of 
report cards for the first marking period. The new report cards will be taken 
home by the students on November 16 for the first of four times during 
this school year. ‘These cards, copies of which are on file, may be retained 
by the parents. 


We expect that with the experience and knowledge already gained 
errors will be diminished greatly, and the clerical work of subject and 
homeroom teachers, as well as of the office staff, will be reduced further. 
An evaluation of the total program later in the year should provide us with 
the information required to make an accurate assessment of the value, of 
this innovation. 


Advanced Placement Conferences 


Advanced Placement Conferences, sponsored by the College Entrance 
Examination Board, serve as forums for the valuable interchange of ideas 
between school and college instructors. 


Late in June, eight members of the High School staff attended the 
following such conferences: ‘Trask H. Wilkinson (English), University of 
Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan; Helen E. Bridey and Katharine R. Mc- 
Kenna (French), Smith College, Northampton, Massachusetts; Bradford 
Wright and Edward H. Merrill (history), Knox College, Galesburg, Illi- 
nois; Mrs. Carolyn L. Shine (mathematics), Princeton University, Prince- 
ton, New Jersey; Mrs. Louise V. Rosser (physics), Lake Forest College, 
Lake Forest, Ilinois; Lillian G. Murdock (administration), Tulane Uni- 
versity, New Orleans, Louisiana. Mr. Merrill attended as a member of the 
College Entrance Examination Board Committee on History. 


Instructors and administrators who are interested in the program, as 
well as members of the committees of examiners and readers for the ex- 
aminations, participate in these conferences. 
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High School Scholarships 


The Scholarship Committee has reported that during the last school 
year 74 members of the graduating class and one member of the class of 
1961 applied for scholarship aid. Scholarships were awarded to 34 persons. 
Some applicants withdrew their applications because they had received 
substantial grants from the colleges to which they had been admitted. 

Lists of awards and scholarships were posted in senior homerooms, and 
members of the graduating class were notified of the time and place to 
obtain applications and copies of the form entitled Financial Statement of 
the Family. Every member of the Scholarship Committee read every ap- 
plication and financial statement, and the Committee then divided into 
two sections to interview the applicants. Four afternoons were given to the 
selection of recipients. 


As of last June, the total value of the awards and scholarships was 
more than $11,000. The number of recipients of awards and scholarships 
of all kinds totaled 42.

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Success of Our Advanced Placement Students 


We are happy to report again this year the success of our High School 
students in the advanced placement examinations. It will be recalled from 
previous reports that these college-level examinations are prepared by the 
College Entrance Examination Board and are taken in May of the terminal 
year of an advanced placement course by all students participating in the 
program. 


Students who have successfully completed the advanced placement 
courses and have passed the examinations are then eligible for advanced 
placement or credit or both in college. Scores are reported on a five-point 
scale as follows: 5 (high honors), 4 (honors), 3 (good), 2 (pass), 1 (no 
credit). Students earning scores of 4 or 5 are listed below. In the case of 
those who took the examinations as juniors and are now seniors at the 
High School, no college is indicated.

It is interesting to compare the test scores of our students with those 
of the students taking the tests throughout the nation. Our 19 American 
history students earned an average score of 3.9 (national average score 2.9), 
and 95 per cent scored 3 or better (65 per cent scored 3 or better nation- 
ally). ‘The 14 members of our European history class earned an average 
score of 3.8 (national average score 2.8), and all scored 3 or better (62 
per cent scored 3 or better nationally). 


The 16 students who were enrolled in advanced placement English 
earned an average score of 3.3 (national average score 2.5), and 88 per 
cent scored 3 or better (48 per cent scored 3 or better nationally). The 26 
students who were enrolled in our creative writing classes also took the 
English advanced placement examination. ‘Their average score was 2.9, and 
58 per cent scored 3 or better. 


On the language section of the advanced placement French examina- 
tion, the 9 members of our advanced placement French class earned an 
average score of 3.4 (national average score 3.0), and 89 per cent received 
scores of 3 or better (71 per cent earned 3 or better nationally). On the 
literature section of the advanced placement French examination, our stu- 
dents earned an average score of 3.1 (national average score was 2.6), and 
44 per cent received scores of 3 or better (48 per cent received 3 or 
better nationally). 


Four of our fourth-year honor Latin students did advanced placement 
work with their teacher on an individual basis. ‘Their average score on the 
advanced placement Latin IV examination was 4.25 (national average 
3.0) and all of them scored 3 or better (48 per cent scored 3 or better 
nationally ). 


The 21 students of our mathematics class earned an average score of 
2.8 (national average score 2.8), and 57 per cent received scores of 3 or 
better (59 per cent scored 3 or better nationally). 


The 11 students taking the chemistry examination were all juniors 
and are now seniors at the High School. Their average score was 2.4 
(national average score 2.8), and 46 per cent earned scores of 3 or better 
(58 per cent scored 3 or better nationally). Nine students took the physics 
examination. Their average score was 1.6 (national average score 2.7). 
Eleven per cent of the physics students scored 3 or better (49 per cent 
scored 3 or better nationally). 


It should be said that our awareness of the relative scores of our stu- 
dents have made on the chemistry and physics tests in recent years has 
been a factor in our decision to place more emphasis on science instruc- 
tion. ‘The advanced placement class which made these scores is the last 
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one to study chemistry for one year only. Beginning with the present ad- 
vanced placement class in chemistry, a two-year sequence will be provided, 
and no student who does not have this preparation or its equivalent will 
be allowed to enroll in advanced placement physics. 


The doubling of time devoted to science in the seventh and eighth 
grades (from two to four periods) beginning this year will enable students 
to enter high school science classes with better preparation. Heretofore, the 
time allotted to science in the seventh and eighth grades was the same as 
that allotted to art, music, homemaking, industrial arts, and physical 
education, and only one-fifth as much as that given to social studies. ‘This 
disparity in time has had its effect on the subject choices of students enter- 
ing high school, because students tend to elect subjects in which they feel 
better prepared. We are confident that the new patterns of science instruc- 
tion in grades 7 through 12, as well as the new science equipment in the 
High School, will produce better results on the advanced placement tests 
in the sciences. 


A New School Physician 


We have appointed Dr. George Kahn as School Physician to succeed 
Dr. Elaine K. Donnellan, who resigned in June when she married and 
moved to Washington, D.C. 


Dr. Kahn, who began his service on September 1, comes to Brookline 
highly recommended by Dr. Leon J. Taubenhaus, Director of School 
Health Services, and Dr. Charles A. Janeway, Physician-in-Chief of the 
Children’s Medical Center. He will serve on a full-time basis, devoting 
approximately 80% of his time to the Brookline Public Schools and 
20% to the activities of the Health Department of the Town. 


Dr. Kahn holds the following degrees: B.S. from the Massachusetts 
Institute of ‘Technology, 1918; M.D. from the Harvard Medical School, 
1922; and a M.P.H. from the Harvard School of Public Health, 1940. 


From 1956 until he became our School Physician, Dr. Kahn was Chief 
of the Bureau of Disease Control in the Health Department of the City of 
Boston. He has held teaching positions as follows: instructor in pediatrics 
at the Tufts Medical School, 1926-1931; instructor in pediatrics at the 
Boston University Medical School, 1931-1956; and associate in epidemiol- 
ogy of the Harvard School of Public Health, 1939-1940. 


The response which our teachers gave to Dr. Kahn when he outlined 
the role of the school physician to them, at their general meeting on 
September 12, augurs well for our health program. 

Recognition of Our Chairman 

We join our fellow citizens in praising Mrs. Viola R. Pinanski, our 

Chairman, for the honor which has been bestowed on her, and Brookline, 
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by Governor John Volpe’s appointment of her to the 21-member Commis- 
sion which will make a study of public education in the Commonwealth. 


The organization and scope of this Commission is set forth in Chapter 
108, Acts of 1962, RESOLVE PROVIDING FOR AN INVESTIGA- 
TION AND STUDY BY AN UNPAID SPECIAL COMMISSION 
RELATIVE TO IMPROVING AND EXTENDING EDUCATION- 
AL FACILITIES IN THE COMMONWEALTH, which reads in part 
as follows: 


“This is the educational study bill filed.............. following the recommendation 
of the Board of Education for a State-wide survey of education. It provides for a 
special commission composed of three members of the Senate, seven members of 
the House of Representatives and eleven persons to be appointed by the Governor, 
of whom two shall have had experience as teachers or administrators at grammar 
school level, two shall have had such experience at high school level and two shall 
have had such experience at college level. It is established for the purpose of mak- 
ing an investigation and study of the laws of the Commonwealth pertaining to 
education, of the educational institutions of the Commonwealth and their organi- 
zation, of the various school systems therein, and of the educational laws, pro- 
grams and school systems of other states, with a view to elevating educational 
standards in the Commonwealth. Said commission shall report to the General 
Court from time to time the results of its investigation and study, and its recom- 
mendations, if any, together with drafts of legislation necessary to carry its recom- 
mendations into effect by filing the same with the Clerk of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, but shall file its final report on or before the last Wednesday in 
December, 1963.” 


We know that the long and fruitful experience of our Chairman in 
the fields of education, hospital, and civic work will be reflected in valu- 
able contributions by her to the work of this Commission.

ELIZABETH BUTCHER 


On October 1, 1962 Elizabeth Butcher, Town Librarian from June 1, 
1940 retired. In the twenty-two years of her able administration, the Public 
Library not only expanded and improved its physical facilities but strength- 
ened the quality of its service. 


A firm believer in continuing education for adults, Miss Butcher 
enthusiastically helped organize the Brookline Library Music Association 
and the Brookline Library Society of Artists. A public spirited citizen, she 
was one of the original sponsors of the Brookline Community Council and 
the Brookline Mental Health Association. Tremendously interested in 
Brookline’s past, anxious to preserve local historical material, she served 
as a trustee of the Brookline Historical Society. 


She was president of the Massachusetts Library Association, and 
served on the executive council of the American Library Association and 
the Adult Education Association, U. S. A. Her efforts for certification of 
Massachusetts librarians and for the passage of legislation granting state 
aid to libraries won wide recognition. She set high goals for herself and 
her staff and those who worked with her were both encouraged and in- 
spired to emulate her achievements. The trustees and the town will miss 
her. 


SEARCH FOR SuCCEssoR TO Miss BUTCHER 


‘Ever since Miss Butcher announced her intention to retire, a com- 
mittee of the trustees headed by Professor Douglass Brown has been 
searching for a successor. 


The trustees have appointed Mrs. Theresa A. Carroll, Head of Adult 
Services since 1958, acting librarian until such time as a librarian is chosen. 
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The trustees are grateful to Mrs. Carroll and the staff for maintaining 
the high standard of excellence to which the citizens of the town have 
been accustomed. 


OTHER MEMBERS OF THE STAFF 


The library lost through retirement a number of valuable staff mem- 
bers this year. Miss Helen M. Thayer, assistant to the librarian, retired 
after forty-eight years of service. We can do no better to characterize her 
contribution than to quote the words of the Trustees in 1938, “From the 
beginning her record has been marked by devotion to duty and by willing 
cooperation. Able, thorough, conscientious, gracious in word and manner, 
she has left her wholesome impress upon a generation of the younger 
citizens” and, we may add, “staff.” Miss Dorothy H. ‘Thompson, super- 
visor of the loan department retired after thirty-nine years of service. She 
was another who left her imprint on the public and on the staff. Her 
knowledge of books, her never failing courtesy and fair treatment of all 
served as a guide for all of us. The in-service training she gave to many 
beginning librarians has served them well in their professional lives. Miss 
Aimee F. Draper, Putterham Branch librarian retired after sixteen years of 
service. Putterham residents recall the consideration she gave them. She 
especially enjoyed her mornings with the Putterham Reading group. That 
this pleasure was shared by the members was demonstrated by the large 
number who attended the Tea Festival, their last meeting at Putterham. 
Miss Josephine Hope retired after sixteen years of service. She was largely 
responsible for building up the science and technical business sections. 
She also originated a monthly news bulletin for the business men of the 
community in order to acquaint them with the new material which was 


being added to the library. 


On Liprary MATERIALS 


The total book collection now approaches 300,000 volumes, a figure 
well beyond the 100,000 volumes of “currently useful printed material” 
recommended by the American Library Association Public Library Service 
for cities and towns of the size of Brookline. Of these nearly one-third are 
books for children, available to them either through the children’s rooms 
of the public libraries or in the school libraries. ‘This year, the library was 
fortunate to add 19,125 books. Our budget for the purchase of books will 
have to increase as the prices of books continue to rise. ‘The average price 
of a book is now listed as $5.81, but books of science and technology 
frequently cost twice as much. | 


Our Lrsrary SERVICES TO ADULTS 


‘The percentage of borrowers to total population is now 36%.

As in the past we continue to loan more books to other libraries than 
we borrow from them. This service is gladly provided in the interest of 
extending the services of libraries in other communities. 


Delivery of books to shut-ins is one of our most appreciated services. 
Cards containing information supplied by the shut-ins make it possible to 
select books with the interest of the individual in mind. 


Man LIBRARY 


The Book Room at the Main Library is constantly crowded in the 
afternoon and evening and especially on Sunday. 


The range and increasing quality of the collection in the Art and 
Music Room seldom fails to provide answers to the questions of students, 
housewives and scholars. ‘This past year custom-built stereo equipment was 
acquired in the Art and Music Room for the purpose of giving public 
concerts of recorded music. 


Besides the annual exhibits of the Brookline Library Society of Artists 
the library showed the paintings of six promising young artists, and some 
striking photographs of the Union of South Africa taken by Norman A. 
Scotch. 


PUTTERHAM BRANCH 


There has not only been an increase in the number of books loaned 
at Putterham Branch, but the staff has been kept busy with reference 
work and in assisting the large number of students who use the branch 
from 2:30-8:30 Monday through Friday. The book stock of this branch 
is now being thoroughly revised. A five year program to build the book 
collection to the capacity of the building will go into effect in 1963. 


CuestNutT Hitt BRANCH 


Regular borrowers continue to use Chestnut Hill Branch library in 
spite of the opening of the new Putterham Branch. Borrowers enjoy the 
personal service which this small branch affords. The furniture is being 
replaced gradually to make the branch more comfortable and attractive. 
We hope for a new floor and improved lighting next year. 


CooLIDGE CorNER BRANCH 


A careful appraisal of book stock has been in progress at the Coolidge 
Corner Branch. Its shelves have become so crowded that consideration of 
an addition to the building is contemplated in the not too distant future. 


Our Liprary SERVICE TO CHILDREN AND YOUNG PEOPLE 


During the year a small but excellent collection of juvenile books was 
made available at the Putterham Branch. In all agencies, our children’s 
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librarians testify to an increase in circulation as well as a greater demand 
for reference materials. ‘The need for more advanced books, periodicals 
and pamphlets is particularly noticeable and the children’s staff search 
carefully for suitable publications. 


In accordance with the vote of the trustees in November 1961, the 
library discontinued the furnishing of books to private and parochial class- 
rooms as the service had become too extensive for the library to handle. 
As a result more children patronized the library. 


Other special services for children were continued. Librarians gave 
eight weeks of book service to children on twenty playgrounds and told 
stories to 1,500 children. There are now six nursery schools operated by 
the Recreation Department. The library sends twenty-five picture story 
books a month to each class of the six nursery schools operated by the 
Recreation Department. Children’s story hours have been placed on a 
coordinated schedule to begin the week of Hallowe’en and end in the 
second week of April. Story hours seem to be attracting large numbers of 
children again, occasionally as many as forty or fifty. 


More detailed statistics and a fuller description of library services 
through the school libraries are available in the “School Library Service 
in Brookline” report, issued annually at the end of the school year. 


PERSONNEL 


At a time when vacancies have become a nation wide problem, we are 
fortunate in having to report only one. Our staff consists of librarians who 
are qualified by proper education, certification or previous experience. Six 
staff members are working toward graduate degrees at the Simmons Col- 
lege School of Library Science. Our library aides are college graduates or 
have had training in business schools. Staff members are encouraged to 
belong to local, state, and national professional organizations, and have 
taken an active part in their programs.

ADMINISTRATION 


The health department is the town agency directly responsible for 
the health of the community. It is legally charged to take all necessary 
steps to prevent, as far as possible, the spread of disease within the town 
and take any actions which will promote the general health of Brookline 
residents. ‘Thus the health department is a service organization devoted 
to the community aspects of health protection and promotion. It is the 
responsibility of the administrative arm of the department to see that 
these objectives are met effectively, eficiently, and economically. 


Health services, even when economically and efficiently supplied, cost 
money. The administration of the health department cannot supply 
Brookline with “free” health services, but it can see that Brookline gets 
its money's worth for the money it spends on health services. ‘This can be 
accomplished best when the Department emphasizes the coordination of 
all health services to meet the needs of the population. This is done by 
administratively blending the efforts of all available resources to meet 
community needs without costly duplication. ‘To do this the Department 
provides many direct services itself, but it also utilizes the resources of 
other agencies through grant and contractual mechanisms. In each case 
the town is the ultimate beneficiary. 


Direct health services are paid for through the Department budget. 
The 1963 budget request is for $274,720.64, a $11,304.94 increase over 
1962. Most of this increase is for the cost of living salary increase voted 
by the ‘Town Meeting last April. The rest is due to the increased costs of 
materials, postage and other necessities, and the additional costs of a 
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municipal industrial health program which will not only benefit the health 
of town employees, but which will also benefit the town in terms of 
reduced employee disability.

Health protection and promotion today is a highly technical and 
complicated activity which, in many areas, can only be supplied by quali- 
fied personnel who are highly trained in certain of the special health disci- 
plines. Such personnel are not readily available and the problem of 
recruitment of qualified personnel is the major obstacle to modern public 
health programs. Standard municipal personnel practices are too rigid and 
prevent the hiring of many of the types of qualified personnel needed by 
a modern health department. Such personnel today are mostly found in 
academic institutions and voluntary health agencies of equivalent statute. 


Brookline, through special legislation, is fortunate that it can obtain 
specialized health services through contracts with academic and equivalent 
voluntary health agencies. In this way Brookline receives health programs 
of a high quality that it could not supply independently. 


In addition, the well organized and high quality services that Brook- 
line has been able to provide have established its leadership as a local 
health department. This in turn has attracted grants from the federal 
government and from voluntary health agencies for demonstration and 
research projects that bring additional health services to the people of 
Brookline at no additional cost to the town. Some of these grants and 
services will be described in greater detail later in this report.

Cup HEALTH 


Infant and Pre-School Child 


In 1955, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts amended legislation 
on the care of premature infants so that the Health Department is re- 
sponsible for the expenses for care and hospitalization of infants weighing 
five pounds or less at birth, if there are no other sources of payment for 
such an infant’s care. During 1962, fifty-five premature babies were born 
to Brookline parents. ‘The Department granted $378.82 for the hospitaliza- 
tion of 4 legally premature infants. A public health nurse makes a home 
visit to each family with a reported premature birth in order to assist as 
needed with the health supervision of the newborn infant. 


Approximately 576 children attended the weekly Well-Baby and 
Pre-School Conferences last year. ‘These conferences are conducted by the 
Visiting Nurse Service, but are financed by the Health Department as 
part of its Child Health Program. Children attending these conferences 
receive additional health supervision through home visits by the public 
health nurses. One hundred percent of these youngsters received Sabin 
oral polio vaccine at special clinics in 1962. 


School Health 


The case finding, environmental sanitation and health counseling 
services of the school health program serve 6763 public school and 1635 
parochial school children. 


Vision and hearing tests are conducted annually on selected grades 
throughout all schools. In 1962, there were 5719 vision tests conducted 
with 499 failures. Five thousand and ninety-two hearing tests were com- 
pleted; there were 68 failures. If a child fails a vision or hearing test, he is 
first retested. If he fails again, a referral to a physician is made for further 
study. 


During the school year 2982 pupils received complete physical ex- 
aminations. Abnormal findings were found in 440 children. Most of these 
abnormalities were minor and already known to the parents. 


Each child’s health record is reviewed annually and parents are noti- 
fied when booster immunizations are due. ‘Two thousand six hundred and 
seventy-six children needed diphtheria-tetanus boosters. One thousand nine 
hundred and sixty-nine pupils were given their booster by the school phy- 
sician, and 707 children were immunized by their family physician. 


Poison Center Follow-up 


The public health nurse made home visits to all cases referred by the 
Poison Center. There were 14 such referrals. Children have swallowed 
such things as aspirin, Chlorox, liquid soap, moth flakes, camphor ice, 
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developer powder, tranquillizers and other medications. ‘The home visits 
are designed to help families with young children prevent future acci- 
dental poisonings. 

Dental Services

Complete dental services are offered to eligible children, ages 2% 
through 11 years. Referrals for major disabilities requiring general anes- 
thesia for multiple extractions, orthodontia or biopsy are referred and 
treated at university affiliated clinics. Seventy-six children, under age 11, 
were referred for such care. 


Dental services this year have increased 6% because of increased use 
of our clinic facilities during the summer months. Fifty-eight children, 
ages 12 through 17, with major dental disabilities received care in a super- 
vised teaching program in cooperation with the Tufts University School 
of Dental Medicine and the Harvard School of Dental Medicine. 


HEALTH EDUCATION 


Health Education is an integral part of all health department pro- 
grams and services. An information service is maintained by the Depart- 
ment and various other media of communication, including the Health 
Bulletin, are used to keep Brookline residents informed on matters of 
health. ‘This year’s Health Bulletin featured articles on “Safety Through 
Seat Belts,” “Garbage and Rubbish Regulations,” and “Brookline’s Aging 
Study.” The health educator gives staff assistance to local citizens commit- 
tees active in or interested in public health programs. She also assists the 
Department staff in the educational phases of their service programs. 


‘Town EMPLOYEE PROGRAM 


After more than 5 years of careful planning, a balanced municipal 
industrial health program has been started. Staffed by a half-time physician 
and a full time nurse, this program will furnish the town an industrial 
health program it has long needed. The town has over 1500 employees. 
Every business or industry of even half this size has found it economical 
to have an employee health program. Such a program more than pays for 
itself in terms of decreased disability claims and premature medical re- 
tirements. By introducing routine preemployment and periodic examina- 
tions, preventive health services, disability evaluations, health counseling, 
and accident and disability prevention activities, this program will benefit 
the employees themselves as well as the town. 
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COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 
Sabin Oral Polio Immunizations 


During May and June 1962, 12,000 children ages three months 
through eighteen years (or grade XII) received ‘Types I and III of the 
Sabin oral polio vaccine. Clinics were held in all of the public, private and 
parochial schools in Brookline. Additional immunization clinics were held 
at the Stephen G. Train Health Center for pre-school children and chil- 
dren who attend schools outside of the town. Vaccine will be offered again 
in 1963 and we hope soon to have 100 percent of the children immunized 
and to eradicate poliomyelitis as a childhood disease.

Tuberculosis 


Our tuberculosis control program is based upon case finding, hos- 
pitalization of infectious cases and follow-up of all known cases not in a 
hospital. While the general public no longer regards tuberculosis as a 
major problem, the disease has not been eradicated. New cases continue 
to appear. 


There were 18 active cases and 6 deaths due to tuberculosis among 
Brookline residents during 1962. Six of these are new cases discovered 
during the year. Sixty-three cases are being followed in the Department’s 
Chest Clinic held twice each month at the Health Center. 
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CurRonic DIsEASES 
Chest Conditions 


There were other chest conditions, as well as tuberculosis, discovered 
among the 1258 persons X-rayed. Ten cases of lung tumor, 60 cases of 
heart disease and 26 cases of other pulmonary disease were referred to the 
private physician or to a clinic for further care. 


Diabetes 


One hundred and eighty-two adults were tested at weekly diabetes 
clinics held at the Health Department. Urine and blood sugar determina- 
tions are done on each patient. There were 76 new patients who had never 
been checked before. Glucose tolerance tests were done on 13 patients. 
Eleven cases of diabetes were discovered. Any definite or suspected case of 
diabetes is referred to the patient’s physician or a local clinic for further 
care. 


Glaucoma 


Thirteen cases were discovered at the Department’s Glaucoma Screen- 
ing Clinic during 1962. Sixty-five people are still being studied for possible 
glaucoma at the close of the year. Certain unconfirmed glaucoma cases 
require continued observation as they may be borderline cases now, but 
may develop glaucoma later.

Oral Cancer 


During 1962, five Oral Cancer Detection Clinics were conducted by 
the dental division. These clinics, jointly sponsored by this Department, 
the American Cancer Society (Mass. Div.) Inc., and the Division of 
Cancer of the State Health Department, screened 358 Brookline residents, 
age 40 and over. Fourteen biopsies of suspicious lesions were taken and 
174 Papanicolaou smears were made. ‘Ten patients were referred for further 
study; eight of these as possible malignancies. In two cases, the cancer 
was confirmed. ‘Twelve other mouth lesions were referred to their private 
dentists for treatment. 
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LABORATORY 


The laboratory is a vital support service for the public health pro- 
grams of the Department. In order to improve the efficient operation of 
our laboratory, a Director of the Laboratory has been appointed from the 
Department’s medical staff. 


The program in sanitary bacteriology is a major laboratory service. 
Bacteriological plate counts on restaurant utensils are taken monthly as 
a part of the restaurant sanitation program. In 1962, 2,347 such tests were 
performed. Chemical and bacteriological tests were carried out on 1197 
milk, ice cream and water samples. Any deviation from normal standards 
is followed by an inspection of the plant and distribution system. 


To assist local physicians in clinical diagnosis, 56 smears were ex- 
amined for various diseases, 248 blood tests were made for diabetes and 
1061 urine tests were made for diabetes and renal diseases. 


ENVIRONMENTAL SANITATION 


Regulations governing the installation and operation of self-operated 
dry cleaning machines were adopted on November 22, 1962, effective 
December 1, 1962 for new installations and February 1, 1963 for existing 
establishments. ‘These do not apply to commercial dry cleaning plants but 
only to those establishments where the customer operates the machine by 
the insertion of coins. 


The Health Department is cooperating in the North Brookline Con- 
servation Program, which has been started in the Russell and Kenwood 
Street area. A sanitary inspector is a regular member of the inspection 
team which checks each dwelling for violations of housing and other town 
codes, and for non-compliance with conservation standards which have 
been recommended for improvement of the neighborhood beyond legal 
minimum requirements. 


Changes in the state laws on day care services for children will require 
changes in the licensing and inspection program in 1963. Some existing 
agencies will no longer come within the licensing program since they are 
a part of a regular school system. Some existing agencies not now licensed 
will be included under the new law. New state regulations being prepared 
will supersede present Health regulations whenever they are more stringent. 


All routine inspection programs covering eating and drinking estab- 
lishments, food stores, bakeries and other food establishments, lodging 
houses, convalescent homes, day care agencies, massage establishments, 
swimming pools, open-air parking spaces, and the keeping of fowl and 
animals were continued, as were the collection of milk, ice cream and 
water samples for laboratory examination. All complaints regarding hous- 
ing, insect and rodent control, air pollution, litter and nuisances in gen- 
eral were investigated. In addition, each inspector is responsible for investi- 
gation and follow-up of all unsatisfactory conditions he finds in his district. 
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There were no confirmed outbreaks of food-poisoning during the year. 
However, one case of botulism was reported which required careful in- 
vestigation and a quantity of home-canned food was condemned and 
destroyed. 


The mosquito problem was minimal and the usual routine control 
measures were carried out by the East Middlesex Mosquito Control 
Project. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The work of supervising the accuracy and use of weighing and measur- 
ing devices used in trade was continued throughout the town. 


The acquisition during the year of a 100-gallon prover, greatly im- 
proved and facilitated the testing of oil truck meters. With the use of a 
foam funnel, it is now possible to test the modern high-speed oil meters 
at full throttle throughout the entire length of the test, something most 
necessary in focusing on meter defects. 


Another addition to the working equipment was a portable Exact- 
weight over-under balance. Mounted on a plywood base and placed across 
the top of a supermarket food carriage, it has enhanced the reweighing 
of food products, especially those in the grocery line, since the weighing 
can be effected along the aisles of the store. The public relations aspect of 
this type of inspection is most favorable. Shoppers in the store often ques- 
tion the activity and note the results with interest. The most serious 
weight deficiencies found and corrected have been in bacon products and 
canned tuna fish. 


The fees turned into the ‘Town Treasury in connection with the test- 
ing and sealing of scales, oil meters, taxi meters, pharmacy balances and 
weights, and gasoline and motor oil meters amounted to $1,015.00. 


VETERINARY SERVICES 


A part-time veterinarian is employed by the Department to investigate 
and prevent the spread of disease from animal to man. Dog bites continue 
to be a major problem. One hundred and thirty-six dog bites were reported 
during the year. The Department is investigating the need for a leash law, 
because Massachusetts has discovered and reported rabies in bats. With 
cases reported in bats, it is possible that rabies may become a problem 
in domestic animals. 


EDUCATION 


The formal training and orientation programs carried out by the 
Health Department contribute to the maintenance of high level services 
for the town. 


During 1962, the Department served as a field training unit for stu- 
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dents from the Harvard Schools of Public Health and Dental Medicine 
and the post-graduate division of the Harvard School of Dental Medicine, 
Tufts University School of Dental Medicine, Simmons College, Boston 
College School of Nursing and the Boston Dispensary. ‘Through the Pub- 
lic Health and Preventive Dentistry program of the Forsyth School of 
Dental Hygiene, the dental clinic received over 3700 hours of hygienist 
services by training these girls in a pediatric dentistry program. 


During the year, 2 nursing students from collegiate schools of nursing 
gained field experience in public health nursing when each spent eight 
weeks in the integrated public health nursing program. An additional 66 
hospital nursing students each spent one day in observation of bedside 
nursing in private homes. 


In-service education programs keep Department personnel up-to-date 
on current developments in public health. Regular meetings of the sanita- 
tion staff are conducted. 


The second course on the diagnosis and management of oral cancer 
was carried on in cooperation with the Tufts University School of Dental 
Medicine and the American Cancer Society (Massachusetts Division), 
Inc. Twelve dentists and one physician from Brookline completed the 
course and later assisted in the Department’s oral cancer screening clinics. 


During the year the Department was host to visitors from many areas. 
These persons come to learn of and observe specific health department 
programs. Visitors from Uganda, India, Pakistan, Brazil were among those 
who came to learn of the Department’s policy and program. Eight visitors 
from the Department of Information in Djakarta, Indonesia spent one- 
half day learning of the Department’s education program. This visit was 
in cooperation with the U. S. State Department and Boston University. 


Staff members participated in a number of the teaching programs of 
universities in this area. Papers by members of the professional staff were 
presented at several national, regional and state meetings during the year. 


RESEARCH 


‘he research arm of the Health Department has continued its activi- 
ties; studying problems affecting service programs and coordinating current 
programs of the Department. The ultimate objective of all research con- 
ducted by the Department is to yield new information which will be bene- 
ficial to the Department and which will ultimately lead to better health 
services for the ‘Town. Because the Brookline Health Department is well 
organized and staffed, and because it is capable of conducting research 
projects whose results will be beneficial to the nation as well as the ‘Town, 
the Department continues to get many requests to conduct research. It 
limits its activities to those projects which will most effectively enhance 
and improve its own health services. All research activities by the Depart- 
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ment are fully financed by outside funds from governmental and voluntary 
health agencies. In many cases, in addition to the costs of conducting the 
research, the Town also receives additional funds in the form of overhead 
payments. Some of the research grants are administered directly through 
the Town and others are carried through a voluntary agency or research 
corporation. 


BROOKLINE-BRiGHAM NursiInc HOME DEMONSTRATION PROJECT 


This project is supported by the U.S. Public Health Service Contract 
+tPH 86-62-42. The demonstration, conducted jointly by the Health De- 
partment and Peter Bent Brigham Hosptial, is an attempt to develop an 
organizational structure which will mobilize community resources to assist 
nursing homes to elevate standards. Nursing homes participate in this 
program voluntarily. It is independent of licensure. 


The project has a steering committe of nursing home owners which 
helps to interpret the program proposal to other nursing home owners 
and administrators. A service program in the area of dental health has 
been developed in cooperation with the Massachusetts Dental Society and 
the Brookline Dental Society. Four hundred and sixty-three patients be- 
tween the ages of 55 and 85 were examined. The Brookline Dental So- 
ciety, through voluntary services of members, has undertaken treatment 
for the dental disorders discovered. 


A seminar on diet and meal planning was held for nursing home 
personnel and a new diet manual specifically designed for nursing homes 
has been introduced. Individual consultation and short in-service training 
sessions are being held in those homes which request such service. 


Six homes have hired recreation leaders recruited by the Brookline 
Recreation and Health Departments. ‘These persons are trained and super- 
vised by the Recreation Department. 


Other demonstration programs are being developed. A sight-conserva- 
tion program is scheduled to begin in 1963 and plans are being made for 
a hearing conservation project. 


Carpb1Aac RESUSCITATION PROGRAM 


As part of a demonstration program, supported by a grant from the 
Massachusetts Heart Association, police and firemen in Brookline are 
being trained in the technique of closed chest cardiac resuscitation. The 
technique has been shown to be effective as a life saving measure in cases 
of cardiac arrest caused by a variety of accidents and some heart attacks. 
The purpose of the Brookline program is to determine the effectiveness 
of closed chest cardiac resuscitation in the hands of trained police and fire 
rescue squads. ‘The training course is carried out by a qualified physician. 
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All cases of attempted resuscitation are carefully followed up, so that the 
effectiveness and safety of the procedure can be evaluated. The Beth Israel 
and Peter Bent Brigham Hospitals and the Children’s Medical Center are 
cooperating in the program, by undertaking the subsequent care of the 
patients and providing follow-up data. 


In 1962, 98 policemen and firemen completed the training program, 
and participated in 9 attempted resuscitations. 


STREPTOCOCCAL CONTROL PROGRAM 


The Streptococcal Control Program has continued to study the inci- 
dence, transmission, and complications of streptococcal disease in Brook- 
line. Other objectives include the evaluation of the causes of treatment 
failures and the establishment of a practical throat culture service for 
Brookline physicians. 


During 1962, 2892 cultures were taken from persons with respiratory 
illness or their family contacts. ‘Two hundred and ninety-eight were posi- 
tive for significant streptococcal infection. Eighty-four of the positive 
cultures were recovered from family contacts. Follow-up studies revealed 
no rheumatic fever, but one case of glomerulo nephritis was discovered. 
Fight percent of patients showed transient blood in the urine after recov- 
ery from streptococcal illness. 


In October 1962, the plan of the study was revised in order to evalu- 
ate the effectiveness of penicillin prophylaxis in preventing the spread of 
streptococcal infections to family contacts. ‘The significance of the positive 
urinary findings is being further investigated by comparing these findings 
in cases of non-streptococcal respiratory illness to those in patients with 
positive throat cultures. 


AGING STuDY 


This study, financed by U.S.P.H.S. Research Grant RG 6609, was 
completed in 1962. ‘Tabulation and analysis of data were completed and 
the final report is being submitted to the U.S. Public Health Service. 


According to this data the typical Brookline resident over 65 has some 
of the following characteristics: 


‘The majority are women; nearly one-half are widows. 
Most have roots in Brookline, having lived here ten years or more. 


They have less education than younger adults and almost one-half 
are foreign born. 


They have a higher socio-economic level than is usually found among 
the elderly. 


Few have been forced to retire and many are still working. 
They are aware of and use preventive health services. 
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Few are homebound due to chronic illness; most are in good health 

and report little or no curtailment of everyday activities. 

Most are active in clubs and organizations and attend church or syna- 

gogue services. Nearly all have relatives and friends living nearby and 

see them regularly. 

Four papers discussing findings of the project have been published 
or accepted for publication in professional journals. 


DENTAL RESEARCH PROJECT 


The National Institute of Dental Research of the U.S. Public Health 
Service has awarded a three year grant to this Department and the Flor- 
ence Heller School of Brandeis University. ‘This project will investigate 
whether or not the dental conditions of teen-agers are associated with the 
medical and dental care patterns and health practices of their families. 


Nursinc Home VIsIon PROJECT 


This project is supported by Contract #4PH 86-63-55 from the Neuro- 
logical and Sensory Disease Branch of the Division of Chronic Diseases, 
Public Health Service. The project will begin early in 1963 and is designed 
to answer the following questions: 

What is the extent and type of visual defect among nursing home 

residents? 

What is the extent and need for correcting these defects? 

What is the effect of correction on the individual resident’s degree of 

dependence or individual functioning? 

What is the cost of providing these services? 

This study will be carried on in conjunction with the Brookline- 
Brigham Nursing Home Demonstration. 


PRE-SCHOOL VISION SCREENING 


The U.S. Public Health Service has awarded the Brookline Health 
Department a Neurological and Sensory Disease Service Project Grant to 
conduct a two year study, — “Visual Screening of Three Through Five 
Year Old Children”. 


This project will evaluate the relative effectiveness of five different 
visual screening tests in screening for visual disturbances, especially those 
which lead to the development of amblyopia exanopsia. Approximately 
5,000 children will be tested during the two year period. 


PATTERNS OF OCULAR CARE 


This project was supported by Research Contract +£1529 of the 
Vision and Hearing Conservation Branch, Division of Chronic Diseases, 


HEALTH 281 


Public Health Service and utilized the services of a medical student as 
research assistant. ‘The study investigated the type of professional eye care 
received by the older adult population of 3,803 patients seen in the Brook- 
line Glaucoma Screening Clinic. Forty-three percent had previously seen 
an ophthalmologist, 31% had visited an optometrist and 26% had received 
no previous eye care. Age was not an influence in the choice of discipline 
chosen by patients to render eye care. More women than men used the 
physician (ophthalmologist). While an abnormality led most patients to 
seek some sort of eye care, the specific type of abnormality did not appear 
to influence the type of care sought. 


DIABETES STUDY 


This study will evaluate the results of the Department’s diabetes de- 
tection program which has discovered 200 new cases of diabetes over the 
past 15 years. Information concerning the course of the disease, manage- 
ment and complications encountered by these patients is being obtained 
from the physicians to whom the patients were referred after screening. 
Where the physician’s data is not specific or current, patients will be 
recalled for a history and physical examination. 


It is hoped that the data obtained will further demonstrate the 
effectiveness of the diabetes detection program and provide useful infor- 
mation about the natural history of diabetes. 


The study is supported by a grant from the Greater Boston Diabetes 
Society.

The following are either new programs and activities held in 1962 or 
those which are deserving of special comment. 


The Recreation Department’s boys’ and girls’ swimming teams had 
fourteen meets, winning twelve and losing two. 


Four big swimming meets were held during the year: (1) the N.E.A- 
A.A.U. Age Group Championship Meet, with 800 swimmers entered, on 
February 17th; (2) July 4th; (3) summer playground and (4) the pre- 
winter meet in November. 


Five boys reached the finals in the A.A.U. Meet with Brookline boys 
taking one second place medal and two third place medals. 


The Relay Team, boys age ten and under, finished third in the 
A.A.U. sponsored carnival of relays held at the Boston Y.M.C.A. 


Forty boys and girls passed the Water Safety Instructor's courses 
conducted by the Red Cross and the Recreation Department. About seven 
hundred and fifty boys and girls received their beginner’s certificates 
issued by the Recreation Department. 


A recreation program at the new High Rise project on High Street 
was started. ‘The program includes arts and crafts; games; dancing and 
special events for all age groups. 


A recreation nursing home program is being conducted in coopera- 
tion with the Brookline Health Department at six nursing homes. Recrea- 
tion staff members have assisted with organizing programs and conducting 
In-Service ‘Training courses. Members of our Golden Age Club have also 
assisted in this project. 


Physical Fitness programs as suggested by President Kennedy were 
held at all playgrounds during the past summer season and a demonstra- 
tion was conducted at Play Day. 


The Recreation Department Ice Hockey program at Larz Anderson 
Park was expanded. We now have four leagues with over three hundred 
boys and men taking part. All age groups will participate in the State 
Tournament in March. Ice Hockey and Basketball clinics were held 
before formal play began. 


The recreation programs at the Marion Street Housing project for 
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senior citizens were expanded with the cooperation of the Brookline 
Housing Authority. 


The Recreation Department’s High School Bowling Leagues for girls 
and boys have been expanded to twenty teams this year as against twelve 
last year. 


The Town Tennis Tournament in cooperation with the Brookline 
Tennis Association was very successful. 


Eleven Christmas parties were sponsored by this department as fol- 
lows: three Mothers’ Clubs; two Golden Age; one Housing project; four 
Nursing Homes; one Town-wide for children. In addition six Christmas 
and Chanukah parties were conducted at the department’s six Morning 
Play Groups into which were introduced the holiday customs of all 
countries. 


The Friday evening program at the Devotion School gymnasium for 
boys and men was reactivated. 


The Recreation Department’s ‘Tennis Team won the Massachusetts 
Recreation Society's Division I Championship for the second successful 
year. 


Two new Mothers’ Clubs were formed, one at the Soule Recreation 
Center and one at the new High Rise project on High Street and have 
been very valuable to this department. 


The Eliot Mothers’ Club conducted a very successful minstrel show 
at the Heath School in June. All performances were played to a full house 
and the proceeds of this project were donated to the Heath School 
Scholarship Fund. 


The use of all facilities at the Soule Recreation Center have been 
expanded during the past year. The summer Day Camp program was held 
at this location this past summer and attracted the largest attendance in 
years. 


The recreation program in the Town received a severe setback on 
Christmas Day when a fire of undetermined origin caused extensive dam- 
age to the Municipal Gymnasium. Erected in 1908 this building served 
as a gymnasium, recreation center and as a civic center. 


For the past eight years a unit of the National Guard has been 
quartered there. 


This fine structure was open year round from early morning until late 
evening six days a week and on some Sundays and holidays. People from 
all sections of the Town as well as local civic, fraternal and religious 
organizations made extensive use of its facilities. Its loss will be keenly 
felt. 


The School Department in its usual spirit of cooperation immediately 
volunteered its facilities when available to help continue some of the pro- 
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grams held at the gymnasium. However, it should be noted that many 
activities such as handball, track, boxing, wrestling, bag punching, weight 
lifting, apparatus work, preparation for Civil Service physical examinations 
and roller skating had to be eliminated due to loss of facilities adapted to 
these activities. 

On behalf of the Recreation Commission and its staff sincere appre- 
ciation is extended to all those departments and agencies in the Town for 
their assistance and cooperation during this difhcult time. It is hoped by 
all concerned that this fine building which served the Town so well for 
so many years will be replaced as soon as possible.

The Board held regular open meetings on the second Monday of the 
month. Special meetings and conferences were held with the Selectmen, 
the Comptroller, the Recreation Commission, the School Committee, 
architects and with citizen groups interested in tennis, the Griggs Field, 
and other activities. Members of the Advisory Commttee attended many 
of the regular meetings to confer on budget matters. 


Improvements and development of Park property include the fol- 
lowing: 


Beacon PLaycrounD: Improvements to the tennis facilities, renova- 
tion of the clay courts; installation of a bang board for practice; and light- 
ing of the courts for evening play. Plans were prepared for a new field 
house. 


ANDERSON Park: Work was completed on the improvements to Larz 
Anderson Park. The Park will re-open in the Spring of 1963. 


Goir Course: Work has begun on alterations to the Golf Course. 
The new Fifth Hole was constructed and alterations made to the new First 
Hole. This work will be completed in the Spring of 1963. Changes to 
the parking area at the golf course will be completed in the Spring of 1963. 


Other major improvements include: Alterations at Soule Recreation 
Center, specimen plantings at Knyvet Square, and additional plantings in 
the Hoar Memorial. ‘The project to stabilize Amory Playground was de- 
ferred to early 1963. 


Gross receipts at the Golf Course exceeded $90,000. This is the 
largest gross receipts in the history of the Course. Approximately 54,000 
rounds of golf were played. 


The Board conferred with the Selectmen, the Committee on the 
Structure of Town Government, and others on possible merger of the Park 
Department with other departments of the Town. The Board recom- 
mended that steps be taken to merge the Park and Recreation Commis- 
sions. Legislation has been drafted to accomplish this merger. 


The Superintendent and the Board submitted recommendations to 
the Selectmen and the School Committee for the landscaping of the new 
Town Hall and the new Runkle School. Liaison between the Board and 
the Comptroller and with the Building Commission was continued. 


The permanent staff of employees was reduced again during 1962 by 
a non-replacement policy and by greater use of temporary employees.

Developments in Public Welfare at National and State Levels 


The 1962 amendments of the Social Security Act (Public Law 87-543) 
which became effective in July, 1962, represent the most far-reaching 
changes in the Public Welfare programs since the Social Security Act 
was initiated in 1935. ‘These amendments emphasize rehabilitation services 
and self-help to all public assistance recipients and the development of 
special training programs for social service staff to meet the new emphasis. 
Increased Federal matching of administrative costs in all Federal-State 
programs to aid in providing the services and staff training is, also, included 
in the new amendments. 


Of special interest are Federal rulings implementing the legislation 
which deal with State responsibilities related to (1) locating deserting par- 
ents, (2) reduction and control of fraud, (3) conservation of children’s 
earnings for education, (4) safeguarding children in hazardous home situ- 
ations. 


Developments at Local Level 


Apropos of these changes, the Brookline Welfare Department for 
many years has had its Law Enforcement Officer on assignment from the 
Police Department whose main efforts have been directed, in cooperation 
with the social service staff, to compel support of recipients by those 
legally bound to do so. It can be fairly stated that their combined efforts 
have operated both as a deterrency factor and an excellent control with 
respect to persons seeking to evade such responsibility and for protection 
of children where needed. 


Of added interest, the Department, since 1960, has had an In-Service 
Training program for the social service staff set up in conjunction with the 
School of Social Work of Boston University and with the cooperation of 
the Brookline Mental Health Association. This is a continuing program 
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which will be extended in 1963 with added instruction in medical informa- 
tion. This instruction s vitally needed in our community due to the high 
proportion of the Department’s total expenditures which are related to 
medical care, and to better coordinate staff activities with other public 
and private community agencies furnishing health services. 


Number of Persons Receiving Assistance 


The number of persons receiving assistance during the year increased 
for the first time since 1953. The increase was due, chiefly, to the additional 
intake in the relatively new program of Medical Assistance for the Aged 
and the liberalizing of eligibility requirements in Aid to Dependent 
Children. 


Significant Changes in Assistance Expenditures 


As expected, expenditures in the Medical Assistance for the Aged 
category show a significant increase, which can be attributed in part to an 
increasing awareness of the public of the purpose and scope of this pro- 
gram. ‘he main reason, however, is the substantial increase in per diem 
costs for hospital care which became effective on January 1, 1962. Higher 
tates for the payment for care in licensed nursing homes and hospitals for 
the chronically ill were also elements in the added costs. All of these rates 
are set by statute at the State level of government and binding on local 
Welfare Departments in paying for care rendered to eligible recipients. 

The reduction in expenditures in Old Age Assistance follow a pattern 
since the inception of the program of Medical Assistance for the Aged. 
An important item affecting this pattern is the legal requirement of trans- 
ferring recipients from Old Age Assistance to the other program when 
care is needed in licensed medical facilities for chronically ill persons. 

In General Relief, a substantial decrease was experienced due to accept- 
ance by the State of the doctrine of “presumptive eligibility” enabling local 
departments to grant aid in the Federal-State programs to needy persons 
prior to establishment of individual program requisites which, heretofore, 
required use of local funds.

VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Joun T. Connor, Director 


Expenditures for Veterans’ Benefits in 1962 were substantially higher 
than in the previous year and saw a continuance of the upward trend for 
some time to come. ‘The principal facts behind this are threefold: First, 
the department caseload was higher; Second, the cost per case has been 
increased due to the upswing in the cost-of-living, family groups in cases 
of World War II veterans are growing with the passing years; ‘Third, the 
expense of hospital and convalescent care continues to increase. 


It apparently is not generally known that Veterans of all Wars and 
their dependents are eligible for the services given by this department. 
Financial benefits come under a different heading in that one must be in 
needy circumstances to be eligible. Illness, inability to work, hospitaliza- 
tion, which in some cases cause a real hardship, are reasons for application. 


Funds are expended through the Town’s original appropriation and 
are later reimbursed by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts at the rate 
of 50 per cent for Town settled cases and 100 per cent for State settled 
ones. 


Through Statute, we are able to place assignments on accident and 
Workmen’s Compensation cases, to enable the ‘Town to be reimbursed 
for assistance granted. ‘The Statute also allows us to place liens on prop- 
erty of dependent parents. ‘This is another financial reimbursement to our 
‘Town treasury. 
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The following qualifications must be met to be eligible for Veterans’ 
Benefits. 


]. A veteran and/or dependent must have lived in Brookline five con- 
secutive years to be ‘Town settled. 


2. A veteran must have served during time of war or insurrection and 
have an honorable discharge. 


The work of the department consists of a very comprehensive study 
of Veterans’ problems. In the past years, there have been many changes 
in the law striving to meet the ever growing need for those who sacrificed 
in time of our country’s perils. 


Requests for advice with schooling, home-buying, bonus and _ for 
assistance in preparing compensation, pension and widows’ benefits claims 
have grown each year, so that now the office staff is as much or more 
occupied with these matters than with claims for financial assistance. This 
type of individual casework pays valuable dividends, since it unearths re- 
sources and opportunities for many persons who would otherwise be seek- 
ing monetary help from the ‘Town. ‘Thousands of dollars are saved yearly 
by the admission of veterans to a Government Facility who are ill or in 
need of an operation. 


Other matters requiring the attention of the Veterans’ Services De- 
partment were: keeping current the Graves Registration records, yearly 
marking and decorating of Veterans’ Graves in Brookline cemeteries, 
recording copies of discharges and other service papers, processing burial 
benefits applications et cetera. 


“The Thirtieth of May, 1868, is designated for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of Comrades who died in 
defense of their Country.” ‘Thus began the first order for the observance of 
Memorial Day by General John A. Logan of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. ‘The ‘Town honored its dead of all wars by conducting a parade 
and suitable exercises. 


Throughout the year, regular meetings of the Brookline Veterans’ 
Council were held in this office and much has been accomplished for the 
benefit of the veteran and the good of the ‘Town,
